Yes, We Can 


To Karen Lindsey: 

One way to sell papers is to take the 
negative approach — Yes We Can, But 
Do We Want To? (Phoenix, Jan. 29). It 
can be so easy to criticize something, 
hard to be positive. 

I found your article very confusing. I 
won’t go through it line by line — but I’ll 
say a few things I think were omitted that 
were positive aspects of the day. 

Funny, you didn’t mention at all the 
art display that was the first thing you 
saw as you walked into the Hynes. There 
was a positive celebration of women 
saying, “yes we can” be extremely good 
artists and be valued as such — and be 
women who are proud of their craft. One 
such woman is Maud Morgan, seventy- 
odd years old and one of the leaders of the 
women in art movement. Then there is 
Sharon Friedman — in her twenties — 
who’s artwork was in the museum show of 
“Boston Collects Boston.” Elien Banks, 
black artist, was represented by her large 
abstract that was stunning. Pity there 
was no mention of these twenty women. 


Now to the film booth that I put . 


together. There was no, no money from 
the women filmmakers in the state to put 
together a film theater. I asked them. So! 
went to Polaroid — yes, I know your 
objections, but I felt the important thing 
was to get the film booth together rather 
than fight about Rhodesia. My not going 
to them would not have made any 
difference about company policy — they 
said they would do a booth. It was a 
stunning success. Women, for the first 
time, could see free films made by 
women, for women and about women — 
and that booth was crowded all day and 
into the night. That is worth a lot, I feel. 

I was at Hynes when the Polaroid 
woman came in. Catherine Russo, who 
had worked with me for four months and 
was working her ass off as I was, met the 
woman. They are entirely different 
women and completely opposed to each 
’ other’s philosophy. The clash came and I 


couldn’t head it off. It was 6:00; I still had | 


five hours of films to show — the peak 
time — and I needed the booth. The 
woman from Polaroid asked that 
Catherine leave; she was entitled to, as 
she got the bread to do it. I asked 
Catherine, under the circumstances, if 
she would mind leaving. She looked at 
me and left. I really honestly felt badly 
about asking her to do that, but I had to 
judge my priorities on the spot. I felt the 
films had to be seen. Catherine later told 
me that she could have pulled a power 
play and taken the projectors — but 
decided not to do that. I was very 
grateful. I wish the confrontation had 
never happened in the booth. It was 
enough it happened on the stage — on the 
camera. 

I was on the floor during the stage talk 
by Leslie and Marnette. I completely 
disagree with you about the both of them 
being “‘calm, reasonable and polite” — 
your words. I think those adjectives 
should have been applied to Sonya. She 
was not rude. I was talking to the 
demonstrators on the floor and saw and 
heard the whole thing. One of the 


funniest remarks was by Marnette. When 
Flo Kennedy tried to talk to her, she 
snapped, “don’t talk to me; you are an 
out-of-towner” — Christ — if we are going 
to think like that the women’s movement 
is not going to get anywhere. We have got 


to all work together and respect each 


‘other, and try to get all people to listen to 
us and help us change. 

You complained about the wait for the 
child care center. We had hopefully 


expected 20,000, maybe, with the 


weather against us and. the gas crisis. The 
figures say maybe 60,000 came. What the 
hell else could we do! It was the most 
equitable way we could work it for the 
benefit of all the other people in line. 
What the crowds meant to me was, there 


is a great hunger out there that a lot of - 


people did not realize existed — ard the 
next time we do something like this, we’d 
better plan better for more. 

I think that the “Yes We Can”’ day was 
one small step toward getting the 
woman’s movement seen, discussed, and 
hopefully on its way to doing more viable 


‘projects. I am sorry you saw it as mostly a 


negative thing. 

I hope you continue to report on all the 
women’s projects in Boston, and 
remember, we are all shooting for that 


. Same goal — we get there in different 


ways. Irespect your opinions — you’ve got 
to respect mine. 
“Yes, we made a beginning.”

I suspect that 
Tharp’s main aim in the dance was not to 
imitate Raggedy Ann and Andy doll 
movements but rather to make a work 
ragged of all levels — to make ragged the 
boundaries between things normally kept 
neatly separate in classical dance. In this

1) individual dance motions) 2) the 
ensemble between dancers; 3) entrances 
and exits; 4) the boundaries between 
consecutive dances; 5) the boundary 
between stage and off-stage; 6) the 
boundary between this work and another, 
danced to Mozart’s music.and partially 
included in this one. Occasionally the 
ends of the dance and the music did not 
coincide. Even the end of the work was 
ragged, for the hall lights started coming 
on before the dancers were finished. All in 
all, a beautiful, thoroughly ragged

Amanda Smith replies: Your points 
about Raggedy Dances are well taken. 
Tharp’s work is extraordinarily rich and 
multi-faceted. There is so very much to 
say about it all that the reviewer writing 
within space limitations — which almost 
every reviewer faces — must choose a few 
points from the many he or she might 
discuss. Lack of space prohibitied my 
discussing each dance in depth. I 
concentrated on The Bix Pieces, which 
was originally conceived as a lecture- 
demonstration, because it synthesized 
and verbalized many of Tharp’s artistic 
concerns. 

Lack of space, too, prohibits reviewing 
every dance event in Boston. I try to see 
everything and then strike a balance in 
my column between local and traveling 
productions and between modern, ballet 
and ethnic dance. Nikolais and James 
Cunningham are to be included in an 
upcoming review. The Boston Ballet has 
been reviewed twice, once at length, once 
briefly, within the last three months.

As the voice of Taj Mahal, 
from amplifiers jimmy-fixed in a 
third floor bay window at 153 
Hemenway Street, boomed out 
“Take a giant step outside your 


mind, 
Learn to live, and love, and laff 


ten nude Northeastern 
University undergraduates — 
hesitant at first — took a giant 
step out the door at No. 153 last 
Thursday night to the cheers of 


700 other undergraduates, 


gathered outside, began the 
second night of streaking on 
Hemenway Street. 

Streaking as an activity has 
caught on in the Boston area 
only at Northeastern and at 
MIT. (An incident of streaking, 
or fast running in the streets 
while clothed only in shoes, a 
hat, and possibly a provocative 


~~ ribbon, took place at Harvard 


“Yard last Wednesday. But a 
Harvard Dean, avverring “you 
can always tell a Harvard man,” 
said the runner was not a 
Harvard student. At 
Northeastern, where streaking is 
limited to once troubled 
Hemenway Street, the 
phenomenon is remarkable. 


Lots of Beer 


Thursday night’s events 


involved upwards of 200 
streakers, 700. spectators, 350 
rolls of toilet paper, several 
dozen firecrackers, one burning 
broom, 2,700 cans or bottles of 


* beer, and a squad or two of NU 


police determined, in the face of 
a billyclub-swinging cop’s 
dream, instead to bite the 
bullet. The street festivities 
started promptly at 11:30 pm 
and the streets were clear again, 
except for curb-high toilet paper 
streamers, by 1:30. 

There was one injury — police 
said a girl in the crowd was hit 
by a flying roll of paper — and 
one bad scare — the driver of the 
last Arborway trolley of the 
night was badly frightened when 
a score of what he described as 
“naked people dressed up like 
bandits” .tried to board his 
trolley on Huntington Ave. “I 
thought maybe it was like a 
funky version of the Taking of 
Pelham One, Two, Three. They 
were naked but had ski masks 
on. I thought maybe it was the 
Symbolic Liberation Army 
urying to kidnap my trolley.” 

In fact, the evening at 
Northeastern was more like a 
mixer-cum-well-run-cocktail 
party than a riot and the 
streakers quickly became 


“incidental to the clothed fun in 


the streets. 

“They should open up a bar,” 
opined Mary Cahill, 19, of 
Beverly, Mass., a nursing 
student, who was hanging from 
a railing with some friends, 
“This is the first time people on 
campus have got together.”

unity to the campus,” she said, 
“the only other thing going on 
campus is crew and people don’t 
go to see that. It’s a very 
anonymous place.” 

“Look,” said Janet, Mary’s 
friend, “I have Chemistry at 
eight in the morning and a final 
in two weeks. I’m scared stiff 
and all this breaks the tension.” 

It’s true enough. Most of the 
crowd and most of the streakers 
were very young — freshman 
facing for the first time the 
terror of final exams. Older 
students in the crowd, set in 
their ways and secure with their 
friends, pooh-poohed the 
business. 

““T don’t understand why guys 
would do it,” said a senior gym 


‘student, “I think it’s really 


silly.” And then she went off 


with friends to an off-campus . , 


apartment, leaving dorm-fever- 

ridden freshmen to be wild in 

the streets, tossing paper pom- 

poms, dancing, singing, and 
streaking. 

Every once in a while, a gang 
of a dozen or so streakers would 
run through to be cheered 
momentarily and then 
forgotten. The streakers were 
about as prominent as silent 
waiters at a Park Avenue party. 
They were constantly there — 
moving about — but they were 
silent and passed by quickly. 


They should have been carrying 


drinks. 

Pop sociologists noted there 
were no black streakers and that 
the sole female streaker, a girl. 
named Bridget, was paraded 
around in a red convertible. She 
was not required to run. 


By about 1:15, all that beer 
was taking its toll along with the 
rapidly sinking temperatures. A 
trumpeteer in a second floor 
window at 157 Hemenway St., 
who had been sounding the 
football Charge and the cavalry 
Charge all night, sounded Taps, 
and within minutes the street 
fair was over. 

Students and police 
extinguished a few paper fires 
and brushed away some beer 
cans and by 1:45 the street was 
clear enough for a lone jogger, 
dressed in a sweat suit, red 
jacket, and hat, to jog silently 
up Hemenway St., unaware of 
the startling advances in his 
sport that had so recently taken - 
place. 
A report on MIT streaking 
follows: 


The MIT administration does 
not recognize the Baker House . 
Streaking Society as an official 
‘‘Institute-wide’’ student 
activity, but Charlie Bruno still 
has big ideas for the newly- 
formed organization. 

Its purpose, according to 
Bruno, is to set a new world 
record for streaking. For those

Bruno, an MIT senior from 
Pittsburgh, California, has 
begun a personal effort to 
stimulate interest in streaking 
at the technological institution, 
with the hope .of ultimately 
breaking what is said to be the 
record, set by 208 people 
streaking at North Carolina 
State University. (That record 
reportedly was broken by about’ 
600 students at the University of 
Missouri). 

So, the Baker House 
Streaking Society was formed, 
and its first “meeting” was last 
week. Several hundred people 
gathered at midnight Sunday to 
watch 15 members of the society 
— led by Bruno — disrobe and 
run from a dormitory, around 
MIT’s Kresge Auditorium, and 
back to the dorm, a course 
that took slightly less than two 
minutes. 

Since then, there have been 
streaks through several crowded 
lecture halls at MIT, and Bruno 
says the streaking society will 
continue its midnight runs until 
a new rocord is set by MIT 
students. 

Meanwhile, Harvard got into 
the act Wednesday when a lone 
streaker — or “fully unclothed 
dashing activist” as he insisted 
on being referred to — staged 
run across the crowded Yard at 
high noon. Wearing only a scarf 
around his neck, the streaker — 
or dasher — crossed the yard to 
Mass. Ave., where he lept into a 

The reaction from MIT 
officials has been cautious non- 
involvement, gg it has at many 
other schools across the nation, 
where streaking is taking hold as 
the greatest thing since goldfish 
swallowing. Streakers at MIT 
reportedly have been told by 
officials that if they’re going to 
run around like that they should 
do it at night and should not get 


_ caught. The campus police have 


been tolerant, but the presence 
of Cambridge police in the 
vicinity added a bit of tension at 
last week’s midnight streak. 
Streaking incidents have 
occurred spontaneously on a 
number of college campuses in 
the past few weeks, including at 
the University of Tennessee, 
where streakers last week 
blocked traffic for three hours.

TURNING ON A DIME 

Good news for those who ride 
the thin Green Line 
underground: the MBTA has 
extended its experimental Dime 
Time program to include Green 
Line subway stations. The 
program has also been extended 
to allow dime-timing from 10 
a.m. until 2 p.m. (instead of 1 
p.m.) and al} day Sunday. 

Begun last April, the Dime 
Time program has so far brought . 
a 15 percent increase in off-hour 
riders. It is one of two MBTA 
fare innovations of late, the 
other being a pre-paid transit 
pass for John Hancock Co.

a low voter turnout among 
students and tenants for the 
upset’ victory of conservative- 
backed selectman candidate 
Edward Novakoff. Novakoff 
defeated incumbent Haskell A. 
Kassler for a post on the five- 
member Board of Selectmen 
which will now have a 
conservative majority. The 
defeat is seen as a blow to 
effective rent and development 
controls in the town of 60,000. 

Voter turnouts that proved 
vital to Novakoff’s 600-vote 
victory came from the town’s 
wealthy Fisher Hill and Country 
Club districts, where turnouts 
were near 50 percent. In 
precincts around Boston 
University, the turnout was less 
than 30 percent. The Novakoff 
campaign is expected to have 
been amongst the most 
expensive in the town’s history, 
having spent some $10,000 in 
gaining the $2,100 a year 
selectmen’s post. Progressives 
miust wait at least a year now to 
attempt to regain a majority on 
the Board of Selectmen. 


“SARGENT AND SEN. SAM 


Frank Sargent visited Sen. 
Sam Ervin’s Constitutional 
Rights Subcommittee last week 
and the topic of discussion — the 


right of privacy — produced a 
few ironies in the hearing room 
where the Watergate hearings 
were held last summer. Sargent, 
testifying in favor of Ervin- 
proposed privacy regulations on 
computerized records, faced 
criticism from Sen. Edward 
Gurney (R-Florida), a Nixon 
sympathizer who has been 
mentioned in discussion of 
possible campaign financing 
indictments. 

Gurney accused Sargent of 
favoring legislation that would 
hinder police in their pursuit of 
criminals. At that, Sargent 
replied, ‘Not at all Senator. 
What I’m proposing is 
protection for all records, 
whether it be mine or yours.” 

A Sargent aide said that at 
the mention of “‘yours,”» Gurney 
turned red and ended his 
questioning. 

Prior to the hearing, which 
centered on the FBI’s National 
Crime Information Center (CIC) 
in which Sargent has refused to 
let Massachusetts participate, 
the Governor met behind closed 
doors for a half hour with Ervin. 
At the risk of violating their 
privacy, a Sargent aide reveals 
that their discussion had only 
the most marginal bearing on 
the legislation. The two 
reportedly compared notes on

Continued from page | 
understand why newspapers and 
politicians in this city fail to 
grasp the paradox that their 
children will have to suffer if 
racial imbalance is to be 
eliminated. Convinced that they 
are neglected .by press and 
public officials alike, the people 
of South Boston are in no mood 
for fun. 


If any legislator in the city can 
match Billy Bulger for charm 
and wit, he is probably Royal 
Bolling, the Democratic 
representative from Roxbury 
and patriarch of the Black 
Caucus, who very much wants to 
be the first black State Senator. 
If Bulger wasn’t going to have a 
party, Bolling announced, then 
he would. It would take place on 
St. PatrickS Day, and corned 
beef and cabbage would be on 
the menu. Irish politicians and 
writers would be invited, and 
joking, punning and lampooning 
would be on the program. But 
the luncheon would be held at 
Estelle’s on Tremont St. in 
Roxbury, and the menu would 
also include black-eyed peas, 
chicken with rice and greens, 
‘and, if it could be arranged, 
Dick Gregory would be on hand 
to sing “Southie is My Home 
Town.” Royal Bolling’s gesture 
would symbolize the strength 
and cohesiveness of the black 
community, and black 
politicians. 

For Bolling, it was a master 
stroke. The humor, the goodwill, 
the political capital, and, most 
of all, the reams of good 
publicity always associated with 
St. Patrick’s Day at Dorgans 
would rebound to him. Since 
Rep. Michael Flaherty (D. -So. 
Boston), had cancelled the 
-dinner dance which the South 
Boston Civic Association 
traditionally holds on the eve of 
St. Patrick’s Day, Bolling would 
have a corner on the festivities 
at what had traditionally been 
the most highly visible feast day 
in the political calendar. It was a 
rare opportunity for Bolling to 


both publicize himself and make. 


friends for the Black Caucus and 
the black community among the 
local political hierarchy. 

Bolling’s announcement that 
he would hold his’ own party 
rated a Page Four story in the 
Wednesday morning Boston 
Globe, written by Peter Lucas of 
the State House Bureau. An 
insert in the story referred 
readers to a column on Page 
Three, written by Jeremiah 
Murphy and headlined ‘“‘Corned 
Beef and Baloney from Bulger.” 
The column raked Bulger over 
the coals for hypocrisy. 

It seems unusual, not to 
mention unprofessional, that a 
newspaper should choose to 


attack a public figure, in a 
column, for taking a stand 
which the paper had not even 
deigned to cover in its news 
pages. In addition, Thomas 
Winship, the Globe’s editor, 
repeatedly refused to accept or 
return phone calls inquiring 
about the matter, strange stance 
for the editor of a major daily 
newspaper. 3 

Not to be outdone, the 
Evening Globe, on the same 


day, carried a piece by. its Page 


Three columnist, Mike Barnicle, 
charging Bulger with playing 
politics to the detriment of “real 
people, who work hard for a 
living while politicans talk.” 
Anyone who wanted to hear 
Bulger’s side of the story. could 
not have found it in the Globe. 
The previous morning, in an 
unusually terse, one paragraph 
news brief on Page Two, the 
Globe had announced that 


Bulger was cancelling the © 


Dorgan’s lunch, mentioning the 
fact that Bulger had referred to 
the Globe in his cancellation 
notice. 


As the Globe saw it, Billy 
Bulger was just another: South 
Boston politician, drumming up 
votes by whipping up racist 
sentiments, -opposing progress 
and trampling on the rights of 
black children to good 
education. It must have been 
with a certain wistful sadness 
that the Globe observed Bulger’s 
behavior. The South Boston 
Democrat had made a name for 
himself and been given 
favorable exposuresin the 
Atlantic and other national 
press, and even on the Jack Paar 
show, for his roguish wit and his 
populist crusades against big oii 
and private beaches. The Globe 
must have been saddened to see 
such an aspiring liberal go down 
the drain. 

“I am mindful that by 
mentioning the word 


neighborhood one runs the risk | 


of being accused of employing 
code words concealing racist 


intents,” William Bulger told a | 


Boston audience last spring. He 
has, of course, proved 
prophetically correct. The very 
mention of a desire to preserve 
neighborhood integrity leads 
most liberals in this city to 
assume that the speaker wants 
to confine black children to 
squalid, low-calibre segregated 
schools. Billy Bulger disagrees. - 
. “Oscar Handlin calls it a 
paradox,’”’ Bulger explains. 
Handlin, the Pulitzer-Prize- 
winning Harvard historian, is 
also chairman of the editorial 
board of Channel Five. Along 
with the letter which called off 
the luncheon, Bulger enclosed 


an editorial in which Handlin 
said that: 

South Boston is probably the 
most cohesive, self-conscious, 
and proud neighborhood in the 
city. In many ways, it is a 
perfect example of what 
Americans mean when they 
speak of neighborhood. 

The editorial went on to 
speak of the paradox involved in 
balancing off the demands of 
integration and community 
integrity. Bulger feels that the 
Globe, the state government, 
and liberals in general 
understand one-half of the 
paradox — that black children 
are being deprived — without 


' taking heed of the other half — 


that a massive-forced bussing 


- plan could effectively destroy 


the cohesion of the city’s 


‘neighborhoods. 


What does all of this have to 
do with Dorgan’s? “‘The strong 
community and family spirit 
from which this event derives its 
strength is no longer recognized 
as a positive value to be 
protected and preserved but 
rather is cast in a. totally and 
erroneously negative frame of 
reference,” Bulger said in his 
cancellation announcement. It 
may seem — and to an extent it 
is true — that forced bussing and 
St. Patrick’s Day are basically 
separate issues, and should be

kept that way. However, the 
cancellation of such a highly 
visible and traditional event, 
Bulger reasoned, could at least 
serve aS a news peg, a device 
through which Bulger could 
focus a public spotlight on the 
fears and frustrations of the 
people he represents. No such 
luck. 

“People react to perceived 
threats,” Leo Allen, Bulger’s 
assistant, points out. This is 
true not only of white ethnics, 


but of white liberals as well. To- 


the people of South Boston, 
forced bussing seems like a gun 
at the head of their children. To 
them, it is a threat to their 
children’s safety, their 
education, and their lifestyle. It 
represents a force capgble of 
destroying their community. 
But when white ethnics express 
these fears, they pose a 
perceived threat to white 
liberals. Any objection to forced 
pussing, at this stage, seems a 
direct attack upon integration, 
and expression of deep-seated 
race hatred and bigotry which, if 
even allowed a hearing, could 


“relegate the black citizen to 


second-class status once again.

The Cancelled Program 


The fact that Bulger quotes 
Handlin, Coleman and Jencks 
in his arguments is perceived as 
an attempt to camouflage 
racism behind a smokescreen of 
intellectual respectability. 

In this atmosphere, Bulger’s 
gesture of cancelling the 
Dorgan’s banquet, meant to be 
read as a symbol of his 
frustration as he watched all his 
attempts to set up a dialogue on 
issues misinterpreted, was 
viewed by the Globe as just 
another of those ethnic racist 
‘ploys, and dismissed out of 
hand. : 


Having failed to get his point 
across in the press the first time 
around, Bulger then announced 
that he had challenged Winship 
to a debate on the matter of 
forced bussing. He had talked to 
Archibald Cox, Bulger said, and 
the former Special prosecutor 
would seriously consider 
moderating the debate if 
Winship agreed. “I am sure you 
will recognize that the near 
absolute freedom of the press 
carries with it a commensurate 
responsibility,’ Bulger wrote 
Winship. ‘‘Certainly the 
responsibility of your newspaper 
in regard to the issue at hand is 
very large.” 

Winship was having none of 
this, either. “I frankly do not see 
how this will serve any useful 
p ,” he wrote Bulger. “I 
also believe that newspaper 
editors and publishers endanger 
their ability to serve as a conduit 
for the views of the entire - 
community, when they take an 
activist, partisan role in public 
debate on a particular issue.” 
Winship never adnsitted that 
there might be something to talk 
about. 

* Bulger was not especially 
surprised at being turned down; 
no one seems to want to listen to 
arguments for neighborhood 
integrity these days. Rep. 
Michael Flaherty (D. -S. 
Boston), says that he recently 
invited 82 suburban legislators 
to a briefing session to explain 
what forced bussing would mean 


‘to his district, and followed up 


the written invitations with 
phone calls. Four legislators 
came to the meeting. Bulger 
thought that he might spark 
something approaching a 
rational discussion by 
distributing Oscar Handlin’s 
editorial.

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Prison Drug Tests 
And Guinea Pigs

Is there any logic or justice in 
sentencing someone to prison for illegal 
drug use and paying this same captive for 
taking drugs for nonmedical purposes? 

If prisoners didn’t desperately need the 
money, would they submit to being 
injected with untested new drugs, to 
having blood repeatedly drawn, and to 
the side effects of such experiments? 

The federal Food and Drug 
Administration will not allow new 
substances on the market until they have 
been tested on humans. After laboratory 
tests are run on mice, hamsters, cats, or 
other furry beings, commercial drug firms 
have traditionally gone into the nation’s 
penitentiaries to locate subjects for these 
FDA-required tests. 

In Massachusetts, for example, since 
January 1973, the State Department of 
Corrections has approved 42 separate 
research projects involving prisoners of 
the Commonwealth, according to 
information supplied by Frank Carney, 
Director of Research and Planning for the 
Department. The bulk of this research 
has been carried out by Medical and 
Technical Research Associates, a firm in 
Needham, Mass., which represents 9 
clients in the drug business, including 
Beecham-Messengill, Robbins, Sandoz, 
Squibb, and Wyeth. 

Last year, Medical and Technical 
Associates ran experiments involving 300 
men at the Norfolk MCI, on whom 500 
tests were performed. They paid a total of 
$35,000 for the use of the prisoners. The 
inmates received $70 in payment for each 
test, requiring from one to three days’ 
time. On top of this, the test-approval 
guidelines require 25 percent of the fee 
payable directly to the prison from the 
experiments, in cash, services, or 
equipment. Evidently there is no 
objection to this 25 percent fee; on the 
contrary, the firms invest quite 
generously toward keeping in the graces 
of Norfolk’s administrators. 


“Zombie Juice” 


Frank Doria described his experience 
in one drug test while he was still 
confined at Norfolk in 1970. It was an 
experiment testing dosage amounts for a 
new anti-heroin agent, as he recalls. 

“They wanted 30 strong inmates who 
were healthy and not over 35 years old,” 
said Doria, who is now a coordinator for 
the Self Development Group, an ex- 
inmate aid association in Boston. 

“T was out of money and in good shape. 
The stuff was zombie juice. I got double 
vision, my legs got weak, I was dizzy and 


~ then I felt I was going to die. A lot of guys 


fainted — I didn’t pass out. The test took 
three days. It was the first and last time.” 

Members of the Black Caucus in the 
Massachusetts legislature have begun a 
campaign to halt drug experiments on 
prisoners in the commonwealth. House 
Bill 2466, filed by State Representative 
William Owens, along with 
Representatives Doris Bunte, Melvin 
King, and Royal Bolling, Jr. seeks to 
“prohibit the use of psychotropic drugs 
on inmates in penal institutions.” 

Psychotropic substances, also called 
“‘phrenotropics,” are “mind” drugs 
which affect ‘“‘the psychic functions, 
behavior, or experience” of patients. 
(Anti-depressants, anti-psychotics, 
psychostimulants, and hallucinogenics 
are among this class of drugs. In testing, 
however, a new compound can produce a 
“paradoxical rage reaction”: uppers act 
like downers and vice versa.) 

A position statement prepared by the 
Black Caucus cites “illegal procedures of 
recent drug projects” in Massachusetts 
prisons. The Caucus charges that four out 
of 10 experiments which got the go-ahead 
were, in fact, illegal under a State statute 
prohibiting human experiments in 
Massachusetts’ “correctional institutions 
(involving) untried drugs . . . compounds 
not previously subjected to human trial.” 

The Caucus pointed to one Harvard- 
NIMH sponsored project which had 
$149,000 in federal funding. It was to 
have used 60 pre-parolees from the Deer 
Island (Suffolk County) jail for tests with 
a new heroin-blocking agent. 
Arrangements were made between Dr. 
Vernon Patch, Harvard professor of 


psychiatry at Boston City Hospital, and 
former Boston penal institutions 
commissioner A. Reginald Eaves. But the 
plans were terminated after Dr. Matthew 
P. Dumont, assistant commissioner for 
Drug Rehabilitation in the State 
Department of Mental Health, found 
that state approval had never been 
obtained — although specifically 
required by federal regulations. 


“Ludicrous” 


Black Caucus member Melvin King 
has attacked the drug firms for 
“selectivity”’ in choosing which tests they 
reserve for students and which they 
relegate to prisons. ing a recent 
hearing on HB 2466, King told members 
of the State Legislative Committee on 
Social Welfare “There is not the same 
level of risk involved with the kinds of 
drugs offered to students.” 

“The argument that prisoners should 
have the ‘same rights’ as other to take 
part in these experiments is ludicrous.” 
King said, “The issue is money. There 
have to be other ways a prisoner can earn 
fifty bucks. It defies my imagination why 
we would have problems preventing 
profiteers who sell drugs from using our 
institutions and then charging exorbitant 
prices.” 

Rep. King posed a warning: “The 
drugs being tried on black, brown and 
poor people will be used to keep assembly 
workers in line. Industry is now 
concerned about workers’ 
‘unhappiness.”” 


Lobby 


Although House Bill 2466 aims at 
stopping psychotropic drug testing on 
Massachusetts’ prisoners, its passage has 
national implications not only for drug 
firms but for others for whom confined 
populations represent an ideal research 
oasis. This fertile testing ground has been 
placed in jeopardy through a campaign 
Jessica Mitford, has waged throughout 
the United States against prisons and 
profiteering within them, since 
publication of her latest book, Kind and 
Unusual Punishment: the prison 
business. 

In response, the drug outfits have 
begun to champion the notion that 
prisoners want to be research subjects 
“for humanitarian reasons.” Through 
public statements, such as those made in 
a recent Advocates television debate, 
these companies are simultaneously 
promoting the idea that dread diseases, 
such as cancer, cannot be cured if 
researchers are denied access to prisons. 

That counter-argument on the 
Advocates’ debate was that prisoners 
provide the cheapest bodies obtainable. 
For the inmates, however, the $70-per- 
test payment is a windfall. As Sen. Jack 
Backman, who chairs the Social Welfare 
Committee (and opposes the 
experiments) pointed out, “Prisoners 
taking part in the testing earn in three 
days as much as they can get for an 
average year’s pay at normal prison 
jobs.” Prison wages are $1 to $1.50 per 


‘day. Even so, there are not enough jobs to 


go around. 

One Norfolk prisoner, Herbert 
Eskedahl, who has been a research 
subject there, devoted his furlough day to 
delivering a petition to the Committee. 
This was signed by 320 Norfolk men who 
want the experiments to continue; they’d 
like to see HB 2466 defeated. 

Eskedah] agreed that “money is an 
issue” with the inmates. His testimony 
also revealed the solid foot-in-the-door 
drug researchers maintain within 
Norfolk. Among the amenities he 
indicated the drug firms provide are: an 
air conditioner needed for the serology 
laboratory where Eskedahl works; food 
trays; the entire aspirin supply for the 
institution; and rental of a duplicating 
machine. In addition, he explained, the 
research doctors supply necessary 
medical care to the general population. 

Sunny Robinson, a nurse who worked 
with the federally-funded Prison 
Health Project in Mass. explained the 
dangers inherent in the control the 
research doctors, paid by drug interests, 
exercise within a prison hospital such as

Social Workers Blow Fuse Over Channel 7

Channel 7 has been trying 
very hard of late to live down its 
long-standing reputation as a 
third-rate news operation and 
get people to take its news and 
public affairs programming 
somewhat seriously. 

The efforts have met with a 
degree of success and, due 
mostly to the injection of 
massive amounts of gimmickry 
and .consciously-created 
controversy into its news 
programming, the station has 
seen its ratings improve 
dramatically. Trouble is, 
WNAC-TV continues to hire 
people with backgrounds in 
public relations, rather than 
news, and this practice 
continues to cast doubt on the 
credibility of the station’s news 
efforts. 

The Phoenix reported last 
October, for example, that Al 
Banjamin, who serves as a 
regular “political commentator” 
for Channel 7, works full time as 
Public Relations Director for the 
Mass. Teachers Association, an 
organization that lobbies for and 
against legislation and puts 
pressure on the very politicians 
that Benjamin comments about 
on the Channel 7 newscasts. 

In addition, (although there’s 
no indication of any conflicting 
interests here) Barbara Borin, 
Channel 7’s weekend 
sportscaster, is employed in real 
life as Director of Advertising 
and Public Relations for Sonesta 
International Hotels 


Corporation and, in fact, Mel 
Bernstein, the station’s News 
Director, previously worked as 
press secretary to former 
Corrections Comr. John O. 


Now, it seems, Channel 7 has 
done it again. Its latest 
aquisition is Pamela Bush who, 
up until a month ago, served as 
press secretary to Welfare 
Commissioner Steven A. 
Minter. 

Ms. Bush was hired as 
WNAC’s Editorial Director and, 
in an incredible exercise of bad 
judg.nent, she immediately sat 
down and penned a station 


editorial that cirticized the 
State Social Workers Guild for 
“quibbling” with the Welfare 
administration and using its 
contract as “a weapon.” She 
also indirectly bailed out her 
former boss, Comr. Minter, from 
any responsibility for the long- 
standing dispute, pointing out 
that what the editorial termed 
“an outrageous contract” with 


the social workers was originally _ 


signed by ‘‘a lame duck 
commissioner’ (Minter’s 
predecessor, Robert Ott). 

The editorial, which was aired 
Feb. 4 and 5, called upon the 
Welfare administration to take a 
strong stand against the 
contract demands of the union. 
“After all,” it said, “who runs 
this agency — The Public 
Welfare Administration or the 
union?” 


The Channel 7 Editorial and the Reply 


Following is the text of the 
Channel 7 editorial, broadcast 
Feb. 4 and 5, and written by 
Pam Bush, former press 
secretary to Welfare Comr. 
Steven Minter: 

“When a public or private 
agency loses control of its 
employees, it also loses its 
ability to operate efficiently and 
effectively. This seems to be 
becoming the situation with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Welfare. 

“For over 15 months the 
Social Workers Union has been 
quibbling with the 
Administration over a myriad of 
issues. There have been 
meetings, negotiations, fact- 
finding commissions, rallies, 
demonstrations, and now 
threats of a walk-out. All of 
these have taken time and cost 
money. 

“Tt all started many years ago 
when a lame duck commissioner 
signed an outrageous contract 
which the Union has ever since 
used, not only as a base for 
negotiations, but also as a 


weapon. 


“The irony of it all is that at — 


this point the contract with the 
union has expired and it is 
questionable as to how much 
obligation the Welfare 
Department is currently under. 

“We think that enough time 
has passed and that enough 
money has been lost. We urge 
the Department of Public 
Welfare to take a strong stand. 
After all, who runs this agency 
— The Public, Welfare 
Administration or the Union?” 

And the Social Workers 
Union’s proposed rebuttal, 
which Channel 7 has refused to 
broadcast:

Officials of the Social Workers 
Guild were predictably enraged 
by the editorial, feeling it was 
blatantly anti-union in both 
tone and substance and 
reflected the position of Ms.

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Watergate Query: 
What’s In the Bag?

WASHINGTON D.C. — 
“How do you figure a guy for 
being so damn nice? I use up two 
rolls of film?” 

The photographer was one of 
those bunched in an unseasonal 
half-moon around a black 
Chrysler limousine. Inside 
beaming out of the open window 
was James D. St.Clair. It was 
his first encounter with the press 
— all hot flash grins, cool 
rejoinders, measured responses. 
He even pivoted around slowly 
on his heels as he emerged from 
the courthouse last Wednesday, 
so that each television camera 
could catch him full face and 
each reporter ask him at least 
one question. It was the first 
clear evidence that there was a 
new New Richard M. Nixon, not 
the New Nixon packaged by ad 
men for the 1972 campaign, but 
a new New Nixon on the 
offensive. 

Later that evening during his 
press conference, this 
rerefurbished Nixon would give 
his first substantial comment on 
Watergate. At the March 21 
meeting with Dean and 
Haldeman he had actually 


’ heard that so-called hush money 


was being paid to the 
defendants, he said. 

He had examined Dean at 
great length. He had considered 
all the options. He had said it 
was wrong. That’s for sure. Mr. 
Haldeman was present when he 
said it was wrong, said the 
President. He knew what he 
said. He knew what he did. He 
knew what he meant. 

But the first indication of the 
March offensive occured earlier 
in the day in the crowded 
ceremonial courtroom — used 
because Judge John J. Sirica’s 
regular courtroom was too small 
for the crush — when St. Clair 
said that the President had no 
recommendation to Sirica as to 
the disposition of the Grand 
Jury’s two page report of its. 


findings and the suitcase full of . 


supporting material, despite “‘a 
serious breach of Grand Jury’s 
secrecy” in apparently divulging 


some of the evidence and despite 


“gross distortion of the facts in 
the Press regarding the 
contents”. More important, the 
President had authorized St. 
Clair to tell House Judiciary 
Committee Counsel John Doar 
that all the material furnished 
to the Grand Jury would be 
given to the Committee, plus 
sworn written answers to 
questions and, if that wasn’t 
enough, an oral interview from 
Nixon himself, “if n 

After St. Clair’s presentation 
at the hearing, perhaps six 


minutes in all, those members of 
the press who. had to prepare for 
noon broadcasts bustled out the 
special side door reserved for 
them, while artists in lieu of 
cameras scribbled away at their 
sketches, one woman girded 
with a holster of crayons that 
looked for all the world like 
shotgun casings. Throughout 
the rest of the day, St. Clair sat 
dourly by as John Wilson, 
Counsel for Ehrlichman and 
Haldeman, exchanged 
pleasantries with Judge Sirica 
on the dangers of pretrial 
publicity, amused the 
courtroom with homilies 
representative of Senator Sam 
and practised obscure legal 
footsie-work with Philip 
Lacovra, Counsel for the 
Watergate Prosecution Force. 

In contrast to his congenial 
press conferences and the locker 
room-like sniggering among the 
other lawyers, St. Clair laughed 
in court rarely, once outright: 
when Wilson accused Sirica of 
putting Wilson on the spot. 
Sirica had just asked Wilson 


‘whether the President had a 


stake in the proceedings, more of 
a stake, it was implied, than 
Wilson’s own clients. 

St. Clair also intervened only 
once, when Sirica suggested that 
perhaps the Grand Jury 
material should go to the House 
Judiciary Committee after the 
Watergate defendants had their 
day in court to insure they would 
get a fair trial. Sirica announced 
that he had set the trial date for 
Sept. 9. St. Clair then argued 
that the President would not be 
in favor of delaying the 
Committee’s inquiry, repeating 
that Nixon would give over the 
material in the briefcase to the 
Committee — although, St. 
Clair added with irony, “I don’t 
know what’s in the bag.” 


And so, this is how matters — 


stood at the end of the hearing. 
One, the Press had come on 
trial again, this time for having 
printed “gross distortions” of 
the Grand Jury’s report and the 
material in the briefcase 
presumably implicating the 
President in the Watergate 
cover-up. (We asked St. Clair if 
the new tactics of complying 
more readily with the House 
inquiry might have been decided 
on because the report and 
briefcase evidence was not 
damaging to the President. He 
replied that he had no idea what 
was in the briefcase. The whole 
day was like that. A phalanx of 
lawyers arguing blind about 
sheaves of documents that they 
had never seen. To borrow a 
phrase from WBCN friends, “An

Two, once again, the contest 
between the three branches of 
government was heating up, this 
time specifically over whether 
the House Impeachment inquiry 
could be considered a judicial 
proceeding and therefore eligible 
for material from another court, 
the Grand Jury. (On this, the 
Committee’s minority lawyer 
Alfred Jenner, made an 
engaging Carrollian argument 
that the contents of the suitcase 
were not “matters occuring 
before the grand jury,” but 
rather “documents.”’) 

Three, the issue of pre-trial 
publicity for the Watergate 
defendants seemed to take 
precedence over the impact of 
the Watergate affair and the 
question of impeachment. 

Here, Judge Sirica’s concern 
for his own court came into play. 
It is he who will oversee the 
Watergate trial, he who will 
have to decide whether the 
defendants can be tried fairly. 
He repeatedly asked Wilson for 
advice and seemed to agree with 
him that the divulgence of the 
suitcase evidence would 
prejudice their case. He took 
under advisement suggestions 
that the case could be cancelled 
or postponed or transferred to 
another venue. 

“Sirica’s so narrow minded,” 
observed one veteran 
newsperson during the 
morning’s brief break, “It’s 
cockeyed saying this case should 
wait till September 9. 
Watergate’s like a bone stuck in 
your throat. Till you cough it up 
you can’t go on with your dinner. 
But his very narrowness assures 
his honesty. He’s an attractive 
guy. He’s not pompous. I know 
him socially. I asked him about 
his nomination as Man Of The 
Year. He told me the other 
person being considéred was 
Henry Kissinger. He said, ‘I beat 
out Henry Kissinger! And look 
at me, the son of a poor Italian 
immigrant.’ He’s not like Gesell, 


whom I also know socially. © 
Gesell puts himself above the- 


law. He said that the special 
prosecutor should get the tapes 
‘Because I say so.’” 

(Or, as Sirica himself put it 
when Jenner reminded him of 
the importance of the hearing, 
“T am fully aware of what my 
responsibilities are, not only asa 
citizen but as a judge,” , and 
then later, “the old saying is get 
the facts and the law will take 
care of itself.”’) 

" Four, just as the Senate 
Watergate Committee last 
summer heard countless 
complaints of security leaks, so 
the spectre of possible Judicial 
Committee leaks damaging to 
the Watergate. defendants 
loomed over Sirica’s shoulder. 

(Jack Anderson’s name was 
mentioned, and Sirica himself 
said of the person who disclosed 
to the press, the alleged content 
of the Grand Jury’s report, “I 


hope I find out who it is because 


his job won’t be worth a nickel — 
his or hers.’’ The question 
clouding Washington, however, 
was a leak of a much more 
serious nature. Had Wilson as 
well as St. Clair seen the Grand 
Jury’s report, and was he in 
collusion with the President and

St. Clair to convince Sirica not 
to hand the documents over to 
the Judiciary Committee?) 

Five, finally, and most 
important, the President came 
out, via lawerly advance work. 
(Mary McGregory, the 
syndicated columnist and 
Washington Star News staffer, 
began a question as to the 
President’s apparently new 
direction haltingly. St. Clair 
interrupted her. “It’s a fair 
question, Mary,’’ He said, 
“There’s not a change in policy 
or attitude. There’s a change in 
circumstances. The Grand Jury 
has spoken. The House 
Committee has forwarded us a 
request. The whole focus has 
shifted from a secret 
investigation conducted by a 
Grand Jury to a House 
investigation.”) 

-In all, the new candor — 
whether it be admitted as such 
or —

explained, she murmured, 
“Well ain’t that something!” 
Across town in the little 
Georgetwon Sandwich shop 
called Lahoya, there are many 
eight by ten glossies up.on the 
wall, two of Humphrey and one 
each of other Presidential 
hopefuls and Washington 
notables. Under John Michell is 
scrawled simply ‘indicted.’ 
One photo has been removed, 
but written on the blank 
mounting board is: “This one is 
in San Clemente.” And the day 
after the hearing, a visiting Ohio 
schoolgirl strolling by the just 
blooming magnolias on the 
Capitol lawn was heard to say “I 
don’t think its Nixon’s fault. It’s 
the system that stinks.” 

Washington, as the locus of 


the courtroom, the White

gripped by the week’s events — 
the indictments, the Presdient’s 
initiative, the deliberations of 
the House Judiciary Committee. 
But as the news fans out to the 
whole country, so too is the 
nation enthralled with each turn 
of the screw. 


“The events of the. last year 
_have scared people too much,” 


said an aide to a liberal

“So much. that they’d accept a 
Ford. His social policies are as 
bad as, if not worse than, 
Nixon’s but he could lull people 
and pacify them.” 

The overriding question is, 
though, will they even get a 
Ford?

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Dickey-Lincoln Dam Gets Global Shove

If you’ve never heard of 
something called the Dickey- 


‘ Lincoln Dam, it’s not because 


the Boston Globe hasn’t tried to 
tell you. 

In a string of editorials. 
columns, analyses and articles 


throughout February, the Globe, . 


along with two liberal Boston- 
area Congressmen, has revived a 
potential environmental and 


‘economic disaster that had been 


moribund since 1967. Invoking 
the name of energy crisis, the 
Globe seems determined to force 
construction of the $200 million 
twin dam hydroelectric power 
project that would dam the last 
free-flowing river in the North- 
east — the Deliverance-like St. 
John’s — and bring large-scale 
construction to what is now a 
remote wilderness. 

All this would be exchanged 
for a project which would barely 
dent the New England energy 
demand and may well be an 
economically impractical, 
federally-funded boondoggle. 

Unknown to Globe readers 
suddenly served Dickey-Lincoln 
for breakfast as an energy crisis 
panacea, the U.S. Army Corp of 
Engineers-backed project is 


possessed of a checkered past. It 
includes opposition from both 
environmentalists — the Sierra 
Club, the Audobon Society, and 
Maine Natural Resources 
Council — and some economists, 
two of whom have written theses 
analyzing faults in the Corps of 
Engineers 1967 cost analysis 
which found that dam would be 


profitable and practical. The 


mammoth Bonneville-like dams 
have also been opposed by 
mem ers of the. MIT-based 
Union of Concerned Scientists, a 
group now questioning the 
advisability of creating 


_ dangerous new power sources 


(like nuclear fission) rather than 
cutting down exiating power 
demand. 


Such opposition has barely 
been alluded to by either Globe 
reporters or editorial writers 
who, along with Rep. Torbert 
McDonald and Rep. Michael 
Harrington, have portrayed the 
protracted Dickey-Lincoln fight 
in Congress as solely a selfish 
lobbying effort by private 
utilities, like Boston Edison, 
fearful of publicly-owned 
competition. (There is currently 


no publicly-owned power 


company in New England). 

That populist call to arms 
against private interests was 
first sounded in a prominent 
Sunday (Feb. 10) story by Stan 
Wallerstein, an aide to Rep. 
Harrington, which was 
headlined: ‘‘Dickey-Lincoln 
dam, lobbied to death, looks 
great in 1974’. A smaller 
headline read: ‘It would mean 
one billion cheap kilowatts for 
N.E.” 


The following day’s Op-Ed 
page featured a column by Rep. 
McDonald describing Dickey- 
Lincoln as “‘an idea whose time 
has arrived.” McDonald, unlike 
Wallerstein, referred briefly to 
environmental objection, but 


detailed no specifics, and 


dismissed it as the anti-progress 
succesor to private utility 
opposition. 

‘The next day (Feb. 12), The 
Globe picked up the McDonald 
theme. The headline to the lead 


editorial read: “Dickey-Lincoln 


Dam: Its Time has Come at 


‘Last.” The editorial urged that 


funds be appropriated in the 
now-pending Energy Emergency 
Act, “not tomorrow, but now.” 


The editorial contained no 
mention of any environmental or 
economic objections. 


Nor did that end the Globe 
coverage. Dickey-Lincoln 
returned to prominence on 
Sunday, Feb. 24, when a staff- 
written report was headlined, 
“Hot Reaction to Dickey- 
Lincoln Dam,” and sub-headed, 
“What can be done to improve 
New England’s power outlook?” 
The article’s lead described 
“‘pressures — both political and 
economic” that ‘“‘seem to be 
of the Dickey-Lincoln 
hydroelectric project.” This 
article, like the others, described 
the central battle of the dam as 
a joust between the public and 
greedy private power interests. 


Only deep in the text did it 


allude to the fact that the dams 
were to be built in “virgin 
timberland.” Other stories from 
the paper’s Washington Bureau 
have described day-by-day 
accounts of Congressional action 
concerning the dam. 


The only mention of any 
complications in the picture of 
cheap power has come in two 
letters to the editor published 


three weeks after the original 


stories and editorial. (This 
newspaper, by the way, has not 
been immune to simplifying 
Dickey-Lincoln. A February 29, 
1972, story took much the same 
posture as the recent Globe 
stories.) 

The sudden Dickey-Lincoln 
hoopla has surprised and rather 
dismayed Paul Swatak, a 
member of both the 


Massachusetts Audobon Society 


and Sierra Club, who has 
actively opposed the project 
since the mid-Sixties. Swatak 
notes that both the Globe and 
Harrington and McDonald are 
usually sensitive’ to 
environmental issues — but 
energy crisis economics and 
image in an election year seems 
to have blurred 
committments. 


Swatak does not at all deny 
that private utility companies 
have successfully stalled Dickey- 
Lincoln. ‘‘There has. been 
something of an unholy alliance 
between private utilities and 
environmeéntalists here,” he 
says. (Environmental groups 
have traditionally charged 
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utility firms with ecological 
insensitivity.” 

Swatak, however, lists some 
rather compelling objections to 
the dam that have nothing to do 
with a fear of declining profits or 
increasing competition. 

There is no way, he says, that 
Dickey-Lincoln will solve the 
region’s energy problems. The 
Globe/Harrington promise of ‘“‘a 
billion cheaper kilowatts” is 
based on a 1965 Dickey-Lincoln 
study — one that included power 
to be got from harnessing: the 
tides of Maine’s Passamoquody 
Bay, hundreds of miles from the 
proposed Dickey-Lincoln site. 
That project — entirely separate 
from Dickey-Lincoln except in 
its request for funds — is now 
considered to be definitely dead, 
and would have supplied the 
bulk of those billion kilowatts. 
Nonetheless, The Globe, in the 
explanation beneath a map of 
the Dickey-Lincoln region 
(which includes two lumber 


‘camps named Dickey and 


Lincoln) says that: “Dickey- 
Lincoln and Passamoquody Bay 
have been linked as a feasible 
combined power source for low- 
cost power for New England.” 
Nothing could be further from 


the present truth, says Paul 
Swatak. Dickey-Lincoln, 
without the tidal project, is 
designed only to offset peak 
power period demands — special 
needs, not continuing demand. 
That purpose is dictated by the 
physics of the situation: there is 
simply not enough water in the 
St. John’s river to make it a 


continuous energy source, and, 


more, at least 10 percent of the 
power produced is expected to 


be lost in the 400-mile. 


transmission between northern 
Maine and southern New 
England. 


The economics of Dickey-_ 


Lincoln are even more 
questionable than the grandiose 
energy salvation claims. In 1971, 


' the Sierra Club, along with the 


Maine Natural Resources 
Council (a private group), 
commissioned a study of the 
dam plan’s economics by a 
University of Maine doctoral 
candidate. That thesis (it awaits 
university certification) will, 
according to a Sierra Club 
spokesman, indicate that the 
Corps of Engineers cost analysis 
that barely gave Dickey-Lincoln 
the go-ahead (a profit cost ration 


of 1.12 to 1), failed to take 
numerous factors into actount. 
These include the possible 
damage to a now-thriving, 
managed timber industry in the 
area, a threat to the river fish, 
and the potentially staggering 
economic cost of the destruction 
of a wilderness recreation area 
serving the open space-starved 
Northeast. 


“It’s like most Corps of - 


Engineers studies,” says the 
Sierra spokesman. “It’s rigged to 
favor construction.” 


The St. John’s river, which 
Dickey-Lincoln would twice 
dam, is currently a canoeists’ 
dream: clean and free-flowing on 


its north to the St. Lawrence 


and New Brunswick. The St. 
John’s area has become 
increasingly popular for 
wilderness campers. The 
Allagash River, which crosses 
the St. John’s between the two 
proposed dam sites, is 
recognized. by the U.S. 
Department of Interior as a 
national “wild and scenic river.” 
The Sierra Club has asked that 
the St. John’s be given a similar 
protected status. 

Paul Swatak readily concedes 


that there are many arguments 
to be made against New 


‘England private utilities who 


have regularly raised rates in the 
past three years. He is skeptical, 
however, of the sanctity 
accorded public power by Rep. 
McDonald and the Globe. 

“Look at the TVA (Tennessee 
Valley Authority),’’ says 
Swatak. ‘They go out and strip- 
mine Appalachia to get coal for 
their plants. And they set their 
own rates. Even though we 
haven’t been satisfied with state 
regulatory agencies and their 
control of private utilities, at 
least that system provides some 
recourse for citizens. 
power authorities don’t even 
have to hold public hearings on 
rate changes.” : 


For Swatak and other 
conservationists beleaguered by 
energy crisis panic, Dickey- 
Lincoln is a kind of increasingly- 
common turning point in energy 
policy. 

“We are deluding ourselves if 
we think we can reverse high 
energy prices,” he says. ““Dickey- 
Lincoln will not affect the price 
of energy to the consumer. It will 
only make a few politicians look

good for bringing federal dollars 
to the area. There’s not even any 
guarantee that the workers they 
bring in will be from around 
here. They can hire someone 
from Texas, if he has the 
expertise.” 

Swatak woud prefer that the 
Dickey-Lincoln millions be 
appropriated for alternative. 
power sources (sources other 
than hydroelectric, fossil fuel or 
nuclear power). He mentions 
solar energy and experimental 
compressed air storage plants. 
He proposes, too, that changes 
in current electricity rate 


structures be used to level the . 


now-insatiable demand for 
energy. Such changes would 
include charging more for power 
during peak demand periods — 
the kind which Dickey-Lincoln 
would serve — so as to 
discouragé. excessive air- 
conditioning, for instance. 


“The real question,’ says 
Swatak, “is whether we will 
continue to commit 
environmental atrocities so we 
can turn on the color TV 
whenever we want and watch 
Walter Cronkite tell us about 
our environmental atrocities.” 
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objected to the reference to 
government control of Channel 
7, the reference to inaccuracies 
in the original editorial, and the 
reference to “the constituency of 
our editorial board.” She said 
the rebuttal would have to be 
rewritten to eliminate these 
points. 

The union has refused to 
rewrite its rebuttal and is 
talking about filing a complaint

Paul Quirk, the union 
president, says he gets the 
impression from telephone 
conversations with Ms. Bush 
that her only real objection to 
the rebuttal was the mention of 
her former job. “The letters 
(from both Bush and Station 
Manager S. James 
Coppersmith) raise other 
issues,” Quirk said, “but in 
verbal statements she makes it 
bloody clear that she wants her 
name out of there.” 

But, he adds, conversations 
with Coppersmith. indicate a 
different objection. 
“Coppersmith,’’ Quirk said, 
“has basically told: me that ‘if 
you get that anti-union stuff out 
we'll get it on the air.” 

The whole dispute, and 
WNAC-TV’s corporate attitude 


in particular, is puzzling. In 


truth, neither the editorial nor 


the rebuttal deal to any degree 
with the issues of the dispute 
(which, by the way, has since 
been settled). But there can be 
no denying the union’s 
contention that their rebuttal 
does indeed respond directly to 
the editorial. 

“I’m surprised the editorial 
got such a reaction,”” Ms. Bush 
said. “Substantively, it didn’t 
really say all that much.” 

But she denies the insinuation 
that she came over to the new 
job with anti-union biases from 
her former position, that she 
wrote the editorial as a vendetta 


against the union, or that it was. 


even an anti-union editorial. 

“If you look at the editorial 
objectively,” she said, “it was 
criticizing both sides in their 
handling of the dispute.” 

. She did admit that she was 
initially hesitant about writing 
the editorial because of her 
revious job, but said she wrote 
it because she felt familiar with 
_ the issue and thought there were 
points in the dispute that had 
not been aired publicly because 
Minter has persistently refused 
to comment and only the union’s 
side of the dispute has gotten 
across. 
' “T was using my knowledge 
from my last job,” she said, “but 
I don’t think I was using it in an 
unfair way.

“They have a right to be 
irresponsible,” Quirk conceded, 
“but we have a right to respond. 
And if they think our response is 
ridiculous or irrelevant, so 
what? I just don’t like their 
whole approach.” 

Station editorials on serious 
issues are a new thing for 


‘Channel 7 and they are bound to 


make a few mistakes. A source 
at one of the other stations says 
the only valid reason for refusing 
to air a rebuttal is the threat of 
libel, “‘not just. because you 
don’t like the tone of it.” 
Channel 7’s whole attitude, 
again, is puzzling. Particularly 
for a station that’s trying to get 
people to take it seriously.

Norfolk’s. In testimony she gave 
before the Social Welfare 
Committee, Robinson stressed 
that “a gross problem occurs 
when the (health) services they 
(drug firms) are providing are 
not the icing-on-the-cake 
variety of non-routine services, 
but the day-to-day services 
necessary to meeting — at a 
minimal level the health care 
needs of the institutions.”” There 
was indeed agreement among 
several Committee members 
that the State should pay fof 
such basic services to 
circumvent a too-free reign by 
experiments within a prison 
hospital. 


Informed Consent? 


The dangers of exploitation, 
serious injury or possible deaths 
resulting from experiments 
within any prison setting are 
such that no guidelines can 
assure the safety of test subjects 
— and informed consent cannot 
be freely given. As Sunny 
Robinson emphasized “It is 
impossible to resist the money 
researchers offer.”

are the benefits? What do black 
people get out of it? What do 
white people get out of it?” 
Citing the Coleman report, 
Bulger contends that the quality 
of education is improved not by 
racial integration alone, but by 
social integration as well. What 
good will it do, he asks, if 
working class whites and blacks 


are brought together in an 


atmosphere of mutual fear and 
hostility? 

“It’s offensive to me when this 
is spoken of as a civil rights 
question,” Bulger complains. 
“We (The South Boston Irish) 
are a people of remembered 
prejudice and’ remembered 
disadvantage; we are now cast in 
a role in which we are being 
absolutely vilified.’”’ Bulger 
quotes statistics. In 1973, he 
says, 100 families moved from 
the Andrew-O’Reilly school 
District, this in a year when 
bussing was still far in the 
future. The ills of the city and 
the allure of the suburbs are 
constantly eroding the 
population of his neighborhood. 


‘Forced bussing he argues, 
- would be the last nail in the 


coffin. 

South Boston is unhappy, 
even anguished, at the prospect 
of its own death as a 
neighborhood. To the casual 
outsider, the newspaper reader 
who has only a vague idea of 
where South Boston is and who 
lives there, Bulger’s 
protestations might sound like 
just more of the kind of 
pigheaded nonsense which got 
Louise Day Hicks a seat in 
Congress and John Kerrigan a 
center stage spot in the public 
eye. The cancellation of the 
lunch at Dorgan’s might seem 
an empty gesture, the pouting of 
a loser. But to South Boston, the 
cancellation is as much a symbol 
as the lunch itself. 

William Bulger will probably 
not go to Royal Bolling’s party. 
This is unfortunate. The worst 


possible product of this whole 


contretemps would be a 
continued misunderstanding of 
the problem, with whites in 
South Boston and Charlestown 
and the North End believing 
that the very existence of black 
people is at the root of the 
trouble, and the blacks of 
Roxbury and North Dorchester 
believing that ethnic white 
racism is the cause of the 
difficulty. If the hamhanded 
effort to abolish racial 
imbalance continues to ignore 
the social dynamics of the city’s 
communities, and if columnists 
and legislators, editors and state 
officials from the suburbs 
continue to chalk up any 
expression of concern for 
community integrity as a form 
of mislabelled racism, and if no 
attempt is made to arrive at a 
plan with which all the parents 
of the city can live, then the 
flight to the suburbs will 
escalate and the inner city will 
be left in ruins.

None of us had ever done this, 
and we spent several hours 
beforehand discussing how we’d 
answer all the questions we 
anticipated we’d be asked. So 
when our interviewer began with 
“Now, of course, there’s one 
question everyone wants to ask 
when he talks to a group of 
militant liberationists,’’ we were 
ready and eager to justify child- 
care centers, defend alternative 
sexuality, or demolish the 
nuclear family, With absolute 
seriousness, our interviewer 
continued: “Why does Gloria 
Steinem wear miniskirts?” 

We stared at each other 
blankly for a few seconds. 
Finally I managed to bleat a 
weak “Because she likes them?” 

Aside from the obvious idiocy 
of raising clothing choice to the 
level of a major political issue 
(something movement women 
can be as guilty of as anyone 
else) this question reflected 
another and weightier problem 


justified and qualified to 
account for. This habit of the 
media — and hence the world to 
which it communicates — of 
seeing the movement as a 
monolith led by its superstars 
has created a distorted vision of 
the movement and has, 
understandably, caused a lot of 
anger among feminists. 


It has also caused a lot of 
unfair and often cruel trashing 
of the “stars.” Steinem, Greer, 
Freidan, Millet, et al get blamed 
for the roles into which the 
media has thrust them —

wishes. Sometimes of course 
they deserve the blame they 
receive. Friedan, who has done 
so much for the movement and 
who in mafly ways helped 
precipitate this wave of 
feminism with her book The 
Feminine Mystique, seems to be 
taking her mother-of-the- 
movement role a little too 
seriously and getting angry at

hesitating coyly before 
answering, “No, not exactly.” 
Not exactly, indeed. 


But Millet, Greer, and 
Steinem have never been coy in 
their disclaimers of leadership, 
and there is no reason to doubt © 
their sincerity, or their very real 
contribution to the movement in 
their superstar capacity. And 
here is the point that radical 
feminists often overlook: the 
mass media reaches millions of 
women who would otherwise 
know nothing of the movement, 
and it is vital that these women 
be reached by feminists rather 
than by men interpreting what 
feminists say or by 
unsympathetic women paid by 
men to trash the movement. 
Local TV stations have been

the most part we still have to 
rely on the “glamor” feminists 
to get our message through the 
larger network media. 

For whatever reasons, Millet 
seems to have faded from the 
limelight, and it seems now that 
the major figures accepted by 
the mass media are Greer 
and Steinem. Clearly neither of 
these women represents all of 
womankind: they are not black, 
working-class, Native 
American, lesbian, third-world, 
or middle aged. They’re middle- 
class, unmarried women with 
successful careers, and as such 
represent neither the realities 
nor the total aspirations of the 
mass of women. But within their 
experiential limitations, which 
neither of them has denied, they 
are performing a major service 
for the movement. Their glamor 


and she’s pretty. She does 
indeed wear miniskirts — or she 
did until she got sick of being 
constantly challenged and 
harrassed about it. Women are 
trained to think of themselves in 
terms of their attractiveness to 
men. This kind of self-definition 
is not confined to suburban 
housewives: most activists I 
know, certainly including 
myself, have spent most of our 
lives trying to appeal to men — 
whether as virginal Miss 
Americas or chickies on the 
make. It isn’t an easily 
overthrown definition, and men 
are skillful at claiming or 
implying that women are only 
interested in feminism because 
we’re failures as “real”? women 
— “too ugly to get laid.” Of 
course, those values are 
oppressive, but learning to reject 
them is a long process, and it is 
both reassuring and educational 
to have a highly visible feminist 
who could probably get laid 


crime. 
I don’t think Steinem and 
Greer are necessarily more 
talented than a lot of other 
women who don’t have their 
prominence, nor do I think their 
kind of talent is more valid than 
other talents less rewarded in 
our elitist culture.

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Sweet and Sour: Revere’s Last Ride 


By Stephen Seligman 


Sometime this month, the 
Revere Sugar refinery in 
Charlestown will stop producing 
sugar and almost 500 people will 
be out of work. Revere Sugar is 
owned by United Brands, the 
79th largest industrial 
corporation in the United 
States. United Brands was 

’ formed in 1970 by a merger of 
the United Fruit Company and 
AMK, a manufacturer of 
industrial and food processing 
products. 

According to the company, 
Revere Sugar is unprofitable 
because of the rising costs of raw 
sugar and the declining market 
for refined sugar. Revere 
workers, however, are not 
satisfied with this explanation. 
They say that United Brands 
has failed to modernize the 55 
year-old plant, that there is 
always a market for sugar, and 
that the Domino refinery next 
door is making lots of money. 

United Brands says it has 
been losing $100,000 a month 

and has spent $6 % million on 
modernization, but says the 
additional $16 million required 
to make the refinery profitable 
could bring a higher. return if 
invested elsewhere. The 
company hopes to sell the plant 
to another sugar company in the 
near future. 


United Brands just sold its 
controlling interest in Baskin- 
Robbins Ice Cream, and could 
deduct the estimated $7 million 
“loss” of closing Revere from the 
$15 million profit of.the B-R 
sale. United Brands will 
probably also be able to take a 
deduction on the recent 
shutdown of its 1500-employee 
Ottumwa, meatpacking 
plant. 


The Revere refinery is on 
Boston Harbor, at the foot of 
Bunker Hill. It is a big red brick 
box building with nine stories of 
dusty translucent windows. A 
green loading dock sits beneath 
the windows, in back of a long 
black asphalt loading yard with 


cracks and potholes that show 


its age. In front of the yard is a 
10-foot cyclone fence, with a 
' guardhouse at the gates. 
Railroad tracks run between this 
fence and an identical one 
fronting on Medford Street. 


~“ The sugar house, as its 
workers call it, looks old in 
comparison to the bustling new 
Domino-Amstar refinery next 
door. Revere was built in 1918, 
according to one worker, “to 
clean up United Fruit’s Cuban 
sugar so they could sell.it in the 
United. States.”” Since then, 
ships from all over Latin 


America have been docking at — 


the pier behind the refinery, 
bringing millions of tons of raw 
sugar to be cleaned,.ground and 
packaged inside the plant. The 
Revere stevedores used to 
unload ten million pounds of 
raw sugar in a day — just a 
week’s worth of refining and 
packaging. Revere was United 
Fruit’s only sugar processing 
tacility in the U.S. 

One block down Medford 
Street are the Charlestown 
housing projects. They form a 
‘strip of red brick three story 
' buildings a few blocks wide and 
about ten blocks long, running 
almost to the other end of the 
neighborhood. Some of the 
buildings are run down, with 
broken windows and debris in 
the hallways. 

Dennis Trapp lives in the 
projects, a block from the tall 
gray monument at the top of 
Bunker -Hill. Trapp is married, 
with six children whose ages 
range from 18 to 1. He grew up 
in Georgia and Ohio, came to 
Boston when he was 19, and got 
a job at Revere soon afterward. 
He has worked there since 1950. 


Like many of the Revere 
workers, he is angry and 
disoriented about the shutdown. 
“For years they’ve taken 
everything out of the plant and 
not put anything into it. When 
they get rid of the place, I have 
nothing except severance pay. I 
don’t know what I’ll do. I guess 
I'll go back to Ohio.” 

He doubts that he’ll be able to 
get anything as good as his job at 
Revere. Because of a strong 
union contract, starting pay was 
$4.28 an hour, health and 


retirement age, and the health 


and welfare fund will continue 
to pay the medical bills until it 
runs out, sometime in the next 
six months, Also, pensions of 
those who are already retired 


. will be guaranteed. 


Although they don’t think 


that they are getting all they are, 


entitled to, most Revere workers 
feel that this package is the best 
they can get from United 
Brands. They fear that 
arbitration, the only alternative

by the demonstration. “I was 
embarrassed for some of my old 
friends who were loyal 
employees of the company,” 
said United Brands vice 
president Ronald Berkey. “We 
were at that stage where we were 
ready to come to an agreement . 
. . United Brands is proud of its 
reputation as a socially 
conscious company.” 

Since the merger, United 
Brands has been trying to undo 
United Fruit’s reputation as the 
most blatant North American 


reform had gone through. 
Shortly after the coup, which 
was supported by unmarked 
bombers flying over Guatemala 
City, the U.S. government 
admitted its complicity. The 
State Department and the CIA 
men who engineered the coup 
were also part of the directorate 
of United Fruit. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles’ law 
office had drawn up the 
agreements between United 
Fruit and the Guatemalan 
government in 1930 and 1936. 


welfare benefits were excellent, 


-and there was a guaranteed 


annual wage protecting workers 
against seasonal layoffs. Trapp 
made about $5 an hour. After 
Revere management wrote him 
to say that they had found him 
another job — at $2.10 an hour 
— he said, ‘‘We deserve 
everything the union fought for. 
We’ve grown accustomed to the 
conditions here after 10, 15, 20 
years of work. Before I take a one 
cent cut in pay I’d shove it up~ 
their ass.” 


Trapp is not unique. Many of 
the workers are in their 40’s and 
50’s and have never worked 
anywhere else. Domino isn’t 
hiring anyone now, and other 
jobs are scarce and getting 
scarcer. “I don’t know what I’ll 
do,” said Kay MacDonald, who 
has worked at the refinery for 31 
years. “I’m 55 — too young to 
retire and too old to get another 
job.” 

The impact of the shutdown 
will be softened by a severance 
benefit package for which the 


‘ union fought in negotiations . 


with United Brands that 
spanned five weeks. All Revere 
workers (excluding salaried 
administrators and guards) will 
get severance pay and back 
vacation pay; most will get their 
pensions when they reach 


' to accepting the package, will 


leave them with no benefits at 
all 


Before United Brands offered 


this package, the Revere . 


workers’ union — Local P-400 of 
the Amalgamated Meat Cutters 
Union — held a demonstration 
in front of the Prudential 
Center, United Brands’ Boston 
headquarters. Union members 
and a few supporters picketed 
and leafletted passers-by on 
Boylston street. Two TV news 
shows covered the event. 


Union officials think that the, 
demonstration was the turning 
point in the negotiations. 
“Before the demonstration they 
offered us peanuts,” said Orman 
Phillips, president of Local P- 
400. “Afterwards they made an 
offer we could live with.” 


For a labor union, a downtown 
demonstration is an unusual 
tactic, especially in response to a 
shutdown. Most workers and 
their unions (when they have 
them) feel powerless when their 
plants close down. At Revere 
Sugar, however, the union felt 
that image-conscious United 
Brands was vulnerable to the 
threat of bad publicity 
combined with rank-and-file 
solidarity. : 


United Brands management . 


says that it was.not influenced 


colonialist corporation. The 1972 
Annual Report notes ‘‘a 
dramatic change in the image of 
the Company .. . a reflection of 


’ many years of effort to improve 


working and social conditions of 
our employees, especially in 
Latin America.” 


United Fruit’s colonialist 
image dates back to its 
foundation in 1899, after the 
Spanish-American War 
established the United States’ 
dominance of Latin America. 


The company acquired land in © 


Guatemala, Panama, 
Hunduras, Costa Rica, and 
elsewhere, and grew bananas, 
sugar, and other tropical foods 
for sale in the United States. 


One of the most obvious and 
best documented examples of 
United Fruit’s intervention in 
Latin American politics is the 
company’s connection with the 
CIA in the 1954 overthrow of the 
progressive Arbenz government 


in Guatemala. The coup was a. 


response to Arbenz’ agrarian 
reform program, which would 
have expropriated privately- 
owned idle land and 
redistributed it to the peasants. 
Since United Fruit was 
cultivating only 8% of its 
Guatemalan land, it would have 
lost a great deal if the land 


CIA director Allen Dulles had 
been a director of United Fruit. 
John Moors Cabot, Assistant 
Secretary of State for Inter- 
American Affairs, was a major 
shareholder in the company. 
General Walter Bedell Smith, 
Dulles’ predecessor as CIA 
director, became a United Fruit 
vice president and board 
member in 1955. 

United Fruit also prospered in 
pre-Castro Cuba. Because of its 
influence with the Batista 
government, the company’s 
Cuban land was assessed and 
taxed at a fraction of its actual 
value. When the Castro 
government expropriated the 
land, it offered to compensate 
United Fruit at the assessed 
value. The company demanded 
more, and no agreement has 
ever been reached. 

The expropriation of United 
Fruit’s Cuban sugar holdings is 
one of the factors that led to the 
shutdown of the Revere refinery. 
The outdated refinery was 
profitable only as long as United 
Fruit controlled its own supply 


of raw sugar. When the © 


company’s sugar lands were 
expropriated, it had to depend 
on the unstable international 


market. Other sugar companies - 


which lost their Cuban holdings 


bought domestic sugar land, and - 
have been making money. 
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United Fruit merged with 
AMK in 1970, over the 
objections of its own executives, 
after AMK bought 83% of 
United Fruit stock. United 
Fruit’s financial position had 
been wrecked by the mysterious 
‘“‘Panama disease,’’ which 
ruined its banana crops in the 
late 50’s and 60’s. AMK was a 
classical 60’s conglomerate 
which grew by buying and 
selling middle-sized 
corporations until it had the 
power to move into United 
Fruit. 

United Brands is now the 79th 
largest U.S. industrial 
corporation, with 61,000 
employees on four continents, 
more than $2 billion in sales, 
and about $15 million in profits 
in 1973. Although it’s still 
dependent on the sale of 
Chiquita bananas, United 
Brands’ U.S.-produced products 
include: A & W Root Beer, 
Morrell meats, Foster-Grant 
sunglasses, Interharvest 
vegetables, a full line of syrups, 
toppings and beverage bases, 
and until recently, Baskins- 
Robbins ice cream and Revere 
Sugar. 

Still in Latin America 

The United Fruit division of 
United Brands still plays a key 
role in Latin American affairs. 
In Honduras, for example, the 
company pays 11.2% of all taxes, 
produces 6% of all foreign 
exchange, and 6.98% of the 
GNP. In Costa Rica, United 
Brands owns much of the best 
land. UB owns a major food 
retailing company in Mexico 


and sells plastics and. 


telecommunications services 
throughout Central America. 
United Fruit is on top of the 
world banana market which 
| many Central American nations 


‘depend on, selling over half of . 


the world’s bananas in the U:S., 
Canada, Japan and Western 
Europe. 

Company spokesmen say that 


it is trying not to abuse its 
influence, but to reverse its 
traditional predatory role. 
United Brands has introduced 
a number of liberal practices in 
its Latin American business. 
Most of its employees are 
natives of the country they work 
in (except at top management 
levels), and working conditions 
have improved. The company 
provides some housing, health 
care, and some education for its 
workers and their families, and 


allows workers who don’t want 


to rent from the company to buy 
their own homes. In several 
countries, they have signed 
union contracts. 

Another example of United 
Brands’ new liberalism is that 
their U.S. agriculture concern, 
Interharvest, was among the 
first California growers to sign 
with the United Farmworkers’ 
Union in both grape and lettuce 
picking. some California 
activists attribute this to the 
company’s fear of bad publicity 
and talk of a boycott of Baskin- 
Robbins ice cream and A&W 
Root Beer. 

UB’s new tberaliarn may be 
motivated by economics as well 
as morality. As Latin American 
nations develop, the company is 
losing its absolute hold on their 
economics arid government. 
United Fruit’s image as the 
vanguard of U.S. colenialism in 
Latin America cannot help its 
prospects for expansion and 
government cooperation. In the 
U.S., too, a bad image is bad for 
business. United Brands, like so 
many other U.S. corporations, 


may be choosing stable growth’ 
and profits rather than more | 


risky forms of obvious 
exploitation. 

The business decisions of 
United Brands. management 
continue to affect the lives of its 
61,000 employees, their families, 
and hundreds of thousands of 
others. By shutting down Revere 
and the Ottumwa meatpacking 


plant, UB is putting nearly 2000 
people out of work. “We often 
have conflicting obligations,” 
said Ronald Berkey, “. . 
obligations to our stockholders, 
to our employees, to the 
government. Hopefully, you can 
accommodate each group. But 
one parochial group can feel that 
they have been slighted.” 

Even in the most liberal 
corporation, managers like 
Berkey consider the company’s 
financial position before the 


employees’ well-being. One . 


Revere worker said, “Everyone 


knows they’re making money . 


from the shutdown, and we’re 
out of work. United Brands is a 
company without a heart.” 

*** 

Friday, March 2, was the last 
day of business as usual at 
Revere Sugar. Half the workers 
were laid off, and most of the 
others expected to go within a 
week. 

Many people were crying as 
they picked up their last checks 
and left the plant. People 
everywhere were shaking hands 
and kissing one another good- 
bye. “It’s like losing a family,” 
said Bill Coleman, a fork lift 
operator. 

Many of the Revere workers 
shared Coleman’s feeling of 
losing a home as well as a job. “‘I 
first came to Revere in 1934,” 
said Kay MacDonald. ‘‘My 
father worked here. He didn’t 
want me to work here; he 
wanted me to work in an office 
or something. But it was close to 
home, and I knew the people. 
It’s been like a second home.” 

Rage mixed with nostalgia on 
the last day. One of the younger 
workers exploded when the 
personnel manager told him 
(incorrectly) that he would get 
no severance pay because he had 
worked less than a year. He 
shoved the personnel manager, 
tried to punch the local 
president, overturned three 
heavy steel desks, and ripped a 


builetin board off the bolts that 
held it to the wall. Finally, he 


pinned a UB vice president to 


the wall, stopping only when 
security guards threatened him 
with blacklisting at factories 
throughout the state. 


The next day Local P-400 held 
its last regular meeting, at St. 
Cecilia’s Hall, across the 
projects from the refinery. A few 
of the younger workers drank 
beer during the meeting. A few 
more stole impatient glances at 
the cold cuts that are traditional 
after Meatpackers’ local 
meetings. But most of the 100 
people were subdued. 


In addition to the expected 
good-byes and thank yous, 
many of the union officers 
reminded the members who will 
be in the refinery after March 1 
that the strength of the union 
was in its people, not the 
contract. “Labor has a very long 
history, and a rather bloody 
one,” said John Mitchell, a 
Meatpackers’ field repre- 
sentative who has been in the 
union since the- 193s. ‘*The 
matter of signed contracts is a 
recent development. As long as 
we function as a group, there is 
still a union.” 


Most speakers stressed the 
need for strong unions to fight 
large corporations like United 
Brands. Others spoke of the 
opportunities for community 
and personal growth which the 
union had offered. The sadness 
of the occasion was tempered 
with a grim, acceptant strength. 


Organized in 1937 


Local P-400 was organized in 
1937, one of the first CIO locals. 
Mary Parker, who was a 
member of the negotiating 
committee, was one of the 
organizers of the local. 

She talked about 1937: “We 
used to stay up all night, 
meeting in cold water flats. We 


didn’t have the protection of the 
Wagner Act (which bars firing 
workers for union activity), so 
we whispered about the union 
with our backs turned to the 
foremen. We really needed a 
union. We were getting paid 
about 40 cents an hour. Once the 
company heard about the union 
drive they gave us three raises in 
a month, but that didn’t stop us. 
There were only 14 votes against 
the union out of 542.” 


But the big news of the 
meeting was that Sucrest, a New 
York-based sugar company, is 
still interested in buying the 
refinery. Earlier, the union had 
rejected Sucrest’s offer of a 
contract which guaranteed the 
current wage rate but included 
no seniority provisions. Most 
union contracts provide job 
security for workers with the 
most seniority. Sucrest has a 
reputation for laying off werkers, 
and the unien suspects that <uch 
a contract will guarantce 
Sucrest three years of labor 
peace while it lays off the most 
union-minded and oldest 
workers. 


“We want to get back to 
work,”’ said Orman Phillips, 
“but not under a slave labor 
deal. We're hopeful that we can 
work something out with 
Sucrest. Even if only 150 people 
get back to work, that’s 150 
people with jobs. But as long as 
the older workers are 
productive, they have a right to 
work.” 


Local P-400 has been knocked 
down, but isn’t out yet. “We 
mustn’t forget where we came 
from,” Phillips said. “‘No matter 


- what happens we can’t give up 


our dignity. The people who 
organized the local fought for 


our dignity, and we have to fight 


for the dignity of the next 
generation. What do working 


people and poor people have if 
we give away our dignity?”

Most of the serious attention 
was devoted, rather, to a 
medium-stake poker game in 
the rear of the plane between Jo 
Jo White, Paul Silas, Paul 
Westphal, and Art Williams, 
with the balance of the squad 
serving as occasional kibitzers. 
The previous evening’s loss to 
the Braves was all but forgotten; 
the overall consensus held that 
it had been considerably more 
important to the Braves, for 
psychological reasons, than for 
the Celtics, but the fact 
remained that after 22 
consecutive losses Buffalo had 
finally beaten Boston. 

“Put it this way,” said White, 
“T want to beat them, and I want 
to beat them convincingly 
tomorrow night.’ These guys 


have cried every time we’ve beat 


them about how close it was and 
how they got robbed and they 
should’ve won. Now they win a 
game over us and they’re saying 
they own us. I want to give them 
something to remember when 
they’re waiting to play us in the 
playoffs.” 

Havlicek, of course, remained 
a question mark, and would up 
until tap-off time. “I really can’t 
say,”” he shook his head on 
Friday morning. “I’m going to go 


out and warm up and see how it 
is, and if it isn’t too bad I'll 
play.” He had injured a leg on 


Tuesday when kicked by. 


Detreit’s Bob Lanier. As it 
turned out, he did play on 
Friday, but — with the 
exception of the first 10 minutes 
of the game — he might as well 
not have. The ‘bruise’ would be 
diagnosed later in the weekend 
as tendinitis. 

Buffalo is sort of a large 
Fitchburg. It makes Cleveland, 
by comparison, seem. like Las 


Vegas, with the result that the 


majority of the players tended to 
sleep exceptionally late (“The 
later you get up in Buffalo,” 
observed Westphal, “the less 
time you have to spend awake 
there.”’) and for the most part 
hang around the hotel during 
the afternoon. Both movies in 
town were oldies but goodies. 
But if there is one thing a 
skyscraping basketball player 
can do in Buffalo, it is walk 
around with virtual impugnity 
from gawkers and autograph 
hounds, because the only thing 
that might draw a crowd in the 
place is a normal human being.

amputee vending pencils out his 

hand-propelleld pushcart.

So Havlicek, after warming 
up in the afternoon at the pool 
table at the hotel (where, after 
insisting that he didn’t know 
how to play the game, had taken 
everyone to the cleaners), 
warmed up at Memorial 
Auditorium that night and 
pronounced himself fit to play. 
“Tt isn’t really whether he’ll be 
able to play,” confided trainer 
Frank Challant, “but how it’s 
going to feel afterward.” 

With 17,378 in attendance to 
witness what is in its nascent . 
state potentially fiercest 
rivalries in the NBA, the Braves 
very simply effected a role- 
reversal: They looked like the 
Celtics playing an expansion 
team. 

Buffalo ran. The Celtics 
didn’t. Buffalo, with its new-

Returning to Boston on 
Sunday, though, another crack 
in the non-Havlicek Celtics 
began to show. The very 
elementary fact neither Don 
Nelson nor Paul Silas, both in 
their thirties, can be expected to 


play much over 30 minutes 
(against the Knicks Sunday 
Nelson went 45, scoring 29 
points, and very nearly died in 
the process) nor at this point can 
Steve Kubérski, who has seen 
limited playing time all year, be 
expected to jump in and 
suddenly double his playing 
time. 

“We can miss John and take 
up the slack in any given game,” 
explained one Celtic, “but we 
can’t do it two and three games 
in a row.” 

Even so, asses dragging, they 
very nearly pulled it off anyway. 
When New York charged from a 
nine-point deficit with nine 
minutes to go to tie the game on 
a Bill Bradley jumper from the 
$7 seats, though, the Celts 
forwards were in no condition for 
an overtime game. They were 
not, despite Tommy Heinsohn’s 
protests to the contrary, beaten 
by the referees (although there 
were some decidedly 
questionable calls, particularly 
in the crucial minutes, the 
Celtics had enough 
opportunities to win the game 
for themselves and did not that 
one cannot lay the blame there), 
and in fact they picked up a 
virtual giveaway point when 
Heinsohn’s classic soccer-style 
boot of the water pail went 
unnoticed by both Mendy 
Rudolph and Jerry Loeber, both 
of whom must have been 
supremely embarrassed to 
watch at least half a dozen water 
boys mopping up the result of an 
act neither managed to call a 
technical foul for... 

So the Celtics went on to lose 
in overtime by 108-102, but all 
in all, it was a superb game, 
perhaps the best we’ve seen all 
year, and it whets one’s appetite 
for things to come...maybe. But 
then, isn’t everyone looking 
forward to the playoffs?’ 

And doesn’t’ that 
automatically mean Celtics- 
Knicks?

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The Plight of the Russian Dancers 


The plight of Russian dancers Valery 
and Galina Panov grows more difficult 
each day. Panov was formerly principal 
dancer with the Leningrad Kirov Ballet 
and his wife was a soloist with the 
company. In 1972, Panov, who is 
Jewish, applied for permission to 
emigrate with Galina to Israel. : 

Within a week, Panov was dismissed 
from the company and Galina demoted 
to corps-de-ballet; she resigned in 
protest. The two were denied 
permission to take classes and were 
forced to work out in their small 
apartment which does not allow Valery 


space for the jumps which helped make 
him a premier danseur. 

In May of 1973, when Nixon visited 
Leningrad, Valery was arrested on a 
false charge of “hooliganism” and was 
put for three days in an unheated, bug- 
infested cell, with only water to drink. 

In November of 1973, Panov went on 
a hunger strike, but after 20 days he was 
persuaded to discontinue for fear of 
causing permanent damage to his 
health. His.wife, Galina, joined him in 
the hunger strike for five days but 
discontinued to take care of her 
husband. 


At this writing, Valery has been given 
permission to leave Russia, but Galina 
has not, one of a series of attempts to 
separate the two. He remains with her. 
They have no means of support except 
friends who give them money and 
supplies and that which can reach them 
from the West. 

Last December, Dr. Kenneth Kessler, 
a resident at Children’s Hospital in 
Boston and someone long interested in 
ballet, travelled to Russia for a brief 
vacation. He carried with him winter 
coats for the Panovs, for he understood 


_ that they had had to sell theirs for food. 
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He made contact with friends of the 
Panovs and finally was able to meet one 
with the dancers themselves. a

The Panov’s Fight Leave

On the evening of our first day in- 
Leningrad we experienced a mounting 
sense of excitement in anticipation of 
our visit to Valery and Galina Panov. As 
we travelled by taxicab with a trusted 
friend of the Panovs toward their 
apartment complex, we wondered.about 
the dangers of our visit and the 
possibility*that we might endanger the 
very people we were so anxious to meet 
and help. 

We climbed the stairs of the dreary 
apartment building. Our friend rang the 
buzzer in a previously arranged 
manner, signifying the arrival of 
friends. The reason for this precaution 
is'that the Panovs are often visited by 
unwelcome guests. 

We were ushered into their tiny 
apartment and received a warm 
greeting from our hosts. Valery seemed 
thin and pale in comparison to the 
photographs I had seen of him prior to 
our journey. Galina and Valery quickly 
made us feel more at ease and we soon 
found ourselves -deep in conversation 
with the Panovs and their friend about 
the circumstances of the past two years. 
Valery explained how he had applied for 
a visa in March, 1972 and how he was 
very soon afterward fired from the Kirov 
Ballet, where he had been a principle 
dancer. Galina sat quietly, listening to 
her husband speak, and I began to sense 
the strength of these brave artists who 
have endured the false arrests, the jail 
populated by cripples and amputees in 
which Valery was placed as a subtle 
reminder of worse fates, the 
harrassment by Soviet secret police, a 
20-day hunger strike, the denunciation 
as “traitors” by their former fellow 
dancers, the removal of their telephone, 
and the impounding of their mail. 

Valery explained, cannot 


understand why they have not let us go. 
We have committed no crimes, we are 
not against the Soviet Government. We © 
only desire to leave Russia for Israel.” 

We remained talking until early in 
the morning and I to

(Valery had only once appeared outside 
the Soviet Union in the early 1960’s, his 
tour was interrupted by a false report 
that his father had been injured in an 
accident. He rushed home to find his 
father perfectly well.) Then, as Valery 
started practicing his turns, he 
suddenly lost his balance and fell — a 
poignant slip a statement about what 
damage his exile has produced. 

After his exercises Valery walked me_ 
to the subway stop. On the way he 
opened his empty mailbox and lifted his 
sad eyes to mine. I began to 
appreciate, as he looked into his empty. 
mailbox each day, that isolation in 
which the Panovs live. Their former 
friends, most of whom are dancers, no 
longer associate with them for fear of 


being linked with “traitors’’ or because

they truly dislike them because the 
Panovs desire to leave Russia. 

On the evening of our second day in 
Leningrad, we arrived at the Panovs’ 
apartment to find that Galina was out, 
but we accompanied Valery to his 
friend’s apartment where we had late 
supper. We again spoke for hours about 
dance and the arts in general in the 
Soviet Union. We learned that the 
ballets which are performed and many 
of the dancers who gain prominence are 
chosen with regard to their political 
content or affiliation, not according to 
artistic merit alone. We found that 
sections of ballet annuals are removed 
and rewritten as particular dancers fall 
out of favor. It was as if they had never 
danced and had not existed, and the 
nightmare that can be the artist’s life in 


~ the Seviet Union became frighteningly 


real to.us. 

We returned to our hotel early that 
morning and found that a friend had 
obtained tickets for the evening’s 
performance of the Kirov Ballet. That 
another dancer danced the role 
that Valery had originally created. 
After the performance we were 
surprised and delighted that Valery had 
accompanied his friend to pick us up at 
the theatre from which he had been 
driven out two years before. How sad it 
must have been for him to stand waiting 
‘in front of the theatre entrance, the 
theatre in which he had trained and 
danced brilliantly but would never be 
able to dance again. In his mind he may 
have heard the screams of his 
compatriots, the dancers who joined in 
denouncing him for the “crime” of - 
asking to leave Russia. “We gave birth 
to Panov. Now we must kill him...” and 
“For Panov, we must contrive a 
punishment which is nonexistent in the 
human Soviet law — not to let him out _ 
and to exile him into Siberia,” they 
shouted. In the taxi going home Valery 
spoke to us about his reasons for asking 
to leave Russia. He spoke of the 
smothering of his talents and ideas that 
he once had to blend the tradition of 
classical ballet with modern, more 
abstract elements. This concept was 
foreign to the Kirov company and he 
was never permitted the freedom to 
implement it. 

When we entered the makeshift 
elevator, Valery’s friend began to cry. I 
put my arm around him to comfort him; 
he said, “It all comes down to two 
words, but they are hard for me to say — 
help us, please, help us.”” When we 
entered the apartment, all was 
confusion. We tried to determine how 
we could help our friends, but each 
person had different ideas and no one 
could agree. There was an 
overwhelming sense of desperation and 
Valery became sick (he had developed 
stomach irritation and, an ulcer as a 
result of the tension as the days of exile 
blend into weeks, months, and now 
years) and had to lie down in the 
bedroom. We were ‘determined to visit 
the next afternoon and do what we 


could to help. 
Mounting the ednies to the Panovs’ 
apartment that next afternoon, I had an 
ominous feeling that something was 
wrong. A man in a long, black military 
coat with his back to us was talking to 
Valery and Galina in the doorway of 
their apartment. Before I knew what to 
do the Panovs had greeted us and we 
were ushered in. We were introduced to 
some “unwelcome guests,” the chief of 


the secret police in Leningrad, Inspector 
Kaminsky, and his interrogators. They 
took our passports and visas, asked our 
names, addresses, and occupations, and 
then returned our papers to us. They 
soon left and we discovered what had 
happened. They had followed a Moscow - 
news correspondent to the apartment 
and had ordered him to leave. They 
then began the usual harrassment, 
_asking, “Why do you wart to leave 
Russia, Valery? We like you here. You 
are a great dancer. Why aren’t you 
working? You know if you don’t work 
you may be sent to prison camp.” 

We sat quietly for several hours and 
the mood of depression grew stronger. 
We knew that we must leave the next 
day and that we might never see our 
friends again. We wished we could stow 
them away in our baggage and carry 
them to freedom. As we said goodbye, 
Valery, in. his strength, said goodbye 
with the words “... in New York,” 
indicating his desire and belief that he. 
would some day dance again. But 
Galina’s final words will remain in my 
memory forever, as she said, ““While you 
are here we are not afraid, but when you 
leave...” 

The next day we discovered from a 
friend that a police inspector now stood 
in the -courtyard of their apartment 
house, blocking the way to all visitors. 
We boarded our plane, not knowing 
what had happened to our friends.

(Valery had only once appeared outside 
the Soviet Union in the early 1960’s, his 
tour was interrupted by a false report 
that his father had been injured in an 
accident. He rushed home to find his 
father perfectly well.) Then, as Valery 
started practicing his turns, he 
suddenly lost his balance and fell — a 
poignant slip a statement about what 
damage his exile has produced. 

After his exercises Valery walked me_ 
to the subway stop. On the way he 
opened his empty mailbox and lifted his 
sad eyes to mine. I began to 
appreciate, as he looked into his empty. 
mailbox each day, that isolation in 
which the Panovs live. Their former 
friends, most of whom are dancers, no 
longer associate with them for fear of 
being linked with “traitors’’ or because 


they truly dislike them because the 
Panovs desire to leave Russia. 

On the evening of our second day in 
Leningrad, we arrived at the Panovs’ 
apartment to find that Galina was out, 
but we accompanied Valery to his 
friend’s apartment where we had late 
supper. We again spoke for hours about 
dance and the arts in general in the 
Soviet Union. We learned that the 
ballets which are performed and many 
of the dancers who gain prominence are 
chosen with regard to their political 
content or affiliation, not a to 
artistic merit alone. We found that 
sections of ballet annuals are removed 
and sewritten as particular dancers fall 
out of favor. It was as if they had never 
danced and had not existed, and the 
nightmare that can be the artist’s life in 


~ the Soviet Union became frighteningly 


real to.us. 

‘We returned to our hotel early that 
morning and found that a friend had 
obtained tickets for the evening’s 


_ performance of the Kirov Ballet. That 
another dancer danced the role 


eveni 
that: Valery had originally created. 
After the performance we were 
surprised and delighted that Valery had 
accompanied his friend to pick us up at 
the theatre from which he had been 
driven out two years before. How sad it 
must have been for him to stand waiting 
‘in front of the theatre entrance, the 
theatre in which he had trained and 
danced brilliantly but would never be 
able to dance again. In his mind he may 
have heard the screams of his 
compatriots, the dancers who joined in 
denouncing him for the 
asking to leave Russia. “We gave birth 
to Panov. Now we must kill him...” and 
“For Panov, we must contrive a 
punishment which is nonexistent in the 
human Soviet law — not to let him out | 
and to exile him into Siberia,” they 
shouted. In the taxi going home Valery 
spoke to us about his reasons for asking 
to leave Russia. He spoke of the 
smothering of his talents and ideas that 
he once had to blend the tradition of 
classical ballet with modern, more 
abstract elements. This Concept was 
foreign to the Kirov company and he 
was never permitted the freedom to 
implement it. 

When we entered the makeshift 
elevator, Valery’s friend began to cry. I 
put my arm around him to comfort him; 
he said, “It all comes down to two 
words, but they are hard for me to say — 
help us, please, help us.”” When we 
entered the apartment, all was 
confusion. We tried to determine how 
we could help our friends, but each 
person had different ideas and no one 
could agree. There was an 
overwhelming sense of desperation and 
Valery became sick (he had developed 
stomach irritation and, an ulcer as a 
result of the tension as the days of exile 
blend into weeks, months, and now 
years) and had to lié down in the 
bedroom. We were determined to visit 


the next afternoon and do what we 


“crime” of - 


could to help. 

Mounting the halen to the Panovs’ 
apartment that next afternoon, I had an 
ominous feeling that something was 
wrong. A man in a long, black military 
coat with his back to us was talking to 
Valery and Galina in the doorway of 
their apartment. Before I knew what to 
do the Panovs had greeted us and we 
were ushered in. We were introduced to 
some “unwelcome guests,” the chief of 
the secret police in Leningrad, Inspector 
Kaminsky, and his interrogators. They 


_ took our passports and visas, asked our 


names, addresses, and occupations, and 
then returned our papers to us. They 
soon left and we discovered what had 
happened. They had followed a Moscow - 
news correspondent to the apartment 
and had ordered him to leave. They 
then began the usual harrassment, 
_asking, “‘Why do you want to leave 
Russia, Valery? We like you here. You 
are a great dancer. Why aren’t you 
working? You know if you don’t work 
you may be sent to prison camp.” 

We sat quietly for several hours and 
the mood of depression grew stronger. 
We knew that we must leave the next 
day and that we might never see our 
friends again. We wished we could stow 
them away in our baggage and carry 
them to freedom. As we said goodbye, 
Valery, in his strength, said goodbye 
with the words “... in New York,” 
indicating his desire and belief that he. 
would some day dance again. But 
Galina’s final words will remain in my 
memory forever, as she said, ““While you 
are here we are not afraid, but when you 
leave...” 

The next day we discovered from a 
friend that a police inspector now stood 
in the -courtyard of their apartment 
house, blocking the way to all visitors. 
We boarded our plane, not knowing 
what had happened to our friends. 
When we arrived in the United States 
we initially were in a state of shock and 
the feeling of de ression and gloom

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Film Reviews: What Went Wrong with Zardoz? 


ZARDOZ. Written produced and 
directed by John Boorman. 
Director of Photography: 
Geoffery Unsworth. With: Sean

John Boorman reportedly 
slipped a disc, or some such 
thing; whatever the problem 
was, it forced him to cancel the 
appearance he was to have made 
here last week, which means we 
may never find our what went 
wrong with Zardoz. Boorman 
could probably have 
commanded enough studio 
backing to do anything after the 
commercial success of 
Deliverance, yet he chose to 
construct this futuristic fantasy 
on a budget (actually over $1 
million) that looks to be sub- 
shoestring. He must have had all 
manner of pre-fab projects 
available to him, yet he chose to 
create this from absolute 
scratch. So his commitment to 
Zardoz must surely have come 
out of a more complex ideology 
than the finished product 
manifests, and for that reason 
most of all I wish I’d had a 
chance to talk to him. Only he 
knows for sure what Zardoz is 
supposed to be about. 

The film’s premise, taken 
literally, is that when man 
tinkers with the natural order of 
things Nature will eventually 
demand restitution. This idea ig 
one that has been developed 
elsewhere, most recently in a TV 
ad for Chiffon margarine, and I 


cannot bring myself to believe 
that it’s all Boorman had in 
mind. Yet it makes sense as an 
extension of some of his other 
to date. 


It is also his most painfully 
self-important work, sorely 
lacking in the sense of humor 
that might have rendered it 
more involving. Boorman’s 
extremely formal projection of 
the future exaggerates the idea 
of a ruling class to the point 
where the elite have literally 
walled themselves off from the 
rest of humanity, hoarding all 
art and knowledge in a “‘vortex” 
that looks like a simple English 
village spruced up with a sun 
roof and a few coats of day-glo. 
The vortex denizens are called 
“eternals” because they have 
mastered death; so frigidity and 
eunuchdom are the rage. 
Meanwhile, the surrounding 
wilderness is populated by 
starving primitives who kill one 
another off to survive and who 
follow the orders of an enormous 
god-head (from which the film 
takes its title) that does a 
superimposed float across the 
landscape. The film’s crucial 
character is Zed (Sean 
Connery), a seminal outsider 
whose mission is to penetrate 
the vortex and pave the way for 
revivals of eroticism, death, and 
all those other natural functions 
that have been lost in the 
evolutionary shuffle.

I’m sure 
Boorman never intended to 
reveal Zardoz’ chicanery so early 
on, otherwise he would have 
minimized Zed’s discovery. that 
his people have been 
hoodwinked (which comes as 
quite a climactic moment 
towards film’s end). Fox may 
have been justifiably worried 


about Zardoz’ commercial 


prospects, but by senselessly 
undermining its seriousness 
they’ve done the picture in right 
from the start. 

Boorman remains an 
extraordinarily gifted director, 
and so Zardoz is far too 
ambitious a failure to be 
dismissed. For one thing, it 
stands as rather backhanded 
proof that big-studio financing 
is not necessarily as detrimental 
or constraining as it sounds; 
Boorman has done his best work 
under relatively strict 
supervision, and there is no 
reason to think he won’t 
eventually do even better under 
those same circumstances. Also, 


Boorman’s unfocused mysticism 
to Kubrick’s banal technology. I 
wish there were more to be said 
in Zardoz’ defense, but that’s 
pretty much it.

THE THREE SISTERS. The play 
by Anton Chekhov, directed by 
Laurence Olivier. With Joan

I should confess straight out 
that I love all of Chekhov quite 
unrestrainedly, and if you don’t 
consider his plays a barest notch 
below those of Shakespeare, 
perhaps you should discount a 
bit what I say. But if you feel as I 
do, then do your damndest to 
get to one of the American Film 


Theater locations to see this — 


extraordinary production by the 
British National Theater. 
Chekhov’s uncanny skill at 
making the familiar an exalted 
experience. was nowhere more 
evident than in The Three 
Sisters, and this screen 
translation realizes all that is 
most admirable in the American 
Film Theater concept (although 
it is the only film in the eight- 
film series that was not made by 
the AFT — the film was made 
independently by Olivier in 
1970, then bought for U.S. 
release by the AFT). While 


two-dimensional screen respects 


the sense of a fourth wall, 
underlined by a preponderance 
of middle-distance shots (along 


‘with a very few measured 


closeups, reserved for the 


highest dramatic moments). 


Unlike a film that would seem 
stagey, however, inthis instance 


‘the “fourth wall’ never gets in 


the audience’s way at all. 

The production is played close 
along the edges of despair, so 
that the comedy is always 
incidental and invariably well- 
earned (clowning may be 
acceptable in an Uncle Vanya, 
but it would be inappropriate 
and unfunny here). There is 
nary a false moment in the 
acting, as perfect a specimen of 
ensemble acting as can be 
offered in our tongue, with 4 tact 
and self-effacement that makes 
everyone’s least gesture electric. 
It’s unfair to single anyone out, 
but Joan Plowright’s Masha and 
Ronald Pickup’s Baron 
Tusenbach belong in any 
pantheon of great Chekhov 
performances. I shall hereafter 
have difficulty imagining 


_ anyone else in the roles. 


‘Vhis 1s, incidentally, Olivier’s 
most astute job of film direction; 
that it looks deceptively simple 
is to his credit. And how 
exhiliarating it is to listen to all 


of those foolish remarks (which — 


cannot bé so foolish’ 4s “they 


‘seem, since they are meant so 


deeply). The Three Sisters never 
drags; it is compellingly modern 
in word and deed, as tolerant of 
the absurdly sanguine as it is 
impatient with stupidity and 
waste. 

When Chekhov’s’ characters 
can find no good reason for 
anything, they can still follow 
that despairing logic to the 
conclusion that there may not be 
a good reason to despair. The 
sadness of The Three Sisters 
confirms both the weight of our 
petty suffering and our urge to 
keep living, whether or not we 
ever make it to Moscow, though 
we know we doubtlessly won’t.

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Music: Putting Heart and Voice Together

Folk-derived music 
(engineered by the 
popularization of traditional 
folk music and the troubadour 
style) has not been the major 
force in rock over the past five 
years. Heavy metal, soul and 
quasi-country have dominated 
singles sales and, for the most 
part, only hard rock aggregation 
(like Grand Funk and Black 
Sabbath) have been able to 
survive comfortably without hit 
singles. The major exceptions to 


this rule — Jethro Tull, Moody . 


Blues and now Yes — have 
created unique recording and 
performance styles which owe 
much more to rock than to folk. 

“Recent concerts here, though, 
are evidence that folk-derived 
musicians have carved out a 
niche in popular music and, 
quite possibly, could flourish if 
promoted properly. During the 
past month four of the five 
leading female artists mining 
this musical vein — Joni 
Mitchell, Maria Muldaur, Linda 


Ronstadt and Tracy Nelson — 
have been greeted with 
tremendous enthusiasm, and 
the fifth, Bonnie Raitt, has 
proven her’ popularity many 
times over (at least in Boston- 
Cambridge). 

Tracy Nelson had not drawn 
well here in the past, at- several 
halls and clubs, but it seems all 
she needed was a change of 


-venue. In Cambridge, at the

“Desperado,” the Eagles’ 
song Linda merely covered on 
her last album, became personal

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Country Joe Not Only Past But History

It is barely four years since the 
calendar changed, but it hardly 
took even that for the Sixties to 
become not only past but 
history. So much has intervened 
that the decade is now securely 
behind us, and heroes of 1967 
television and record are 
reduced to where-are-they-now 
status. 

So it is with Country Joe 
McDonald, the namesake of 


- Country Joe and the Fish who 


came to Boston last week not for 
a political rally but a nightclub 
engagement. Joe is the man who 
made “fuck” a_ political word 
circa 1967 — his “gimme an ‘f’ ” 
of the “fish cheer” became the 
starting point for slogans — 
“fuck the war” or “fuck the 
Army.”’ His ragtime black 
humor in “Fixin’ to Die Rag” 
became a favorite in the streets. 
It is only six years since I sang 
along with “one, two, three, 
what are we fightin’ for/ don’t 
ask me I don’t give a damn/ next 
stop is Vietnam” when I saw Joe 
at Kent State University, just 
prior to its transformation from 
the hometown school I knew to a 
national symbol. The gym 
bleachers shook in response to 
his rallying cries. 

It proved to be a long way 
from that Kent State gym to the 
Paul’s Mall stage last week, and 
Country Joe had lost something 
in the interim. 

He looked about the same — a 
peach-fuzzy youthful face 
framed by wispy light brown 
hair. The songs were still 
political — satires of Nixon 
instead of Johnson, Chile 
instead of Vietnam. Gone, 
however, was the animation, the 
spark, the energy that had 
transformed protest into 
celebration. 


A lot has apparently 
intervened for Country Joe. (I 
say apparently because he 
declined to talk with me, curtly 
enunciating a policy against 
interviews.) He has been 
through incarnations with the 
Vietnam Veterans against the 
War, Jane Fonda’s FTA troupe, 
and some heavy psychic 
encounters with the emergent 
feminism in the person of his 
wife. There was also an 
expatriate stint in Paris, where 
he recorded his latest record, 
Paris Sessions, the economic 
inspiration for his current tour 
(said to be arranged against his 
will by Vanguard Records). 

For whatever reasons, 
however,-Country Joe at Paul’s 
Mall was a ghost of himself — 
calling his performance lKalf- 
hearted would err on the side of 
enthusiasm. Backed only by ex- 
Fish guitarist Barry Melton, Joe 
seemed without purpose, 
immobilized by the countless 


‘ironies and complications of 


post-movement America: His 
new songs were potentially fairly 
good: a bouncy Nixon satire 
(“Tricky Dicky from Yorba 
Linda”’), a bitter Latin-phrased 
ballad about the Chilean 
bourgeoisie (‘‘there’s money in 
Chile, they get it- from the 
ground’’). Topical humor is 
always in style, and the crowd of 
Sixties alumni was predisposed 
to enjoy, so there was scattered 
clapping-along. 

The feeling, however, was very 
much gone for Country Joe. 
Most of the songs seemed 
ideologically inspired. Not that 


. propaganda cannot be artistic — 


but Joe’s was artless, obligatory 
psychic whiplashing about male- 
female relations (“You fucked 
over me/ just as much as I 


fucked over you”). There was an 
air of accusation to the music — 
what have you done for the 
revolution lately? — although 
the audience hardly needed 
conversion. Nor does self- 
righteousness fit in well with 
expensive drinks and cover 
charges. 

Country Joe’s unfortunately 
unspirited performance was 


made to look even worse in_ 


comparison to the enthusiasm of 
the unheralded Paul’s Mall co- 
stars, Brigati. The group 
sneaked into town as a 
replacement for another act, but 


possesses the kind of musical | 


credits that could have filled a 
promotion brochure for their 
first public appearance. 
Brigati’s core are Ed Brigati — 
former singer/ lyricist with The 
Rascals — and brother David, 
an unofficial Rascal and former 
driving force behind Joey Dee 
and® the Starliters (remember 
the Peppermint Twist?). 


It’s probably premature to 
discuss what music will be 
identifiable with the ’70s, but I’d 
like to think that Brigati — 
judging from both repertoire and 
audience reaction — will be part 
of it. It is both rare and relieving 
to hear pop music exploring new 
directions, and doing so with 
both musicianship and 
professionalism. Brigati plays 
fusions of jazz, R&B, ballads 
and Latin — and creates a whole 
greater than the sum of its parts. 

Both Brigati brothers, though 
not yet 30, bring rich musical 
backgrounds to the new group. 
Raised poor on Italian New 
Jersey street corners, they grew 
up in the 50s acapella group 
style. They brought that 
emotional vocal genre to the 
Rascals — Italians who

mastered and contributed to 
black idioms effectively enough 
to sell millions of records and yet 
gain enough ghetto standing to 
be booked at the Apollo Theatre. 

After some disillusionment 
with the music industry and 
Ed’s breakup with the Rascals 
four years ago (“I haven’t seen 
those guys since,” he says) the 
Brigati’s have returned from 
extended psycholagical 
recuperation to tour with a band 
whose vocal arrangements, 
rhythmic pyrotechnics, and 
generally solid ‘musicianship, 
leave you breathless. | 

Their sound, despite its New 
Jersey origins, has a New York 
street corner air: strong, three- 
part harmony constantly 
cushioned by the Brigati’s duet 
congas. (What group before has 
had both lead singers playing

congas?) The three voices — the 
Brigatis sing with organist and 
co-composer Edwin Koby — are 
more than just arranged; they 
lend a theatrical flourish to the 
performance. David possessed of 
unreconstructed Latin charm 
crooner tradition (“I listen to 


- everything: Johnny Mathis, Nat 


King Cole as well as rock,” he 
says) to some challenging, non- 
syrupy love songs. 

The group’s other members 
are pros who can play it all: 
guitarist Vinnie Careo has 
backed both Jack McDuff and 
the Four Seasons; drummer Ed 
Cacavelli has played with Judy 
Garland and Ella Fitzgerald. “I 
didn’t want to go back on the 
road with just anyone,” says Ed 
Brigati. “It was a long search 
before we found these guys.” 


Not surprisingly, in light of 


the credentials and background 
of Brigati, the music is too 
substantial for a quick listening 
and complete teport. It is 
demanding (all the songs were 
played from charts) both to play 
and to listen to. It’s pop music — 
its influences are pop — but it’s 


played with a seriousness and’ 


commanding stage presence rare 
in rock. 
It all demands further 


- listening on record, but that 


opportunity is not available to 
us. Rather embittered from past 
brushes with the musical powers 
that bé, the brothers are working 
now with neither agent nor 
record contract, hoping to have 
firm control of their commercial 
identity as well as their musical 
one: “We can wait before we 


make a record,” says Ed. “We 


want to do it and own ourselves, 
too.”’ Let’s hope that the record 
industry will give them a chance 
to succeed on their own terms.

Johnny Winter SAINTS & 

SINNERS (Columbia 32715) 
Johnny Winter began his 

career as the master eclectic; 


‘though he came out of a pure 


Texas blues background, his 
early Columbia albums had him 
playing everything in a 
blues/rock mold. His singing was 
uncontrolled. With successive 
albums and band reformations, 
Winter has been moving into a 


‘tighter definition of his personal 


brand of rock and roll, 
constantly shedding excesses in 
his singing and his guitar 
playing. On his previous album, 
Still Alive and Well, he 
discovered that he could control 
his voice and sound like Jagger. 
Saints and Sinners brings still 
more control, so that the once 
raucous, indiscriminate wailing 
has become a carefully 
integrated part of the music. 
Johnny no longer has to copy 
any singer, although the 
influence of his brother Edgar is 


- evident in his use of modulation, ' 


particularly in “Blinded by 
Love,’’ an Alan Toussaint 
number complete with girl 
chorus, and “Hurtin’ So Bad.” 
His version of “‘Stray Cat Blues” 


‘is straight bad old Winter, broad 


and vaguely Jaggeresque. The 
Stones material seems custom- 
made to Johnny’s ever- 
hardening rock. 

His guitar playing is tight and 
well-structured, as it has not 
been in the past; though 
Johnny’s rave-un technique 
seems to resemble Clapton’s in 
its non-discriminate 
incorporation of blues licks, he 
always tapers off his solos before 


-he runs out of ideas. Johnny 


plays particularly well on “Bony 
Maroney,” which also features 
some frantic drumming by 
Richard Hughes. 


The band is in excellent form, 
with Randy Hobbs on bass, Rick 
Derringer sitting in on guitar, 
and brother Edgar playing piano 
and sax. Derringer’s production, 
though, includes one execrable 
experiment in strings, 


“Feedback”. 


For some reason, four of the 
songs deal with breaking the law 
and/or going to jail. Perhaps 
Johnny is trying to tell us 
something about his bad ass 
self. Or it may be that the 
reduction of Winter’s formerly 
eclectic style to a very precise 
hard-rock groove has been 
accompanied by a reduction in 
material to Rolling Stones 
women-beating and law trouble 


songs.

George Russel SEXTET AT 
BEETHOVEN HALL (MPS MC 
25125) 
George Russell LISTEN TO THE 
SILENCE (Concept CROO2) 
After years of drought, the 
music of composer George 
Russell is now pouring forth 
from all sides. MCA’s welcome 
reissue of Russell’s 1958-60 
orchestral triumphs, combined 
as New York, N.Y. & Jazz in the 


_ Space Age, has been quickly 


followed with these examples of 
combo Russel and choral 
Russell. Recorded at the 


' beginning and the end of 


George’s Scandinavian 


-expatriation, the albums help 


complete the available portrait 
of this most challenging and 
quietly influential figure. 
Beethoven Hall is a two- 
record set from a 1965 concert in 
Stuttgart. The band is actually 
a septet, with the important 
addition of guest trumpeter Don 
Cherry; the other members, 


mostly Americans, are 
unknowns, with the exception of 
drummer Albert Heath. They 
are all resolutely committed to 
Russell’s method (the Lydian 
Chromatic Concept) and his 
music, and perform on the same 
high level as Russell’s early- 
sixties American bands. Some of 
the music suffers in comparison 
to the earlier sextets — the long 
“Lydia and Her Friends,”’ for all 
its references to famous bop-era 
themes, is basically a rambling 
blues workout similar to 
Russell’s Riverside version of 
“Au Privave,” and the Cherry 
reading of “Round Midnight” is 
a distant second to Eric 
Dolphy’s collaboration with 
Russell on the same piece — but 
pieces like Jazz, Po Jazz” 
and ‘‘Volupte’’ give fresh 
evidence of George’s expansion 
of small ensemble potential. 
There is also a new version of 
“You Are My Sunshine,” minus 
vocals, and some very energetic 
comping from the leader’s 
piano. 

Listen to the Silence is also a 
concert performance 
(Kongsberg, Norway, 1971), but 
the ensemble here is an Oslo 
chorus supplemented by nine 
voices from the New England 
Conservatory and nine 
instrumentalists. The text, 
occasionally voiced in dense 
echo patterns, is largely drawn 
from contemporary sources 
critical of the governments of 
South Vietnam, the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 
The intervening three years 
have taken the edge off some of 


. the text — Thieu’s threats of 


invading North Vietnam now 
seem little more than ludicrous: 
— while the power of other 
sections (Don Luce’s description 
of the tiger cages, for example) 
remains firm if a bit familiar. 
Dee Brown’s summation of 
Native American history is the 
most moving, and movingly 
delivered, passage. 

The instrumental passages 
are few but well-realized. There 


is a’ subduéd tenor-bass duet ~« 


from Jan Garbarek and Arild 
Andersen, and an outspoken 
Stanton Davis trumpet solo over 
a continually expanding rhythm 
vamp that predicts Russell’s 
Living Time of the following 
year. Concept Records is 
Russell’s own label, available 
from New Music Distribution 
Service, 6 W. 95th, NYC, 10025.

Paul Hindemith: THE PIANO 
SONATAS Glenn Gould, piano 
(Columbia M32350 ) 


Paul Hindemith: THE ORGAN 
SONATAS Anton Heiller, organ 
(Harvard Square Records DGR 
73-3) 


Paul Hindemith’s music is not 
in a boom period just now. 
Indeed, since his death eleven 
years ago, only the symphony 


-from the 1935 opera Mathis der 


Maler has become anything near 
well-known to the general 
public. But even from the 


forties, interest among the 
‘musically sophisticated was 


lessening, though Hindemith 
was still very influential with 
other composers, as well as 


famous (he was asked to give the 


1949 Norton lectures at 
Harvard). He wrote many 


‘ compositions for less common 


instruments (harp, tuba,. 
trombone, viola,. English horn) 


that still get performed at 


conservatory recitals, and the 
six sonatas under review here 
are-by no means obscure. Still, 
it’s been quite a decline in the 
reputation of one who, in the 
20s and ’30s, was ranked with 
Stravinsky and Bartok. 


These two fine, gap-filling _ 


releases will probably not 
remedy this. situation. The 
music dates from the late 
thirties, when Hindemith’s style 
was ‘‘marked by increased 
clarity of tonality and form and 
greater expressiveness of 
mélody’’ (New Collége 
Encyclopedia of Music). It is 
utterly secure in construction, 
formally easy to follow, pleasing 
to listen to, conservative, and 


‘even occasionally dramatically 


exciting or beautiful. But it’s not 
always memorable, or easy to 
concentrate on; as Glenn Gould 
points out in his Grammy- 
nominated, clever, helpful, 
penetrating yet character- 


istically indulgent liner notes, it 
is primarily music of repose. 

The performances are 
outstanding, as is to be expected 
from Gould and Heiller, who in 
my opinion are not only today’s 
two finest Bach keyboard 
interpreters but are also 
unsurpassed in technique. 
Hindemith’s first piano sonata 
is taken rather slowly, to be sure 
(it’s a long, unconvincing piece 
anyway), but Gould otherwise 
brings his usual fabulous clarity 
and pulse to the music. In fact, 
since the stuff is so obsessively 
contrapuntal, Gould and it are 
perfectly matched (he does 
wonders with the foolish fugue 
that ends the third sonata, the 
most frequently performed of 
the lot). Elsewhere, Gould has 
great fun with the witty second 
movement of the second sonata 
(my favorite of the three), and 
almost succeeds in turning the 
static moments (especially 
harmonic) of all three pieces 
into something intense. But 
Hindemith so often recycles or 
homogenizes his materials (even 
melodies begin to sound alike), 
that nothing really grabs you. 
Gould correctly notes that this is 
not an inherently musical 
miscalculation, but a theatrical 
one. 


Heiller performs on Harvard’s 


superb Fisk organ (its first ~ 


commercial recording, I believe) 
with his customary flexibility 
and liveliness. The three organ 
sonatas are idiomatic, open- 
textured, varied in their parts, 
and otherwise similar to (but 
even less showy than) the piano 
sonatas. They make no major 
demands on either listener or 
performer. Local engineer David 
Griesinger’s recording, however, 
has captured an organ as 
accurately as I’ve ever heard, 
and this disc could be 
recommended on its sound 
alone. On the Gould, 
Columbia’s sound is good 
though shallow, but then one 
does get ovér a half-hour a side. 
The review copy, however, was 
pressed off-center, imparting an 
interesting sourness to all of that 
repose; ' thought I had seen 
every ill to which current discs 
are prone, but I was wrong.

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Theatre: It’s a Surreal Night in Harlem

HARLEM IN THE EVENING by optimism. ‘‘Hold fast to 
Langston Hughes; music by Gene dreams,” cries one of the more 


spiritual characters, “for when 
dreams go life is like a barren 
field frozen with snow.” In 
truth, Harlem In the Evening 
provides a compelling compesite 
of dreams interwoven with 
reality. And for those who deny 
the dreams, there is always the* 
bittersweet humor with which 
Hughes laces his work. 


Artistically successful on its 
own terms, Harlem In the 
Evening does profit from the 
influence of its theatrical 
antecedents, Kurt Weill’s Street 
Scene (1949) for which Hughes 
contributed the lyrics and David 
Martin’s Simply Heavenly 
(1957) for which he wrote book 
and lyrics. In particular,.the * 
gospel blues score by Gene Bone 
and Howard Fenton reflects 
strains of such Weill pieces as 
Street Scene, Lost In the Stars, 
and One Touch of Venus. The 
title song itself, which serves as 


Bone and Howard Fenton; 
directed by Bill Mackey. At the 
Loeb Drama Center, Harvard 
University. 


Harlem In the Evening is an 
unpolished gem. A gem because 
of its haunting score, its 
gorgeous choreography, and its 
razor-sharp poetry. And 
unpolished because of its raw 
sprawl, its tentative 
performances, and its general 
lack of technical coordination. 

Based on the works of 
Langston Hughes, Harlem In 
the Evening seems essentially 
an evocative piece of musical 
drama. Its sketches celebrate 
the many moods of the Harlem 
of the forties," its pride, its 
despair, yet rarely ever its anger. 
If anything, the frustrations of 
this Harlem are internalized in 
the souls of its inhabitants who 
still manage to retain a deep 
religiosity and an implicit

a sort of musical punctuation 
mark throughout, evokes the 
wailing lethargy so much a part 
of Weill’s composition. 

Like so many of the recent Off- 
Off-Broadway oratorios, this 
Loeb production remains a work 
in progress. Clearly, ,its sprawl 
could be contained by omitting 
several superfluous numbers 
which make Harlem last too 
long in the evening. Careful 
rehearsal might eliminate some 
of the apparent problems of 
timing between orchestra and 
chorus. Yet if Harlem is ever to 
achieve a professional 
production, trained singers and 
musicians must replace the 
Loeb’s amateur company which 
too often falls short of the 
reverberatory sound the musical 
arrangements promise. 

While Bill Mackey’s direction 
may occasionally seem stilted, 
there can be no complaints 
about his vibrant choreography

Alchemy, for the many 
occultists out there, is that most 
improbable science of turning 
dross into gold. I’m not sure that 
the concept can be analogized 
into the performing arts, but I 
do know that it took some pretty 
slick sorcery on the part of Sarah 
Caldwell two weeks ago to turn 
Massenet’s Don Quichotte, that 
endearingly simple-minded 
piece of musical dross, into such 
a tediously profound exercise on 
the old theme of illusion-versus- 
reality, in short a rare example 
of turning one kind of dross into 
another. Not that. Massenet’s 
evanescent score doesn’t need a 
strong dose of theatrical magic, 
the sort we’ve come to expect 
from wonderworking Caldwell, 
to bring it back to life; but 
there’s a thin line between 
interpretation and license, and 
clearly anyone who had bought a 
seat at the Orpheum expecting 
an evening of Cervantes, 
chivalry, and daring-do in old 
Spain must have felt strangely 
disoriented when the curtains

Just what that experience 
turned out to be was a study in 
blurred identities with Don 
Quichotte transformed into a 
poet-fantasist, Dulcinea into a 
saloon-keeper, and the faithful 
Sancho Panza into... well, it was 
never quite explained. In fact 
any similarity between this and 
an opera called Don Quichotte 
seemed purely coincidental. 
Caldwell’s gimmick was to focus 
in on the life and times of 
Jacques Le Lorrain, a Latin 
Quarter poetizer whose 
fabulously successful play Le 
Chevalier de la Longue Figure 
(1904) was the inspiration 
behind the opera’s faintly flakey 
libretto. In Cervantes’ hero Le 
Lorrain had apparently seen a 
reflection of his own bizarre 
character, and the play with all 
its purply poetics and naive 
idealism suggests nothing less 
than a self-portrait, ripe with 
double imagery. Thus 
Caldwell’s decision to toss out 
Massenet’s story and recast the 
whole production in

cabaret au Montmartre that 
looked for all the world like the 
Cafe Momus and swarmed with 
belle epoque bauds who might

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Continued from page |————— 
remained with us for several 
weeks. My strength slowly 
returned and I began to mobilize 
myself, my feelings for my 
friends and the day-to-day 
destruction of their lives and 
talents stimulating me to work 
increasingly harder in order to 
help them. I have since 
organized a Boston branch of an 
international organization, the 
Committee for Valery and - 
Galina Panov, and we are now 
working to do all in our power to 
communicate to others the 
desperate situation of the 
Panovs and what can be done to 
help them. 

As I sit writing this account of 
my experiences in Leningrad, I 
am reminded of the strength of 
my friends in the face of their 
destruction and I think of a 
review written in 1962 by a 
Soviet critic in Ballet Today 
after seeing Valery’s 
performance of the role of the 
heartsick clown Petrouchka. His 
words now seem prophetic: 

The gifted Valery Panov gave 

a tragic interpretation of the 

title role. His Petrouchka, 

though grotesque in form, is 
almost heroic. His 
movements seem to be

magnified, and his dance is 
swift and impetuous. Panov 
stresses the wrath and protest 
of the insulted Petrouchka; 
he seems to be breaking the 
invisible threads that are 
pulled by his master, the 
Magician. It is not the 
wooden angularity and 
nervous jerkings of a puppet 


that Panov displays in his 
Petrouchka so much as the 
excruciating pain and fury of 
a human being. I believe that 
his is a new interpretation, at 
least in Russia, for he lays 
stress not on tragic 
predestination but on a 
burning protest against the 
predestination. 
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“Jamaica” (which he told us 
was “a song about a girl I knew 
who lived across the street from 
the Pacific ocean’’). 

Though the rest of the set was 
upbeat and depended heavily on 
the ensemble sound, Jackson 
managed to make it as personal 
as his solo performances usually 
are. “Ready, Or Not,” his only 
truly comic song, written about 
his current companion, was 
followed by a new song, “You 
Bright Baby Blues,” about the 
same person but dedicated to 
Bonnie Raitt (“I don’t think my 
old lady will mind’’). He 
prefaced his anthem-like 
“Everyman,” by saying “This is 
a song about some people I used 
to have as friends.” Simply but 
effectively, he had transformed 
a song whith is really a 
statement of principles from the 
general to the particular. 

A r-. zing “Doctor My Eyes,” 
featured an ear-splitting 
Lindley dobro solo, received a 
standing ovation. After encores 
“Pretty Little One” and “Sweet 
Little Sixteen” (given a new 
“*mension by Jackson’s 
bittersweet voice) drew yet 
another standing ovation, 
Jackson returned with Linda, 


Lowell, her whole band and his 
whole band for a moving 
rendition of an unfamiliar song, 
by Jack Tempchin, whose name 
got lost in the shuffle. 

The pairing of Ronstadt and 
Browne was an apt promotional 
stroke.

himself, fantasizes its sleazy 
hostess, La Jouvencelle, into the 
The flaw in all this double- 
think is that poor Massenet’s 
music just can’t support the 
kind of psychological scaffolding 
Caldwell nailed all over it. In 
case you've forgotten, Massenet 
was the pastmaster of the 
erogenous melodic phrase, and 
his most successful works like 


Thais and Manon tread a thin 
line between sensuality and 
unctuous devotion that turn-of- 
the-century audiences found 
irresistible. (“I don’t believe in 
all that creeping Jesus st 
Massenet told fellow composer 
Vincent D’Indy, ‘‘but the 
audiences love it, and we must 
all bow to the public.” So much 
for art!) By 1910, the year Don 
Quichotte was written for the 


. great Chaliapin, rheumatism 


and a nagging wife had 
considerably mellowed 
Massenet’s style, but the 
essential element always 
remained — his superb sense of 


what was theatrically “right” for 
a given situation — and it was 
this, I fear, that director 
Caldwell smothered in her 
distracting and disoriented 
production. 

Still, if you like visual goodies, 
there were plenty to sample. 
Helen Pond and Herbert Senn 
created the vast wind-mill 
dominated set that included 
such local color as the 
comfortably smoking chimney- 
pots of Montmartre. Enchanting 
too was the tiny stage in La 
Jouvencelle’s cabaret whose Art 
Nouveau proscenium was an 
exact replica of the Orpheum’s, 


allowing for further levels of 
double imagery. But the real 
bouquets went to those 
delightful and damnably 
i ing animals, Rosinante 
the horse and Grison the 
donkey, two animated life-size 
of B.U.’s football team) whose 


oveny and waggle cent the 


audience off into convulsions. 
As expected, Donald Gramm 
stole the show vocally, balancing 
his ripely-sung Sancho with a 
bumptious, earthy characteri- 
zation. As La belle Jouvencelle, 
Mignon Dunn, costumed a la 


“Hello Dolly!”, slammed her 


way through Massenet’s 
suavities with considerable 
punch. Only bass Noel Tyl 
singing the Don proved a 
disappointment. Though he 
‘might have stepped out of one of 
Daumier’s caricatures — he’s 
only 6 ft. 10 in. tall — size alone 
can’t compensate for a 

that was in every 
way flat and characterless. 

But that fussy production! Oh 
yes, it’s possible that Massenet’s 
period-piece needed all the help 
it could get, but I can’t help 
thinking that this was an 
entertainment to be enjoyed, not 
dissected.

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Rock, Teeny Bopping

Perhaps the. most essential 
element lacking in the current 
tri-pronged late-night attempt 
to wed contemporary music to 
television is Ed Sullivan. Yes, 
old smilin’ Ed, often imitated 
‘but jowl for scowl, never 
duplicated, that master of rock 
n’ roll tension pretention, the 
video wizard who captured 
America’s teens by the millions 
and kept them eyeballs-to- 
Motorola with lures like Billy J. 
Kramer and the Dakotas, Mick 
(‘‘Let’s Spend the Night 
Together’) Jagger and the 
Stones and, of course, the 
Beatles on occasions too 
numerous, too glorious and far 
too memorable to necessitate 
repeating here. 

For years, Mr. Rilly Big Shew 
withstood the challenges of 


“‘Shindig,’’ ‘‘Hullabaloo,”’ 
“Upbeat,” “Shivaree,” “Lloyd 
Thaxton,’’ ‘‘American 


Bandstand,” “9th Street West,” 
“Where the Action Is,” et al. 
But, as it must come to all 
(wo)men, the final curtain fell at 
the Ed Sullivan Theatre in New 
York at 9 pm on a Sunday night 
in 1971, and for several TV 
seasons, contemporary music 
performances on television were 
minimal, sporadic and received 
none of the compelling audience 
responses of the previous 
decade. - 

ABC-TV made a major 
attempt to change the situation 
in November, 1972. Alice Cooper 
and friends roamed America’s 
living rooms, in the live 
(videotaped before an audience) 
and filmed sequences of what 
has evolved into the Wide World 
of Entertainment’s “In Concert” 


program. 

Dick Clark designed it. 
Donnie Kirshner planned it. 
ABC-TV tested it. And now in 


Boston and throughout 


America, during five 90-minute 
big time blocks per two week 
period, you (the teenage-49-year- 
old audience) are eating it... 
canned music like even The Woo 
would never have served you. 
How can you miss? Just tune in. 

The three majors are: “In 
Concert”’ (alternate Fridays, 
11:30 pm-1 am, WCVB-TV, 
simulcast on WBCN-FM); “The 
Midnight Special’’ (every 
Friday, 1 am-2:30 am, WBZ- 
TV), and “Don Kirshner’s Rock 
Concert”’ (soon-to-be if not 


already every Sunday, with - 


occasional preemptions, 11:30 
pm-l am, WBZ-TV). 

The relationship between 
these shows and the artists who 
appear on any and all of them 
have had significant effects on 
the sale of records, concert 
tickets, stereo equipment, 
media programming and the 
sale thereof, and the listening 
and viewing habits of many 
Americans in ‘the last 18 
months. 

And yet, the total vitality of 
contemporary music on 
television seems to have 
diminished considerably in the 
relatively brief existence of these 
shows. 

Sullivan in the ’60’s was able 
to sustain excitement from one 


- Sunday to the next, and then, on 


the night of delivery, put 40 to 
70 million people through 
insufferable dog juggling acts 
and giggling puppet rats until 
finally, at 8:52 pm, Gerry and 
the Pacemakers pacified the 
squealers for another week with 
“Ferry ‘Cross the Mersey’”’ and 
“It’s Gonna Be Alright.” 
Currently, the serious and 
well-planned big three of TV 
rockdom have mastered the art 
of programming perfection, but 
to the deadly point of 
predictability. Furthermore, 
unlike the.Sullivan show, they 
are valuable only to a select 
target audience which must 
accept the music devoid of any 


personality. 


For example, if an advance 
listing in “TV Guide” informs 
that the Kirshner program will 
present Maria Muldaur singing 
“Midnight at the Oasis” and 
several other selections, the 
viewer will know precisely what 
to expect. 

Maria will perform, a fixed 
number of cameras will capture 
the face and body that adorned 
the top half of the February page 
of the 1974 Warner Bros. 
calendar, and crowd shots will 
range from hefty college

consort of Ann Margaret, Burt 
Sugarman. 

However, here’s where the 
hilarious element enters in — 
now that the concept is firmly 
established on late night TV, 
Dick Clark is predicting that as 
far as the futures of the shows 
are concerned, “‘We’ll all die. It’s 
all evolutionary; and just’ as 
Milton Berle no longer 
dominates television, or as the 
interest in ‘All in the Family’ is 
diminishing, the novelty of 
televised rock’ concerts has worn 


alright to show how it is with 
four minutes of dating bar 
music, but 90 minutes of it is 
pointless. ‘In Concert’ is just 
another media input at this 
point, and we don’t have much 
audience response to it either 
way... people take it and the 
simulcasts for granted.” 
Similarly critical of Clark, but 
also concurring with Clark’s 
projections regarding the shows 
is Chuck Schneider, media 
coordinator of DeMambro Hi- 
Fi. “The first two ‘In Concert’

helping them secure additional 
club and concert dates. These 
vehicles are what NE Music 
City store manager Scott 
Billington calls “Top 40 TV,” 
but they do sell records. 
Billington says that his Boylston 
St. store “‘stocks records that we 
wouldn’t normally carry because 
people from the suburbs often 
come into the store after seeing 
the shows and request some of 
the more pop-oriented albums... 
a Helen Reddy, a Jerry Lee 
Lewis especially after he hosts a 


sophomores jiggling in the third 
row to that ever-present Herbal 
Essence of a blonde who seems 


to rotate (and conveniently . 


gyrate) from “Rock Concert”’ to 
“In Concert.” 

But let*the word get out that 
Maria Muldaur will be among 
Johnny Carson’s guests, and an 
entire new importance is 
attached to the appearance. No 
matter how juvenile the antics, 
this is a so-called adult program, 
and that alone creates a certain 
legitimacy not found on rock 
shows. 

The further possibility of 
Maria not only singing, but also 
sitting and talking with Carson, 
McMahon and the other 
midnight ravers makes her guest 
status that much more 
significant. Should she make it 
to the conversation couch, too, 
presto, she’s a person again, and 
the audience is able to discover 
her as a thinking individual and 
not merely a medley of 
youthsong. Quite contrary 
emotional responses exist on the 
rock shows. 


The three main music’ 


programs have yet to learn the 
necessity of consistently 
conveying a human being to an 
audience.

For a while, the backstage 
politicking, pressuring and in- 
fighting between Clark, 
Kirshner, ABC-TV and various 
producers and directors were as 
hot a media item as the shows 
themselves. 

But now Clark (and his Dick 
Clark Teleshows, Inc.) is firmly 
entrenched as an executive 
producer/program supplier to 
ABC-TV, and Kirshner via 
Viacom, a television syndication 
firm, has saturated his show 
(and is: going weekly) in 121 
markets. NBC-TV seems 
satisfied to grab the riders of the 
red-eye express on the 1 ~ 
“Midnight Special,” produ 
by that aging Beverly Hills

off. It started to wear off as soon 
as Alice Cooper appeared on the 
first ‘In Concert’ a year-and-a- 
half ago.” . 

Clark expects “In Concert” to 
be broadcast soon in 
quadraphonic and will be 
leading the programming in the 


conceptional direction. He 


perhaps anticipates the not-too- 
distant demise of “In Concert” 
late at night, only to have a 


heavy hand in the resurfacing of- 


self-contained music specials in 
prime time. 

“ “The Midnight Special’ will 
stay on and win its audience 
over used car salesmen and old 
”. Clark claims. “Don 
Kirshner’s show is less 
vulnerable because there are no 
national ratings, and he’s 
dealing with a scattered 
response to his syndicated show. 
‘In Concert’ will undergo the 


most drastic changes, but we 


know what’s happening, and 
we’re preparing for the future.” 
Media, music and stereo 
hardware salespeople alike were 
critical of the direction Clark 
has taken in “In Concert’”’ since 
he became executive producer, 
commencing with last fall’s Cat 


Stevens show. 


Program director/announcer 
Norm Weiner, whose station, 
WBCN, simulcasts ‘‘In 
Concert,” says that “since Dick 
Clark took over, the shows have 
been superficial, less real, too 
flashy, and generally emphasize 
too much loudness and too much 
shit. At this point, the groups 
are just barely relevant to our 
audience. . 

“People just laugh at Barry 
White, for example,... it may be 


shows were excellent, as was the 
Cat Stevens show, but our only 
feedback now is ‘hey, we saw 
your ad on the show.’ The 
-content of the most recent 
programs haven’t really 
stimulated stereo equipment 
sales, and if anything, has 
brought us occasional 
complaints. 

“These programs were fairly 
honest when they first started,” 
Schneider continues, “but I’m 
afraid of what’s coming. I think 
the shows are doomed; when the 
DeFranco Family gets on, and 
someone like them will, then 
it’s finished.” 

Even now, a pseudo- 
importance is creeping into “In 
Concert,” which in conjunction 
with the mainstream musical 
nature of the shows remind the 
viewer of Top 40 AM radio or 
Top 90 FM programming. 
Robert W. Morgan, ‘‘In 
Concert’s’”’ host/announcer, 
refers to the audience as “Ladies 
and Gentlemen” in the same 
manner the Bill Drake- 
programmed RKO-General 
stations did during their late- 
’60’s/early-’70’s teen radio reign. 
When cutting from a James 
Brown song to a commercial, 
Morgan proclaims that “MR. 
Brown will be back later.” 
C’mon Robert W., with no 
apologies to your Gillette 
sponsor, are you a wethead or a 
deadhead? 

Of course, in thie era of 
limited airplay, the rock 
programs have become vital to 
record companies for exposing to 
the general public both new and 
established artists, increasing 
the sale of their records and 
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show, and even some of the more 
mainstream R&B.” 

At the Harvard Coop, Linda ~ 
Stellinger who runs the record - 
department says that she would 

“order more catalog on an artist 
like David Bowie after his 
special.” 

For that memorable 90 
minute song ’n’ fashion show, 
the highlight being a Bowie- 
Marianne Faithfull duet on “I 
Got You Babe,” RCA’s NE sales 
manager Richard Attinson and . 
NE promotion man Don DeLacy 
rented a room at the Colonnade 
Hotel and invited media and 
account people to enjoy the 
event in a party atmosphere. “A 
show like that is the best way to 


- generate interest in an act,” 


Attinson says. Columbia 
Records’ regional promotion 


_ manager Sal Ingeme reports 


that his acts, ranging from 
John McLaughlin and the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra to David 
Essex to Dave Mason, have 
enjoyed great sales benefits from 
rock show appearances. 

Coop pop stock superviser 
Steve Rosen used to feature a 
wall display of artists appearing 
on the programs and “when ‘In 
Concert’ was dedicated to rock 
progressive music, we did well 
after appearances by Mott the 
Hoople, Dan Hicks and Miles 
Davis. Now the shows are too 
teenage-oriented to have much 
of an effect.” 

Jeep Holland, manager of the 
Discount Records store in 
Harvard Square noted that “an 
exciting performance will result 
in increased sales the following 
week,” citing Capricorn Records 
Marshall Tucker Band, whose 
LP ‘‘had died until they 
appeared on Kirshner’s 
‘Saturday Night in Macon’ with 
the Allman Brothers. The album 
really sold the next week. Leo 
Sayer, a new Warners act, also 
benefitted from being on a rock 
show, but then, I also sold a lot 
of Cleo Laine records after she 
was on “The Johnny Carson 
Show.’ ”

Right now in Cambridge a 
small company started by a man 
named Henry Kloss is making 
and selling a new kind of 
television set that may make the 
revolution in stereo system 
design look like small stuff. (See 


’ Phoenix Oct. 9, 1973). 


Henry Kloss (pronounced, 
““Close’’) is the man who 
founded KLH, who designed the 
popular KLH compnent sound 
systems and FM table radios, 
and who helped get AR off the 
ground by designing “the AR 
speakers. His latest enterprise is 
a company called the Advent 
Corporation. 

Advent has its offices in one of 
those old warehouses next to the 
railroad tracks in back of M.I.T. 
Its pioneer product is a 
television that projects its image 
onto a seven-foot screen — the 
VideoBeam. 

When I first heard about it, it 
sounded like the height of 
wretched excess. A large spoon 
for those who weren’t being 
served their daily diet of mass 
media in big enough bites. 

But that’s not it. Not at all. 

The VideoBeam is something 
else. 

It is. Fan. Tastic. 

The experience of watching 
the VideoBeam is as different 
from watching an ordinary 
television as listening to a high- 
quality component sound 
system is different from 
listening to a Victrola. The 
screen, which is four and a 
quarter feet high by five and two- 
thirds feet wide (seven feet on 
the diagonal, which is the way 
televisions are usually 
measured), dominates the 
average-sized living room. It is 
impossible to ignore it. One gets 
the feeling immediately of being 


in a movie theater. The 
characters on the screen are life- 
sized or bigger. When the 
camera moves in for a close-up, 
a character’s head is many times 
the size of the heads of the 
people watching. When the 
characters move from one side of 
the screen to the other, the 
viewer feels they’ve moved 
across the room he’s sitting in. 
The sound has more of a full- 
bodied quality than the usual 
tinny scratching that comes over 
an ordinary TV. For good 
reason, too; the VideoBeam has 
a small acoustic suspension 
speaker with a 5 watt amplifier, 
the full frequency range, and a 
very low amount of distortion. 
An ordinary color television is 
simply not designed to deliver 
high fidelity sound. What 
manufacturers lose when they 
-increase the quality of their 
pictures they save by cutting 
corners on the sound. 
Kloss and Advent decided not 


~ to compromise the quality of the 


sound in the VideoBeam 
because, for one thing, they have 
their reputation in the sound 
equipment field to uphold. But, 
more importantly, they had 
decided that the only way to 
introduce their new product was 
to build into it the highest 
quality possible. 
They want to change the 
television-watching experience. 
-The speaker on the VideoBeam 
can produce better sound than is 
offered by the signal that most 
television stations broadcast. As 
a result it is rarely used to its full 


potential. But Advent hopes . 
that eventually improved 


televisions like the VideoBeam 
will force the broadcasters to 
improve what they put on the air 
waves. 


The same holds for the 
picture. The VideoBeam is 
currently being manufactured 
with all its circuiting on 22 plug- 
in boards, the most expensive in 
electronics. If it were done on 
fewer boards, the set would be 
cheaper, but the picture would 
be. less bright and probably 
smaller. 

The price tag on the 
VideoBeam is now $2495, which 
Advent insists is the lowest the 
price will ever be, The price is 
what the company expects to 
charge when it begins large-scale 
production and nationaal 
distribution this summer. 

What you get for your $2495 is 
a projection-and-sound unit 
and a screen. The projection 
unit is cased in white plastic, 
stands about three feet high, 
and is placed eight feet away 
from the screen. From the front 
of it sprout three projection 
lenses for the three primary 
colors of light, which blend with 
each other on the screen to give a 
full-color picture. The sound is 
beamed off the screen to give the 
effect that the words are coming 
right out of the characters’ 
mouths. 

The screen, which is 
extremely fragile, is made of 


_aluminum foil (not so unlike,’ 


say, Reynolds Wrap) with a 
texture. Its eerie, futuristic 
design makes it look like an 
essential piece of. equipment 
straight from the command deck 
of the starship Enterprise in 
Startrek. It is in the nature of 
the screen (and\I don’t pretend 
to understand exactly why) that 
you can’t see the full picture if 
you are in front of the projector 
and off to one side. 

The resolution of the picture 
is uncanny. It reproduces the 


same amount of detail, the same 
range of colors, and the same 
degree of contrast as a good color 
movie. The effect is 
overwhelming; one owner told 
me that, if he has guests over, 
they invariably stop talking for 
the rest of the night a few 
minutes after he turns the thing 
on. 

Because the screen so 
accurately reproduces and 
magnifies every visual effect 
(including the “ghosts” of bad 
reception) the projector receives, 
Advent won’t sell it to anyone 
who doesn’t have good outdoor- 
antenna reception or a cable TV 
hook-up. 

They also won’t sell it to 
anyone who lives more than an 
hour away from Boston. They 
gave the VideoBeam with serial 
number one to Channel 2 for its 
auction last spring. Since then 
they’ve sold 50, of which 30 have 
been delivered. Delivery is 
usually made about eight weeks 
after the order is placed; and 
Advent installs it and takes care 
of it. 

The only other projection 
television on the market is one 
put out by Sony primarily for 


industrial purposes and usually. 


sold with video tape units. With 
screen and stand and projector, 


it costs about $3000. Its screen, 


which is 30 by 40 inches (50 
inches on the diagonal), has only 
about one-third the area of the 


“VideoBeam screen and, 


according to Advent estimates, 
only about one-quarter the 
brightness. 

The largest regular color 
television on the market has a 25- 
inch (measured diagonally) 
screen, which has only one-tenth 
the area of the VideoBeam. The 
color tyeigmant used in closed- 


circuit TV theaters, which can 
project on screens considerably 
larger than that of the 
VideoBeam, starts in price at 
$28,000. 

Advent’s goal, then, is to 
make projection television 
available to private individuals. 
They hope to be able to put 
5,000 to 10,000 on the market 
per year. 

But so far they only have 
about 30 owners. One of them is 
a VFW post in South Boston. 
One is the board room at 
Channel 2. One is an ad agency. 
Ten belong to bars in Rhode 
Island (a mad spree of 
competition was touched off 
when one bar in Carnston, R.L., 
bought a VideoBeam). One is in 
Studley’s, a bar on Kirkland 
Street near Savenor’s on the 
Cambridge/Somerville line. One 
is in the Boston Club. One is in a 
place called Kaplan’s on Sea 
Street on Houghes Neck in 
Quincy. Nine are owned by 
ordinary folks like you and me.

Norm Soucy and his wife 
Gerry live on a modest tree-lined 
street in Lynn. He’s 36 and 
recently went into business for 
himself in machine engineering. 

He had never watched much 
television — maybg an hour’s 
worth every. two weeks, he says.

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Fair Trading — Why It Exists

If you have done any shopping 
for a high fidelity component 
system lately, you may have 
noticed that certain products 
are sold for the same price at 
every store. And if you ask the 
salesperson, “‘Can’t you do any 
better?”, he looks at you with a 
rueful smile and replies, “I’m 
sorry, I can’t go any lower; the 
equipment you picked is Fair 
Traded.” 

Just what exactly is this 
monster, which prevents the age 
old process of haggling; this Fair 
Trade? To answer that question 
the best place to start is the 
historic origins of the Fair Trade 
Laws 


Back in the late 1920’s and 


early 1930’s the nature of retail 
selling was changing in America. 
At this time, there began to 
emerge a new type of store; the 
chain store. The members of 
these chains banded together 


To combat the demise of the 
independents, manufacturers 
and small retailers joined 
together to push for the passage 
of the Fair Trade Laws, or the 
Resale Price Maintenance Acts 
as they are officially known. 
Their efforts were rewarded by 
the passage, in 1937, of the 
Miller-Tydings Act, which gave 
Federal sanction to state 
attempts at allowing 
manufacturers to establish 
minimum resale (or retail) 
prices. 

Since 1937 various attempts 
have been made to declare the 
Fair Trade Laws invalid, and 
some have proved successful. At 
one time almost all states had 
such legislation on the books, 
now less than half maintain Fair 
Trade. Most recently a number 
of states, Massachusetts 
included, have freed non -signers 
of Fair Trade agreements from 


competition were to force prices 
too low, wholesalers would be 
driven out of the chain of 
supply, causing longer waits for 
delivery. The legitimate retailer 
is protected from others who 
might draw customers in with a 
low price on a nationally 
advertised brand, then switch 
them to some other product with 
higher profit possibilities. The 
manufacturer benefits because 
retailers are not afraid to carry 
his line, secure in the knowledge 
that no other dealer can sell the 
same merchandise for a lower 
price. Also in theory, the 
customer is the one who loses 
because he can’t get a lower 
price. Theory, as we all know, is 
not practice and in the real 
world things work ou 

differently. 

At this point, you are more 
than likely scratching your head 
and thinking, “What does all 


parts and supplies for 
construction projects, these 
early audiophiles were used to 
getting a substantial discount on 
the inflated list prices that are 
still part of the electronics parts 
industry. 

At that time, the parts store 
could sell, let’s say a 50,000 ohm 
wire-wound potentiometer for 
20 percent off the list price and 
still maintain a 40 percent gross 
profit margin. Gross margin is 
the difference between the cost 
of goods sold’ and the selling 
price. 

These tinkerers expected the 
same sort of treatment when 
they purchased ready made 
components from the audio 
shop. Unfortunately, hi-fi 
manufacturers did not give 
dealers the kind of profit 
structure found in the parts 


. industry and if goods were sold 


at a 20 percent discount, the 
dealer would soon be out of 


system. Under the Mclntosh 
type of maintenance, a retailer 
agrees to sell a product at a 
specified price as a pre- 
condition to becoming a 
franchised dealer. This 
agreement is outside the Fair 
Trade laws and is not affected 
by any changes in them. The 
dealer is encouraged to sell only 
at the list price by a relatively 
low margin of profit — anywhere 
from to 10-15 percent lower than 
the rest of the industry. 

How then does all this affect 
you, Mr. or Mrs. or Ms. Hi-Fi 
Customer? To answer let us 
weigh the advantages and 
disadvantages of Fair Trade in 
the audio marketplace.

Anyone who does not shop 
around to get the lowest quote is 
foolish. Generally, you'll find

However in 
comparing prices one must 
compare on the basis of the 
same equipment. Many times 
this will be impossible. Fair 
Traded goods are not usually 
available from, these types of 


stores because manufacturers. 


will not let them carry the 
product. I said usually not 
available, I will explain further 
in a few moments. The 
unavailability of Fair Traded 
goods from discounters brings us 
to the next area of examination; 
Service. 

Service in the audio business 
takes many forms besides fixing 
your system when it breaks 
down. There are many aspects of 
service both before and after 
your purchase. 

To help you select the 
component system best suited to 
your needs the audio dealer who 
carries primarily Fair Traded 
goods maintains extensive 
display facilities and employs 
knowledgeable, helpful 
salespersons. Many of these 
sales staffs undergo intensive 
training and some are members 
of the Society of Audio 
Consultants. Without the aid of 
display and sales staff, selecting 
a system or component is like 
trying to match a pair of socks in 
pre-dawn darkness. A catalog or 
a warehouse can’t give you 
pertinent information as to 
specifications, reliability, and 
frequency of repair; legitimate 
audio salon can. 

Once you’ve selected your. 
system there are other needs for 
service. Suppose.you get home 
and are totally baffled by the 
instructions for setting the 
system up. If you made your 
purchase from Sam’s Shlock 
Shop Stereo about the best you 
can hope for, in terms of 
assistance, is a not-too-clear, 
hasty explanation over the 
phone. A phone call to a shop 
which deals in Fair Traded 
goods will usually result in 
arrangements being made for a 
technician or salesman to come 
to your home and set up your 
purchase, almost always for free. 

If, after you set your system up, 
something goes wrong within a 
reasonable time or you just are 
not happy with the sound, a 
dealer who sells Fair Traded 
goods will make exchanges at no 
charge. The system or 
component you purchase from a 
catalog comes only with a 
manufacturer’s warantee. You’ll 
be told to use it. 

Speakers are the most difficult 
part of a system to select. 
Despite extensive comparisons 
and careful listening, a 
recommended speaker 
sometimes just does not work

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Audiophilia: the Road Hifi Heaven

I know what you bought. Let’s 
see, a Japanese receiver that 
retails for between $200 and 
$300; a British turntable with a 
pre-mounted cartridge and a 
cueing lever you’re still not used 
to using; your speakers are 
probably locally-made (Why 
not? They’re among the best.) or 
house brand (Oh well, you had 
to start somewhere.) and list for 
anywhere between $50 and $125 
each. You got a good package 
price, the salesperson even 
threw in a record cleaner and/or 
a pair of headphones. Some of 
your friends are impressed, 
others envious. Most important, 
you have that warm, self- 
satisfied notion that you’ve 
made the big move from lo-fi to 
hi-fi. Rest assured that you’ve 
taken that all important step, 
however, don’t stop in mid- 
stream. 

As great as is the gap between 
lo-fi and hi-fi, the chasm 
between casual hi-fi (what you 
own) and audiophilia is even 
greater. Doubling your 
investment from $150 to $300 
takes you out of the appliance 
store and into the hi-fi specialty 
shop. Yet an investment of at 
least $1200 is required for 
acknowledgement as an 
audiophile. Many audiophiles, 
in fact, won’t quiver at drafting 
a check for five to ten times that 
amount. Most audiophiles and 
audiophiles-to-be prefer (or are 
forced) to lay out this 
investment in steps. After five 
years of watching audiophiles 
and their curious ways, I feel 
confident in outlining these 
steps. 

First, some groundwork. Just 
what the hell is an audiophile? 
He (and they are almost all 
“he’s” in spite of the fact that 
women have definitely better 
hearing) is an audio enthusiast, 
a hi-fi nut, a person to which 
attaining the most accurate 
reproduction of sound is a 
hobby. The audiophile usually, 
though not manditorially, loves 
music as well. Yet some hate 
music — they just love sound. 
An audiophile owns a battery of 
' test records, subscribes to at 
least three stereo magazines, 
listens to ‘‘Shop Talk’’ on 
WBUR every Saturday morning 
(But for the life of me, I can’t 
understand why.), and would 
skip the rent in order to 
purchase the latest advance in 
stereo cartridges. An audiophile 
is always talking about 
“dynamic range,” “damping 
factors’’ and ‘‘transient 
response”’ even if he’s not sure 
what they mean. The typical 
audiophile knows at least one 
salesperson in every store by 
name and shows no allegiance to 
any one of them. His favorite 
three words are ‘“What’s my 
price?” yet he’d pay thrice list 
price for an item he “had” to 
have. Are you sure you want to 
become an audiophile? 

Ya do, huh? Q.K. Let’s get 
back to your present system. It 
sounds fine, right? Wrong, and 
you know it. Even when you first 
shopped for it there were 
speakers that sounded better 
than yours and you might have 
bought them could you have 
afforded them. We’ll start with 
speakers because therein lie the 
most audibly perceptible 
differences. 

Even casual hi-fi owners 
change speakers at least once. 
Many make the often times sad 
mistake of stepping up to 
physically bigger models as it is 
typical of the American middle- 
class to equate “big’’ with 
“good.” Tain’t always so with 
loudspeakers. Think about it — 
any clown can put some cheap 
drivers (speakers) into a big 
piece of furniture but it takes 
near genius to develop a design 
for acoustic reproduction that 
employs no size criteria. 
Another misconception 


surrounds the number of drivers 
in the box. For example, a six- 
way (six speakers, each handling 
a different portion of the audio 
spectrum) could sound inferior 
to a well-designed and 
comparatively simple two or 
three-way system. Judge by 
sound, not size, quantity or 
salesperson rhetoric. One last 
note on speaker advice for the 
audiophile-in-training: resist 
the temptation for that second 
set of speakers for the bedroom, 
bath or veranda. A true 
audiophile works towards 
obtaining one outstanding 
reproduction system, not two or 
more mediocre (or worse) ones. 
In your hunt for a better 
speaker you doubtlessly heard 
one or two models that you liked 
and could even afford to buy yet 
they were denied to you because 
your present receiver lacked 
sufficient power. Welcome to the 
internationally famous 
“audiophile power gap.”’ Come 
now, you knew you wouldn't 
keep that receiver forever. 
Minimum requirement for 
true audiophile status is a top-of- 
the-line receiver by just about 
any foreign or domestic 
manufacturer. Avoid those 
interim stops — step right up 
and show some class. A top-shelf 


receiver will set you back at 
least $600 less your trade-in and 
should provide you with at least 
60 watts RMS per channel, both 
channels driven into eight ohms, 
across the entire audio spectrum 
(not just the middle), with % 
percent or less total harmonic 
distortion (THD). In short, 


that’s the most demanding 


power measurement; anything 
less than this mouthful is hype, 
not watts. Sixty watts is enough 
to drive nearly every speaker in 
the stereo marketplace and 
certainly enough to get you 
evicted. Now you have no 
boundaries in speaker choice, 
right? Sort of. But next, on to 
turntables and cartridges. 
You’ve come a long way from 
placing a nickel on the tone arm 
to “fix’’ a skipping record. No 
longer do you flip your ‘“‘needle”’ 
from LP’s to 78’s. You’ve even 
taught your roommate how to 
use the cue control and you keep 
the dustcover on most of the 
time. Nevertheless, if you’re still 


‘in possession of a British 


turntable en plastic base cum 
pre-mounted cartridge you’ve 
still a long ways to go. By all 
means stay in Europe for your 
next turntable but, in 
accordance with audiophile 
concensus, cross the Channel to 


the Continent. 

Ah, Deutschland! In addition 
to making wars, the Germans 
make turntables — perhaps the 
best in the world. Yet the 
plummeting dollar and rising 
mark have made German 
turntables (and Volkswagens) 
quite expensive and mere

entrance into audiophilia. For 
example, in 1967 the top-of-the- 
line Dual (the model 1019, a 
classic to all who’ve known it) 
could be had for $130. Today, by 
comparison, Dual’s least 
expensive model is $120; its 
most elaborate, $350. 

Admittance to the audiophile 
kingdom requires the possession 
of nothing less than a $200 
German automatic turntable or 
a $180 European manual 
turntable. Avoid, once again, all 
interim (andnon-European) 
steps. Into your Continental 
beauty, install no less than a $70 
imported or domestic cartridge 
and place it in a solid walnut 
base. 

Gone now is the basic system 
you once thought was oh-so- 
nifty. You now own a top-shelf 
Japanese receiver; a pair of 
American, probably New 
England (maybe West Coast), 
speakers selling at $125 to $300 
each; and at least $200 worth of 
European turntable. 
Materialistically, you’re an 
audiophile but so is that 
capitalist from Greenwich, 
Connecticut who wanted a 
status symbol and is still.

Q: What is the highest musical 
note ever recorded? By whom?

A: The highest known recorded | 
note was a middle C sharp, sung 
by Captain C.E. Forrester into a 
Sony battery powered portable 
recorder atop Mount Everest, 
29,028 feet above sea level on 
June 8, 1965, in the course of his 
singing a victory song to 
celebrate the ascention of the 
mountain. Sadly, Forrester also

people say it is alright for the 
man to mess around but not the 
woman, saying that such a 
situation cheapens motherhood.

Q: I know that intermodulation 
distortion (IM) is the 
predominant cause of listener 
fatigue. I believe IM is caused by 
nonlinearity, which is to say 
that the shape of a waveform 
coming out of an amplifier is not 


the same as that which went in. 


My question is this. Suppose 60 
Hz note and an 8000-Hz note are 
traveling together inside the 
amplifier. Is it true that they 
will produce at least two 
additional notes, one equal to 
the sum of the original two 
(8060Hz), and the other equal to 
their difference (7940Hz)? — 
M.R., Cambridge.

Q: I suspect that my turntable is 
off, that is, that it turns at a_ 
speed that is not correct. How do 
I check it without taking it toa 
repairman?

A: If a turntable rotates at a 
speed you suspect is not correct 
you can check it easily with a 
stroboscopic disc. These discs 
are usually made of paper but 
vary in size and markings. Some 
use dots and others use short 
bars. Place the disc, which can 
be obtained from your local 
parts: person, on the turntable 
and illuminate it with an 
incandescant or fluorescent light 
or with a 2-watt neon lamp. The 
dots or bars on the disc appear 
to be stationary if the turntable 
is revolving at the correct speed. 
If the movement of the dots in a 
clockwise direction is obtained, 
the turntable is rotating too fast. 
If a counterclockwise movement 
is obtained the turntable is 
rotating too slowly.

Huffman, sales manager for the 
Warner/Elektra/Atlantic Boston 
branch office. “Marshall Tucker 
and another Capricorn act, Wet 
Willie, became more than just a 
name when they appeared with 
the Allman Brothers on TV. 
These.shows don’t have the 
impact of a live concert, but a 
TV appearance is often as 
important in breaking a group as 
a single getting AM radio 
airplay.” 

Beyond vinyl sales, the 
demand for personal 
appearances by artists often 
increases after a _ televised 
segment. Hank Saroyan, co- 
producer of “In Concert,” said 
that ‘‘Billy Presten’s Los 
Angeles office was flooded with 
requests for concerts after his 
first TV appearances, and 45 
concerts were set.” And even 
before his appearance on “In 
Concert,” Peter Yarrow took his 
segments of the show to a recent 
national college conference, and 
according to Dick Clark, got 90 
new concert dates in response. 

However, Don Law, Boston’s 
pre-eminent concert producer, 
modifies the exuberance of the 
“In Concert” people. “I can’t 
think of any major new acts that 
have come out of television’s 
rock programs. In fact, some 
performers may have even 
harmed their reputations by 
giving inferior performances.” 

He cites the Rolling Stones 
appearance on the debut “Don 
Kirshner Rock Concert.’’ 
“People were amazed how bad 
the Stones were. Actually, very 
few acts come across well, and 
the English groups have been 
wary of making TV 
appearances. I think acoustic 
acts tend to come across best... 
in a harder category, Edgar 
Winter was helped by his 
television performances.” 

But Law sees the programs as 
not very helpful to the acts, 
especially “now that there are a 
glut of shows, some performers 
hurt themselves by repeating 
their act or their material and 
overexposing themselves in a 
short period of time.” 

As for major artists appearing 
on the shows, Clark says, “Sure 
we’d love to do Ringo Starr. But 
it’s useless to call him; he’ll call 
us when he wants to do a show.” 
Saroyan, meanwhile, believes 
that should an artist of the Bob 
Dylan or Elton John stature 
want to become involved in 
television, it would probably be 
a prime time rock special. Clark 
did mention that among the 
Boston Garden variety of groups 
set for near-future ‘‘In 
Concert” shows are Emerson, 
Lake and Palmer, Deep Purple 
and Black Sabbath. 

ABC-TV, which produces half 
of the “In Concert’’ shows 
independent of *Clark, will 
present several of the 
aforementioned groups as well 
as Eagles, Seals and Crofts, 
Black Oak Arkansas and others 
124nour “California Jam” 
on April 6th. This live event, for 
which up to 200,000 tickets will 
-be sold, marks ABC’s first 
venture in live concert 
promotions and also will be 
filmed for several “In Concert” 
presentations. 

Clark also mentions the 
concept shows upcoming, 
including Three Dog Night in a 
circus motif and a tribute to 
Chuck Berry. This form of what 
he calls ‘*gradual 
experimentation” made itself 
evident on the ‘Midnight 
Special’s Bowie-1984” and on 
Kirshner’s “Jim Croce, 1943- 
1973.”’ Such variations may 
prove to be the basic alteration 

to “In Concert’s” current main 
which is simply 
putting acts on stage and letting 
uhem perform. Hank Saroyan 
predicts the blending of name 


acts with thematic approaches 
because “‘you can do the greatest 
concept in the world, but you 
need the known-name performer 
to attract a mass audience.”

confusing watts and yachts. 
You’re smarter than him, you 
know more about sound — prove 
it! 

Psychologically and 
metaphysically you’re no more 
than a dummy who spent lots of 
money on hi-fi equipment. You 
must draw the line that 
separates pseudo-audiophiles 
(like that Greenwich chap) from 
the authentics. First, buy a test 
record or two (the Shure track- 
ability record and “sessions” by 
JBL are two of the best), get a 
subscription to The Stereophile, 


and start mouthing off about ~ 


things like “mid-bass peaks,” 
“intermodulation distortion,” 
and ‘‘Julian Hirsch’s 
objectivity’’ (none of these 
things mean much but they 
sound impressive). 

Now, put on the test records 
one at a time. Do the “silent 
grooves” on the Shure record 
uncover turntable rumble? Can 
you honestly feel the rosin on the 
“bowed bass’ passage on the 
JBL record? Next, turn up the 
receiver’s volume as loud as you 
can tolerate. Do you hear 
distortion? If the answers to any 
or all of these questions are 
“yes,”’ ask yourself one more — 
_ Does it all bother you? Should 
you reply in the affirmative to 


the final query, congratulations. - 


components. The first signifies a 
turntable problem, the second a 
speaker malady, the third yet 
another power gap. 

Let’s tackle power first. Power 
is much more than loud; a Yogi- 
Bear portable can play music 
loudly. You, as an audiophile, 
are seeking loudness but not at 
the expense of accuracy and 
clarity. Your new speakers are 
probably capable of handling 
more power than your new 
receiver is capable of delivering. 
The distortion you’re hearing is 
not the fault of the speakers; 
rather it is the fault of the 
receiver. -Your receiver is 
clipping, a fancy audio term for 
straining. The same is true but 


‘less noticeable at low volumes, 


thusly, your speakers would 
sound better at any volume if 
you had more power. Once 
you’ve come to realize this, you 
are out of the receiver (any 
receiver) class forever. It’s time 
to step into the big league of 
separate power components, i.e., 
three components in place of 
your single piece. A receiver is a 
combination power amplifier, 
pre-amplifier and tuner. As an 


audiophile, you'll settle for 


nothing less than all three each 
as separate entities. Reflect a 
moment’ — you bought 
components in the first place 
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- because they offered you — Power. Say it again — power. 


flexibility, right? The more 
components, the more flexibility 


‘they offer — not to mention 


sound. 

Dispose of your tuner 
problem first. Here you can 
settle relatively cheaply as FM 
tuners reach a point of 
diminishing returns more 


rapidly than any other 


component... This is not FM’s 
fault, per se; the blame lies with 
every FM radio station in 
varying degrees. Né FM station 
broadcasts its signal anywhere 
near the specifications of a high- 
end tuner. If it did, its signal 
would be heard no further than 
Lynn and then only with the 
wind at its back. And if that 
were the case, the radio station 
would have no commercials and 
there would be no FM radio. 
(God bless .free enterprise.) 
Therefore, spend no more than 
$250 on an FM tuner or you'll 
become the owner of a useless 
wonder. 


The pre-amp is at least second 


in importance -and it 
outdistances the tuner by 


_ kilometers. The pre-amp is your 


instrument panel — everything 
goes in and out of it and you 
control everything from it. Look 
for a model with the utmost in 
flexibility and clarity. In other 
words, find the model with the 
most inputs and outputs as well 
as the best specifications. Also, 
plan to spend between $350 and 
$800.

° audiophiles like to experiment 


with the many new speaker 
designs. Every year at least a 
dozen “breakthroughs” occur in 
loudspeaker technology and of 
late, their inventors have not felt 
bound to the conventional 
rectagular box. Wander around 
Boston’s hi-fi shops and you'll 
discover speakers seven feet tall, 
others nine feet wide and one 
inch thick, some shaped like 
pyramids or spheres and 
probably one shaped like your 
old Aunt Agnes. You could 
easily spend $6000 to $8000 on 
speakers alone. However, the 
criterion for choosing speakers 
never changes. Just trust your 
ears and not an overzealous 
salesperson. You’re a pro now, 
remember? 
Turntables need detain us 
little. Save tuners, this 
component reaches the quickest 
point of diminishing return. 
Audiophiles appear to be 
shifting from beit-driven jobs to 
flashier direct-drive models. At 
present direct-drive is state-of- 
the-art in turntable design; it is 
also the most expensive. A direct- 
drive with a premiere cartridge 
should run you no more than 


So, audiophile, there’s your 
system — the’ finest around. 
You’re finished, right? Wrong, 
you’re never finished. You'll 
constantly scan hi-fi magazines 
and stores for new products or 
good used buys. And what about 
tape? For starters, cassettes are 
out and eight-track even further 
out. This will always be so in the 
audiophile’s mind and the 
reasoning is simple and 
accurate. Every advance to 
improve ‘“‘consumer-tape” can 
be applied to the already vastly 
superior open-reel machines. 
Cassettes and eight-tracks can 
never catch up due to 
limitations (speed and tape 
width) in their design. 

Open-reel fanatics fall into” 
two distinct catagories — 
creators and recreators. Creators 
want to make their own music 
and musical variations and as 
such they are not necessarily 
audiophiles. A creator dreams of 
a million dollar recording studio 
with an array of mixers and 
microphones alone that are 
worth more than the entire 
audiophile system we just 
created. 

The recreator, on the other 
hand, is an audiophile — one of 
very special variety. He is 
interested merely in recreating 
music that has already been 
recorded. However, music 
always loses something the 
second time around and this is 
the malady of the recreative 
audiophile. He’ll try every new 
blank tape formulation on the 
market, go the great expense to 
re-bias his $2000 plus machine 
for the tape he likes best, and 
even spend another $1000 if need 
be on an “add-on” gadget to 
reduce noise or cure his other 
numerous woes. 

Noise reduction systems, 
dynamic range expanders, 
frequency equalizers, active or 
passive crossovers and other 
“black-box”. devices represent 
still another facet of audiophilia. 
Although it must be noted that 
many self-proclaimed “purists” 
shun such attachments claiming 
that they add more distortion 


Gisewashet system famous still inte the new. 
thing many audiophiles avoid is 
four-channel. They prefer to 
perfect their two-channel 
systems instead. Many have 
gone on record as calling 
quadraphonic sound a 
“gimmick” much to the chagrin 
of a number of audio 
manufacturers. 

There is much more to 
audiophilia than can be 
discussed here. At any rate, you 
now have a rough idea of the 
amounts of devotion and dollars 
becoming an audiophile entails. 
“A waste of time.” you scoff? 
Perhaps, but audio is a hobby, 
an engrossing hobby and a 
fascinating hobby. And for my 
money, it beats the hell out of 
collecting stamps.

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How Buy and Evaluate Amplifiers 


By Dick Pierce and Rich Malesweski 


Amplifiers are reputed to be 


. the “inaudible” part of the 


reproducing chain. Presumably, 
the amplifier takes the low level 
signal from the source 
(turntable, tape deck, etc.), and 
boosts it to a high enough level 
to drive a loudspeaker. All high 
quality units are supposed to be 
able to perform this function 
with a minimum of noise, 


Armed with such advice, most 
consumers set out to buy. an 
amplifier with the following 
criteria: 

1. The most power they can buy 
for the dollar. 

2. Minimal distortion at full 
power. 

The first criterion stems from 
the assumption that an 
amplifier of, say, 100 watts 


distortion and coloration. output will play considerably-

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The suggestion that 
amplifiers do sound different 
usually raises eyebrows in all 
but the “lunatic fringe” of 
Audiophilia. Indeed, at least one 
amplifier designer and many 
consumer journals have 
suggested that, given two 
amplifiers of similar power and 
similar (presumably low) 
distortion at full power, there 
should be no audible difference 
between the two units. 


louder than one rated at only 60 
watts. The second, from the 
assumption that the distortion is 
at it’s worst at full power, and 
will decrease with reduced 
power. 

As we will see, these 
assumptions are not necessarily 
valid, and there are other, more 
important points to consider. 
Some of these points are: 

1. Distortior® at lower power 
levels. 


2. The stability of an amplifier 
when driving loudspeakers 
instead of resistive test loads. 
3. The ‘tclipping’’ 
characteristics of the amplifier. - 
4. The exact nature of the 
distortion present, often more 
important than the distortion 
levels themselves. 

First, let’s consider the 
biggest myth of all. 
The Big Power Myth 


Before we proceed any 
further, let’s discuss a point 
about how you hear. It has been 
well documented for many years 
that the ear does not hear on a 
linear basis, but rather, 
logarithmically. In other words 
the ear interprets a doubling of 


- sound level as a barely audible 


difference, no matter how loud 
you start out. And you require 
ten times the acoustic power 
level to perceive a subjective 
doubling of sound. This 
phenomenon enables the ear to 
cope with a total dynamic range 
of over a trillion to one in power 
without overload. 

So keep in mind that a 200 
watt amplifier will play just 
barely louder than a 100 watt 
unit of identical design. And the 
difference between 45 watts and 
60 watts is quite inaudible (yes, 
inaudible!). You need FIVE 
HUNDRED WATTS for a 
subjective doubling in volume 
over fifty watts. So this “Big 
Power” thing can quickly get out 
of hand (not to mention your 


speakers, which might get very . 


upset). 

One point often made in favor 
of high power amplifiers is that 
they exhibit less distortion at 
medium and low power levels 
than one which is rated for less 
power. This is so, it is argued, 


because the bigger amplifier is 
just ‘‘coasting’’ along. To 
illustrate the fallacy here, we’ll 
compare the distortion versus 
power characteristics of several 
samples of two commercially 
available power amplifiers. The 
first, we'll call Amplifier “A’’, is 
a popular high power unit 
boasting “400 watts for 500 
dollars.”” The ‘second, Amplifier 
“B”, is rated at 180 watts total 
for 450 dollars. Both are rated at 
less than .1 percent total 
harmonic distortion from 1 watt 
to rated output. If we went no 
further, it would seem foolish to 
buy Amplifier “B” because that 
would cost us $2.50 a watt, 
whereas Amplifier “A” would 
cost us only $1.25 a watt. Then 
Amplifier “A” is obviously the 
better bargain, right? And it will 
also play much louder. Not so! 
(Remember those non-linear 
ears you have.) 

In figure 1, we have plotted 
harmonic distortion vs. power of 
both amplifiers down to 1/100 of 
a watt. It can be seen that at 


medium power levels (5 to 80. 


watts) both amplifiers are 
similar, while at low levels (less 
than 5 watts) the distortion in 
Amplifier “A” climbs rather 
quickly, and that of Amplifier 
“B” remains very low. 

_ It is sad to point out here that 
average listening levels are at 
power levels much below 5 
watts, so 200 watts of power at 
low distortion is pretty useless if 
the amp has high distortion 
where you use it 90 percent of 
the time. The point is this, 
almost anybody can design an 
amplifier with low (.1 percent or 
less) distortion at high power. 
The real trick is to keep the 
distortion low at low levels. Very 
few amplifiers are good in this 


respect, and you'll notice that 
most amplifiers give their 
distortion specifications from 1 
watt to rated output. Don’t 
assume that as power drops, so 
does distortion, because it just is 
not always so. 

The reason Amplifier “A” has 
this rising distortion 
characteristic is a particular 
fault attributable to the design 


philosophy of this and 


(unfortunately) many other 
amps. Several parameters must 
be juggled when designing an 
amplifier, the most important at 
the moment being power output, 
efficiency, distortion, size, 
weight and cost. 

If one is looking for an 
amplifier which gives maximum 
power at minimum cost, 
maximum circuit efficiency is 
required. This also leads to 
smaller weight. One way of 
achieving higher efficiency is by 
biasing the output stages of the 
amplifier so that they are 
drawing no power when no 
signal is present. This leads*to a 
“Class” of amplifier operation 
known as Class B. Each half of 
the push pull output stage 
handles exactly half of the total 


signal. If done right, the 


designer can realize more than 
78 percent efficiency. In other 


words, for every 100 watts . 


consumed by the amplifier, 78 of 
those reach the speakers, 
meaning, among other things, 
less power is dissipated in the 
output stages of the amplifier, 
and a smaller power supply is 
needed for a given total power. 

A problem arises if the two 
halves of the signal are not 
exactly matched. (See Fig. 2.) 
This leads to what is called 
crossover distortion, because it 

Please turn to page 18 
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occurs at the crossover point 
between the negative and 
positive half of the signal. The 
magnitude of this error is 
independent of signal level, but 
increases in proportion as the 
signal level decreases giving rise 
to the phenomenon of rising 
distortion with lowering power. 
The. type of distortion produced 
is of a rather obnoxious 
character, as we will see later. 
Amplifier “B” is, on the other 
hand, biased so that there is 
some power being drawn even 
when no signal is present. This 
has the disadvantage in that it 
produces a circuit of lower 
efficiency than Amplifier “A”, 
placing greater demands on the 
power supply, since maximum 
efficiency can be no greater than 
50 percent, and is usually less. 
But a distinct advantage is 
gained in that each half of the 
push pull output is now 
handling most of the signal, 
blending the two halves together 
smoothly at the output. And at 
lowgpowers, the amplifier can be 
designed so that the outputs are 
working all the time, 
eliminating all possibility of 
“‘crossover distortion’”’. 


If we explore what an 


amplifier is doing when it 
generates crossover distortion, 
some interesting facts arise. The 
amplifier generates whole 
number ‘multiples of the input 
signal, specifically 5, 7, 9, 11, ..., 
in other words, odd multiples. 
The higher of these “harmonics” 
do not correspond to any notes 
in the musical scale, producing a 
very displeasing, dissonant 
quality to the music, giving it a 
“hard” and “brittle” character. 
It has been demonstrated as far 
back ‘as the latter half of the 
19th century that this type of 


harmonic structure is very easy 
for the ear to detect, even when 
present in what may seem to be 
minuscule amounts. 
The types of distortion 
produced by Amplifier “B” are 
only 2 and 3 times the input 
signal, corresponding to the 
octave and the pure fifth above 
the octave, both of which are 
pleasing to the ear and hence 
subjectively unobtrusive. 


A problem arises when it 
comes time for you to select an 
amplifier, because most 
manufacturers will not supply 
you with a breakdown of the 
distortion content of their 
amplifiers (if they did, many 
would not sell). The best way 
seems to be to examine the 
waveform of the distortion 
residual. This is what’s left over 
when you remove the 
fundamental signal. What you 
have left is what the amplifier is 
adding. The waveform should be 
smooth, and free from sharp 
“spikes”, as seen in Fig. 3. Fig. 4 
is the distortion residual of an 
amplifier with high amounts of 
crossover distortion (note the 
very sharp spikes occuring when 
the signal is passing through 
zero volts). We realize that most 
manufacturers do not specify 
these parameters, but the dealer 
should be in a position to supply 
this data. 

Indeed, it appears now that 
the only advantage of Amplifier 
“A” is that it will play slightly 
louder. But, this is a difference 
which is barely perceptible. 
Stability, Bandwidth and 
Clipping 

Another set of parameters of 
importance is how stable an 
amplifier is into realistic loads, 
how wide or narrow its 
bandwidth is, and how well it 
clips. 

This may come as a shock to 
many people (among them 
amplifier designers) but the 
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very strongly on what its 
bandwidth is. Unless very 
special care is taken by the de- 
signer, the higher the upper 
frequency cutoff point is, the 
less stable the amplifier is. This 
is not to say that all wide band 
amplifiers are less stable than 
all narrow band amplifiers. 
Indeed, we have tested narrow 
band amplifiers that are 
extremely unstable. Why, you 
might ask, would anyone design 
an‘unstable amplifier to begin 
with? Probably because they did 
not bother testing the amplifier 
under realistic conditions (as 
‘opposed to laboratory 
conditions). 

Most amplifiers are designed 
with resistors as the load, a 
situation far from reality. 
Resistors are totally passive 
devices, absorbing all the power 
fed to them and dissipating it as 
heat. Speakers are not resistive 


because their impedance is 
wildly changing. One very 
popular speaker, while rated at 8 
Ohms nominal impedance, 


varies from over 25 Ohms at 


between 40 and 50 Hertz, to a 
low of 3 Ohms, at about 3000 
Hertz. A load which changes its 
impedance, even slightly, 
presents what is called a 
reactive load to the amplifier. 
The load then has phase shift, 
which “reacts” when power is 
fed to it, reflecting some or all of 
the power right back to the 
amplifier. 

This reflected power, with its 
phase shift, is combined with 
the phase shift already present 
in the amplifier. Remembering 
that most amplifiers use 
negative (180 degrees out of 
phase) feedback to control 
instability and distortion, it can 
be seen that if the total phase 
shift introduced by the load and 


the amplifier add up to 180 
degrees at one particular 
frequency, then the amplifier 
has positive feedback at that 
frequency. Amplifiers with 
positive feedback are unstable 
to the point that they oscillate 
uncontrollably. 


One good way to judge the 
stability of an amplifier is to 
look at the square wave response 
of the amp into a reactive load 
(say, a 2 microfarad capacitor in 
parallel with an 8 Ohm resistor). 
Evidence of ringing on the top of 
the square wave is a sure sign of 
instability. A very stable 
amplifier will exhibit no more 
than one or two cycles of ringing. 
(See Fig. 5.) Anything more 
indicates the amplifier is grossly 
unstable (Fig 6). This difference 
in stability is also quite audible. 
Amplifiers that tend to ring into 


‘realistic loads (not resistors) 


tend to sound very edgy and 
“strident”. Another point is that 
under certain conditions, an 
unstable amplifier can destroy 
itself and/or the speakers 
connected to it. Unstable means 
just that; UNSTABLE! 


Clipping describes what 
happens to an amplifier when it 
has reached its maximum power 
output point, and can’ go no 
further, distorting the signal in 
the process. It is of course, 
inevitable in any amplifier, so 
we must live with it. The unit in 
question, however, should do it 
as cleanly as possible, affecting 
both positive and negative 
halves of the wave form 
simultaneously and identically 
(See Fig. 7). If it does, then this 
effect will be relatively 
inaudible compared to an 
amplifier which does not clip 
correctly (which most don’t), or 
becomes very unstable at 
clipping. A point to remember is 
that an amplifier which clips 
well at 100 watts will sound_

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subjectively louder than a 200- 


watt unit which clips unevenly. 
Preamp Sections 

The preamp is the section of 
the system which boosts the 
level of the source signal to a 
point which can be handled by 
the power amp section. It may 
come as part of an integrated 
amplifier or receiver, or as a 
separate unit. It tells the power 
amp, in effect, what to do. If it 
feeds a noisy or distorted signal 
to the amp, you will have 
nothing more than a powerful, 
noisy and distorted signal. 
Preamps are, in some ways, 
more complex than power amps, 
and we just do not have room to 
discuss many of the important 
points. There are, however, 
some things which many people 
tend to overlook that effect very 
strongly the audible 
performance of preamps. 

A very seldom talked about, 
but very important parameter in 
preamps is phono overload. This 
is the point, measured in 
millivolts, where the input 
stages of the phono preamp are 
overloaded by the signal from 
the cartridge. It is independent 
of volume control setting, 
meaning it just will not go away 
when you turn the volume 
control down. 

Why this is so important can 
best be illustrated by research 
done by, among other people, 
Shure Bros., Inc. They 
measured records having 
modulation velocities in excess 
of 90 centimeters per second. 
Now, given that most cartridges 
have a sensitivity of around 1 
mV/cm/sec, then it is easy to see 
that one needs an overload 
capability of at least 90 mV at 1 
Khz. Because of the 
equalization necessary in 


_ preamps, you find that the 


overload capability decreases at 
low frequencies, and increases at 
higher ones. It is interesting to

shows (both carried by WBZ- 
TV). 

“But it seems that advertisers 
aren’t screaming that heavily for 
simulcasting,” Smidt reports, 
“and the talent on these shows 
-would also request a national 
radio fee in addition to TV 
payment. The producers just 
don’t want to invest that extra 
amount.” 

However, Tim Montgomery, 
account executive at WBCN- 
FM, says that all advertising 
availabilities for the ‘‘In 
Concert” simulcasts are sold out 
two to three months in advance. 
The rate is $60 for a one minute 
commercial and $48 for a 30 
second ‘spot, rates which are 
‘substantially higher than the 
regular rate card price. 

Montgomery also refers to a 
number of advertisers of hi-fi 
equipment who had never used 
television"before, but purchased 
simulcast commercial time and 
reported excellent sales. 

However, there have been 

flaws in the presentation of 
these simulcast spots, when one 
commercial is running on TV 
and another on radio. In one 
instance, Audio Components 
appeared on television while the 
merits of Tech Hi-Fi were 
simultaneously discussed on 
WBCN. And while Montgomery 
claims such blunders are 
history, earlier this month, 
Schlitz Beer was being peddled 
on Channel 5 while Costo Do Sol 
was being poured in the 
collective ears of the WBCN 
listeners. 


Bruce Weissman, executive 
wizard of Audio Components/ 
Atlantis Sound, explains that 
last year, stereo equipment 
purchases may have been made 
after the buyer was inspired by 
rock concert listening “‘hut this 
year, it’s just another TV show. 
But we do sell a lot of Sony color 
televisions to people who claim 
that the only TV they watch are 
the rock shows.” 
~Sandy Bloomberg of Tweeter 
Etc. doesn’t think the rock 
shows are as important as when 
they began, and he indicates 
that ideally, WGBH-TV 
(Channel 2) and WCRB-FM will 
get together to simulcast more 
performances of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. 

WBCN is also looking to 
WGBH-TV to localize its 
simulcasts. As Norm Weiner 
emphasizes, ‘““We want to make 
these shows more significant to 
our audience.” A recent example 
of this Boston orientation with 
WGBH-TV was the Bonnie 
Bramlett-James Montgomery 
Band simulcast of a 
Performance Center 
appearance. The 90-minute 
presentation was made in prime 
time and without commercial 
interruptions. 


The radio station would also 


like to work more closely with 
WCVB, as Channel 5 moves 
toward more locally produced 
music programs. Pete Twadell, 
WCVB’s program manager, 
mentions that “frankly, I don’t 
think that ‘In Concert’ has been 
produced as well since Dick 
Clark took over from Don 
Kirshner. The production hasn’t 
been as zappy, and also, the 
novelty factor is wearing off, and 


I think it’s 
trying to do more on our own.” 
WCVB would eventually like to 
have its minority program, 
“Third World,” simulcast in 
stereo. 

WCVB bought $6,000 worth of 
additional equipment to 
participate in the “In Concert” 
simulcasts and would now like 
to acquire $35,000 more. As 
Twadell says, ““We’re looking to 
enter a whole new area in 
equipment which emphasizes 
and shows our great concern 
with sound.” 


Locally, “In Concert’s” latest 
ARB rating is four, which 
translates into a 21 percent 
share of the viewing audience in 
its Friday night time slot. Thus, 
advertisers are paying a Boston 
TV rate of $300 for 30 second 
commercials on “In Concert” 
(as compared with $100-$150 
rates for other ABC-TV late 
night shows) to reach more than 
100,000 viewers. WCVB’s Paul 
Rich further emphasizes a 
chronic condition which WBCN 
also has had to explain to 
advertisers in the past; the 
rating services don’t consider or 
count dormitory viewers, and in 
a distinctly collegiate 
population like greater Boston’s, 


the so-called youth-oriented - 


audience is not accurately 
counted. 

To reach its national 
audience, which numbers in the 
millions and has definitely been 
nurtured on sound quality, “In 
Concert’s’’ Hank Saroyan 
explains that “‘a lot of work goes 
into our FM production. We 
record in 16 or 24 track, then go 
into ABC’s Los Angeles studios 
or Wally Heider’s studios and

mix it all down, just as if we 


were com a@ session or 
finalizing a ‘live’ album.” 

This final mix is then sent by 
tape to the participating radio 
stations, where on the night of 
the broadcast, it’s aired in sync 
with the video. Synchronization 
at the local radio level is 
established either by computer, 
manually with a clock, or simply 
by an engineer watching the % 
inch reels of tape. 

“Stereo FM radio is so far 


superior to television in. 


broadcasting music,” Saroyan 
says. ““T'V just lops off the highs 
and lows and squeezes all the 
sounds in the middle. And I 
think people are finally realizing 
this fact; and when they make 
equipment purchases, they 
especially consider improving 
their speaker selection.” 

Responding from a strictly 
sound viewpoint, Sandy Ruby, 
one of the Tech Hi-Fi owners, 
equates rock simulcasts to the 
early broadcasts of color 
television + “in those days, 
you’d watch color even if it was 
only ‘Queen For A Day.’ 

“Sure, I’d like to see five super 
groups each show, but even 
when we’re presented with less, 
I’m pretty grateful for what we 
have. We’re obviously not at a 
point where we can turn on the 


_ set and get a simulcast whenever 


we want.” 

Ruby attributes some 
increased stereo sales to the rock 
simulcasts, but adds that “for 
many people a good system may 
be a long-term investment in 
enjoyment, and with this in 
mind, they are willing to pay a 
little extra at a time when 
they’re traditionally in debt.” 

Like Audio Component’s 
Bruce Weissman, Ruby 
mentions that a good stereo 
system in conjunction with the 
Advent video beam, a $2495, 52- 
inch x 69-inch color television 
screen, would be the most 
impressive demonstration of a 
simulcast rock concert. ‘This 


coupling might be. equal to ._ 
anything you could get*in the » 


outside world of music except 
crowd coritact, and I’m not so 
sure that a 400 pound fan 
dancing on his seat in front of 
me fulfills my idea of an ideal 
live concert.” 

The large- as-life television 
screen is still in extremely 
limited availability, but 


' Advent’s Walt Henry notes that 


by June, a new plant facility will 
be completed which will be 
capable of manufacturing 100 
systems per week. 

“Clearly -this large screen 
makes watching television a 
totally different experience,” 
Henry says. “Currently, there 
are 40 in the Boston area, some 
in private homes and others in 
public places, like bars. At this 
point and in the near future we 
don’t expect to make money on 
the systems; we'll be looking 
more for feedback and 
marketing information about 
how people feel about it.” 

Thus, the nearly total audio- 
visual home component system 
will be available imminently on 
a mass basis. In the interim, we 
lope along with televised music 
programs ensnared in a strange 
time mixture... semi-pre- 
Beatles, semi-futuristic. 

The media have the 
mechanical potential, but mass 
audience strivings too often 
transform good ideas into 
cosmic yawns. Can it be that 
years of desensitization by AM 
radio and the national retreat of 
progressive FM programming 
have left us content to passively 
watch mindless, sexist swine 
like Dr. Hook and his simulated 
spastics pose as alleged 
musicians and host the late- 
night rock shows? 

Are we no further along in our 
desire of musical presentations 
than to stare in partial 
consciousness at seven acts 
moving their collective lips to 
two songs apiece in a 90 minute 
hitless parade? 


Ed Sullivan had the right 
idea. His stony facade may 
never take its place. on 
Rushmore, but he at least knew 
how to create the elements of 
tension, of excitement, and of 
expectancy. As has been said 
before, even the worst television 
sit-com or drama minimally has 
a plot or an element of 
unpredictability. 

The repetitious “Ed Sullivan” 
chant in “Bye Bye Birdie’”’ may 
be his only concrete source of 
recognition in the music biz, but 
he must also be credited for 
single-handedly presenting the 
first great British wave of 
musicians and sustaining the 
interest for years thereafter — 
and here we are a decade later 
with whom — Robert W. 
Morgan, a real gone greeter 
without a heater, and a Kirshner 
Koncert Klown announcer who 
makes amateur night at the 
Brooklyn Fox seem like closing 
night at the Fillmore. 

Solutions to the TV rock 
programming problems may not 
be implemented rapidly, but 
there are basic starting points. 
Make them accessible. Show 
them as people and not just 
fingers and vocal chords 
adorning a stage. Present a 
documentary, a visit at home, a 
conversation. And when they 
concertize, let it be spontaneous 
and not after nine hours of takes 
and simulated enthusiasm and 
“James Brown — Godfather of 
Soul” pre-pared and hopelessly 
obvious network banners. I’d 
take one T.A.M.I. telecast to a 
session of forgettable hit- 
bounders. 

“The Midnight Special” has 
made progress since those 
shameful days of co-hosts Mac 
Davis and Joan Rivers. But 
we're still contending with the 
Wolfman, who is equally on the 
prowl hosting this show, selling 
the U.S. Air Force on WVBF 
and moldy gold on WROR. 
“Don Kirshner’s Rock Concert” 
should concentrate more on 
securing talent of the caliber of 
those initial two lures-in- 
syndicator’s-clothing. So 121 
stations signed up because you 
delivered Jagger and the 
Allmans in back-to-back shows 
— what have you for your 
stations and, more importantly, 
your audiences, since those ‘two 
Sundays last fall? 

We can continue to 
collectively hope because the 
age of accessible hardware and 
software is upon us. And it 
extends beyond the traditional 
television-stereo system 
alignment into such near-future 
areas as video cassettes and 
discs for home hearing and 
viewing and the supposedly 
limitless but recently tarnished 
concept of cable television. 

But why discard the already 
existing channels for bringing 
musicians and their 
performances and personalities 
into the home. The semi- 
successful formulas of televising 
concerts must be abandoned (or 


‘the audience will abandon the 


formulas). The contemporary 
music audience is ready to 
upgrade its tastes and move 
away from the concert- format 
and into the concept program. 

Television, as a voracidus 
medium, will continually 
consume new ideas, grind them 
out for their immediate 
audience attraction, and allow 
imitative programming to 
eatiate a season or two for the 
return of quick Ducks. But as 
each cycle ends, stronger and 
more stimulating programming 
should surface. 

Sadly, some people will 
always take pride in being Softer 
’n’ Drier than others. Similarly, 
the Pepsi Generation will always 
be with us; but as long as its 
immaculately scrubbed 
members are invading our 
homes, let’s be a bit more wary 
of what’s on display. Pepsi may 
rot our teeth and our guts, but it 
needn’t wash over our musicians 
as well.

Continued from page 6————_ 
with your choice. Or sell them at 
a loss and get what you want. 
Most audio salons selling Fair 
Traded gear are willing to take a 
recommended speaker back for 
100 percent credit up to 1 year 
after date of purchase. Even if 
you make a mistake you don’t 
have to live with it. 

There is always the possibility 
that even the finest component 
will break and a dealer who sells 
Fair Traded merchandise is 
usually willing to absorb all 
costs of repair for 2-3 years 
depending on the equipment. 

As you can now see there’s 
more to service than a 
technician and a shop. 

I mentioned earlier that 
sometimes one can find 
generally Fair Traded 
equipment available from 


discounters. If the product is 
discontinued all is well, and 
you'll be getting a good buy. If, 
however, the component is a 
current model; beware! The 
merchandise might not be a 
new, or perhaps even though the 
box is sealed it is a third hand 
piece of goods, purchased from a 
legitimately franchised dealer 
and then sold to you. If such is 
the case, the manufacturer does 
not have to honor his guarantee, 
as it is made only to the original 
owner. 


A third aspect, besides price 
and service is quality. When a 
dealer sells you a non-Fair 
Traded component at less than 
the list price he is in effect 
saying, “Here, take it, it’s not 


‘worth what the manufacturer 


says it should be sold for.” 
Generally he’s right, although 
this is not to say that Fair Trade 
is synonomous with quality. 

In conclusion it is interesting to 
note, that although the Fair 


Trade laws were enacted to 
protect the manufacturer and 
small retailers, they now serve to 
protect the interest of the 


consumer in what has become 
an extremely competitive audio 
marketplace. When buying a 
component system, even 


considering Fair Trade, the old 
adages, “Caveat Empetor,” and 
“You get what you pay for” still 
apply.

nominal speed by 3 per cent up or 
down is incorporated. There are 
means to adjust the turntable to true 
speed. The Mark II has incorporated 
a stroboscope on the underside of the 


turntable platter. A mirror arrange- 
‘ment permits its viewing by neon 
illumination. 

Other changes on the new model 
include elimination of the 16-2/3 
rpm speed but retention of the 78 
speed. There are also some small but 


well thought out changes in the tone- 
arms rear counterweight adjust- 
ment, and the arm lock has been 
modified. Other than these, there is 
little difference between older and 
newer models. 

Softly sprung pushbuttons are 
still used for automatic operation. 
You can still operate the mechanism 
by these buttons without jarring a 
record in play. Antiskating compen-

sation is adjusted from the baseboard 
and stylus force is adjusted from the 
arm in quarter-gram increments 
from 0 to 6 grams. To adjust the 
arm, you first balance it via the rear 
counterweight, and then dial ap- 
propriate stylus force and anti- 
skating compensation. 

Two spindles are supplied: a short 
one for manual play, and a longer 
one with three stubby arms to hold 
the stack for changer operation. In 
the changer operation, no less than 
two records must be placed on the 
spindle for the unit to 
operate—further, the spindle must 
first be removed at the end of play in 
order to get the finished stack off. 

One special feature is the fact that 
the short (manual play) spindle can 
be inserted upside down to permit 
continuous repeated play of a record 
side—if that is wanted.

How Bands Are Equipped 


By Beverly Gudanowski 

When musicians talk about 
their equipment, they sound like 
hot-rodders discussing their 
suped-up, jacked-up ‘56 
Chevies. 

“Two Fender Twin Reverbs ... 
JBL high frequency horns ... a 
P.A. driven by a Crown amp.” 

Beneath the jargon are the 
brand names of the best 
equipment used by local bands: 
Fender, Altec-Lansing, Shure 
Vocalmaster, JBL, Ampeg and 
Acoustic. 

The 25-year-old Fender 
company produces “the good, 
old, stand-by American 
amplifier,” according to Andy 
Murray, “former rock and roll 
star” and office manager at E.U. 
Wurlitzer, Inc., 360 Newbury St. 
(Wurlitzer caters to most local 
bands including J. Geils, James 
Montgomery and Arrowsmith.) 


The Fender Twin Reverb 
amplifier, used by 50 percent of 
all musicians, has remained 
basically unchanged for 10 to 15 
years, Murray said. Fender also 
makes three guitars: the 
Stratacaster, used by Jimi 
Hendrix, the Telecaster which 
“gives a much gutsier sound for 
mostly blues and slide music,’ 
and the Precision Bass, “one of 
the best sounding bass guitars”’ 
preferred by most bass players. 


The biggest selling public 
address (P.A.) system is the 
~ Altec-Lansing Voice of the 
Theater. Good for concert work, 
this system has heavy duty 
cabinets and high frequency 
horns, Murray explained. It has 
a full range of frequency 
response which means it will 


handle anything from the. 


“lowest lows to the highest 
highs.” 

The compact Shure 
Vocalmaster P.A. system with 
column speakers is suited for 
club work. It doesn’t cover the 
full frequency range but is still a 
good unit, he said. 

Ampeg produces an excellent 
line of amplifiers. The SVT, the 
world’s most powerful tube-type 
amp, is used by the Rolling 
Stones and the V 4 is the choice 


of J. Geils.. The Ampeg VT 22 


amp is similar to the Fender 
Twin Reverb. 

Acoustic makes the 371 bass 
amplifier, seen on TV concerts, 
and the 271 guitar amplifier. 
These are high power, solid state 
amplifiers with high wattage; 
most amplifiers with big 
wattage are now solid state, 
Murray explained. 

Replacement speakers to 
upgrade equipment are made by 
Altec-Lansing, JBL and 
Electrovoice. The Altec is “a 
very bright speaker with a good 
bite,’’ Murray said, and the JBL 
is a very smooth response 
speaker with full frequency 
range. The super heavy duty 
Electrovoice is popular for its 
durability. 

Gibson, which makes the best 


guitars, stars its line with the — 


popular Les Paul model. 
James Montgomery Band 


The James Montgomery Band 


uses several Fender Twin 
Reverb amplifiers and considers 
these heavy duty amps good for 
traveling. ‘‘We were on the road 
from September to December 
and had no problems with 
them.’’ The Fender amps offer 
“good dispersion, a lot of power 


and a great tone that is not. 


really loud or thin-sounding.” 
David, the organist, uses a 
Hammond DB 3 case that is 


sensitive to temperature ~ 


changes and two Leslie 122 
speaker cabinets. The Horner 
clavinet and Acoustic grand 
iano are played through an 

nglish-made Hy-Watt 
amplifier-in combination with 
two Hy-Watt speaker cabinets 
fitted with four 12-inch 
speakers. The group is getting 
rid of the Hy-Watt because it 
has no stage dispersion and is 
really loud. They want either 
Trayner or Acoustic 
replacements. 

Peter Malick, lead guitar 
player, also uses a Hy-Watt amp 
and a Fender Twin Reverb as 
does James Montgomery. Chuck 
the drummer plays on Rogers 
drums. Billy Mather, bass 


guitar, plays through Hy-Watt. 
and Trayner amplifiers and 


speaker cabinets with eight 10- 
inch speakers and an Acoustic 
370 amplifier with one 18-inch 
speaker. In the future he will use 
a heavy duty Crown amp. (“You 
can drop them off the back of a 
truck.’’) 

The band plans to stop using 
conventional amplifiers and buy 
good quality stereo like Crown 
and MacIntosh which have a 
‘cleaner power.” 

Although the band’s 
promoters provide them with 
various P.A. systems, one 
member thinks that JBL and 
Altec-Lansing make the best 
P.A. equipment. 

At home, one band member 
has a Dual turntable, a Dyna pre 
amp and FM radio, a Roberts 
778X stereo reel to reel tape 
deck with a Concord-Dolby unit, 


Electrovoice speaker cabinets 
and a Crown stereo 150 amp,. 


“the best stereo ‘amp made in 
the country.” 
Duke and the Drivers 

Duke and the Drivers use JBL 
horns, JBL front-loaded 


speakers, two Phase-Linear 400 
amplifiers, a Marantz 250 watt 


amplifier and an Altec 1220 . 


mixing board, according to the 
Mad Mississippi Buffalo who 
sings and plays piano. 


At home, four out of five band 
members. use large Advent 
speakers, MacIntosh, Sony and 
Pioneer amplifiers, and Phillips 
turntables with heat sensitive 
controls. ‘“‘We use manual 
turntables because they get less 
vibration from outside sources,”’ 
he said. ; 

Orchestra Luna 


Orchestra Luna will soon have - 


a Shure Vocatmaster P.A. 
system with four Shure columns 
and a Shure power amp. The 
system “gives a very good, clean, 
true sound,’’ band member 
Harry said. They have a 
Rickenbacker bass guitar, an 
Acoustic 371 amplifier with a 
Sunn 200 S speaker cabinet for 
smaller clubs and an Acoustic 
370 bottom for concerts. Their 
RMI electric piano is amplified 
through an Acoustic 271 with a 
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matching bottom. In addition 
they use a small Ampeg Gemini 
amp and speakers. for smaller 
rooms and a larger Ampeg for 
concerts. They now use a 
Trayner mixing board. 

At home, one member, 
Randy, has a Kenwood receiver, 
AR turntable and Klipsch 
speakers. ‘‘Klipsch are the finest 
speakers I’ve heard. Nothing 
comes close to their accurate 
reproduction,’’ Harry said. 
Other band members use a 
Panasonic receiver, Dual 


turntables and Electrovoice - 


speakers and amps. 
Mason-Dixon 

Mason-Dixon is buying a 
complete.Sunn P.A. system. 
“They have the best mixing 
board,” Bobby Mason said. “It’s 
equipped with separate VU 


meters to each microphone and ° 
a master VU meter. If one mike . 


is squealing, you know which 
one it is. And they offer a 
lifetime guarantee on 
everything.” 

Mason likes the “nice, clear 
sound” of Kustom speakers afid 
the Kustom 400 amplifier head 
delivers the “best reverb” but 
the company hasn’t advanced. 
during the past five years, he 
said. “I love Kustom. I wish they 
had a board with a VU meter 
like Sunn.” 

For home equipment, Mason 
said the Garrard turntable is one 
of the best to have along with 
JBL speakers. One band 
member has a Marantz 
amplifier, Teac tape deck and 
Miracord turntable. 

Chris Rhodes Band 

The Chris Rhodes band uses- 
an Altec-Lansing Voice of the 
Theater P.A. system. In small 
clubs they have four custom- 
made 15-inch speakers, six eight- 
inch speakers, a MacIntosh 
power amplifier, a Shure mixing 
board and a Fender Showman 
monitoring system. They want a 
Phase-Linear amp with 700 
watts and they plan to get a 
larger monitoring system for 
concerts. 

At home “we all have small 
systems (KLH) that are 
adequate,” Rhodes said. 


John Poussette-Dart Band ; 
The John Pousette-Dart band_ 


uses two old Fender amplifiers, a 
Concert and a Bandmaster. 
“You can’t beat Fender amps,” 
John said. ‘““They’re heavy duty 
and we’re into what lasts 
longest.”” They also use the 
rugged Shure Vocalmaster P.A. 
system. In addition to the 
Acoustic 260 bass amp and Altec 
speakers, the band uses three 
Martin guitars. ““They’re very 
hard to travel with. They’re 
affected by weather and they 
change their tuning, but we like 
them anyway,” he said. 

They also use four Fender 
guitars, the D-18, D-28, D-41 
and an eight-string slide guitar. 

At home John has a 10-year- 
old Fisher experimental 
amplifier, a five-year-old Scott 
pre-amplifier, a Phillips 
turntable, University speakers 
and a Sony tape deck. “It’s an 
old system but it has better 
sound than ‘any new system, 
better than Marantz,” he said. 
“They don’t put care into them 
today. Most of the new stuff is 
junk except for Crown and 
MacIntosh.” 

The Shittons 

The Shittons, known for their 
revival of the 1960’s female 
vocalists, have just recorded ten 
original songs. Their equipment

Skyhook 

Skyhook uses an Ampeg SVT 
300 watt amplifier with eight 
speakers, an Ampeg VT 22 with 
two 12-inch straight stock 
speakers, a Fender Dual 
Showman with two 15-inch JBL 
speakers and ‘“‘a very old and 
very beat up” Standell amplifier 
with a head built into it and two 
15-inch speakers. 


JBL speakers deliver a clean 
tone at low volume, Michael 
Walsh of Skyhook explained, 
but it’s not always advantageous 
to have a clean sound. Some 
people use “real crummy old 
speakers” for a muddy tone, he 
said. For high volume music, 
SRO -speakers made by 
Electrovoice are most durable 


-.but they don’t have the quality 


of tone the JBL has. JBL will get. 
“tmuddier” sooner but you don’t 
have to be as loud, he said. ““We 
don’t try to play loud. We just 
try to reach a certain volume 
and quality sound.” 

For a home stereo Walsh has 
Studio Craft speakers, made by 
Bose, an AR turntable and 
amplifier and a Teac four track 
tape recorder. He does not like 
the AR turntable because its 
trackability is not good. The 
clearance between the turntable 
and the cartridge is “strange,” 
he said, so it doesn’t work well 


with warped records. 


Skyhook’s keyboard player 
has a Marantz amplifier and 
tuner, Rectilinear speakers and 
a Tandenberg tap2 deck. Dave 
who plays drum. just bought a ~ 
Pilot amplifier, OHM speakers, 
a Sony tape deck and “a crazy 
tuner that I think he made from 


.a kit,” Walsh said. The horn 


player has a Telefunken amp 
and the guitar player uses a 
Phillips turntable.” 


Manic Depressives 


Peter Johnson and the Manic 
Depressives just purchased 
Eliminator 2 cabinets that are 
directional and thus make it 
hard to cover a big room, 
Johnson said. They use a Shure 
power amp, an Ampeg amp, and 
a Fender Deluxe Reverb amp. “‘I 


‘don’t like the Shure but it’s very 


simple to run,” he said. The 
Shure monitors are not 
accurate; the band gets a 
different sound from them and 
from their P.A. system. They 
started out with a Shure 
Vocalmaster and two tall 
columns but they were awkward 
for club use. 


“We have one old wooden 
speaker about 200 years old and 
it gets a real dirty sound,” 
Johnson said. It’s an Ampeg Jet 
amp and speaker which is the 
first model of its kind. They also 
use a 1953 pre-CBS Fender 
Telecaster, a Gibson J 200 
acoustical guitar, and their bass 
player plays through a 1964 pre- 
CBS Fender Bandmaster. 


At home Johnsun has a KLH 
model 11 system that “‘is small 
but adequate.”’ Another band 
member has a Harmon-Kardon 
model 930 amp and stereo 
receiver, AR turntable, two 
OHM speakers and two Dynaco 
speakers. 


Celebration 


Celebration, a rock band that 
plays outside Boston, uses a Pee 
Wee P.A. system with ten 
columns and four amplifiers, 
according to Robert Quinn, 
agent. Their equipment also 
includes Marshall super 
speakers, three Fender Dual 
Showman, and a Sunn colosium 
bass amp and speakers. Their

Mad Angel, a Worcester group 
in the process of signing with 
BASF Records, is ‘‘New 
England’s biggest kept secret,” 
according to Mickey 
O’Halloran, Boston agent. They 
will release a record at the 
beginning of May called “Can’t 
Run, Can’t Hide,’’ Fred de 
Angelo, their agent, said. 

Mad Angel uses a Chadacre 12- 
channel stereo sound console, 
eight 15-inch JBL speakers in 
acoustically designed 45-606 
cabinets, two JBL long throw 
horns, two large acoustic lens 
horns and two Phase-Linears. 
Genesea 


Genesea, a Boston band, uses 
an Ampeg V 4 112 watt amplifier 
played through two 12-inch SRO 
speakers, and an Acoustic bass 
amplifier with one 18-inch 
speaker. ‘“This amp is very clear 
with no distortion at low or high 
volume levels and it has a lot of 
tonality through the head,” said 
Rocket Richard, drummer. They 
also have two Fender Twin 
Reverbs, a Fender Rhodes 
electric piano, a Fender 
Stratacaster, a Guild Starfire 
guitar, a Fender jazz bass guitar, 
and a Slingerland Buddy Rich 
drum outfit. 

Their P.A. system is made up 
of two Eliminator 2 speakers 
which are most efficient, 
Richard said, and a Shure 
Vocalmaster amp with a power 
booster to the Eliminators. 
Richard doesn’t like their 
system because it’s not ideally 
matched. ‘‘We had Shure 
columns but they were muddy 
and with a Shure Vocalmaster 
we need monitors to make our 


Heil is more expensive, more 
compact, cleaner and more 
accurate”’ than other P.A. 
systems, said Charlie Farran, 
band member. Their other 
equipment includes a Marshall 
100 watt stack amp and 
speakers, an Ampeg SVT 300 


watt amp and speaker, two 
Fender Twin Reverbs and two 
Bandmaster cabinets. 

Flesh and Bleod 

Flesh and Blood, based in 
Medford, has $15,000 worth of 
equipment, according to Mickey 
O’Halloran. Their P.A. system 
is a Phase-Linear stereo amp 
with Heil speakers, said Wayne 
Chaffin, member. They use two 
Ampeg amplifiers with a Sound 
City amp for larger rooms and a 
Fender amp for small rooms. 

“The Phase-Linear P.A. is 
very good if you’re not going to 
transport it around,” Chaffin 
said. ““They’re very clean and 
undistorted but very fragile. In 
different temperatures the 
transistors will contract.’”’ He 
thinks Heil speakers are the best 
P.A. speakers out today. “In the 
Heil horns, they use JBL drivers 
and the frequency response has 
good range,” he added. 

At home, Chaffin has an Akai 
reel to reel tape deck with a 
Pioneer turntable and a Sony 
cassette machine. 

Their keyboard player,. Mitsu 
Yoshino, made 20 albums in 


Japan and the group has just ° 


signed with a producer. 
Roundhouse 

Roundhouse, a seven member 
blues and jazz band, has $20,000 
worth of equipment. Their 
Fender Amplifiers have a 
limited sound “because they 
keep breaking down, ” according 
to Ronald O’Keefe, member. 
They use Marshall, Vox, 
Kustom and Ampeg amps. “‘The 
Ampegs are the best. They’re 
more versatile, durable and have 
more power,” he said. ““But the 
Ampeg has 16 10-inch speakers 
so it’s a monster compared to 
the others.” They also use a 
Marshall Wurlitzer 
cabinets and 
speakers. 

The Crown amplifiers in their 
P.A. system are “fantastic,” 
O’Keefe said. “We got them 
three years ago and we use them 
constantly. Nothing has gone 
wrong.’ 

In addition they have Voice of 
the Theater speakers, Fender 
Telecaster and Coronado 
guitars, a Gibson SG, Yamaha 
12 string and Rickenbacker bass 
guitar. 

Fate 
Fate, a Worcester band that 


has played at Lucifer’s and 
Katy’s, has a P.A. ‘system 
composed of a Phase-Linear 
power amp, JBL horns and 
speakers, and an Altec 1220 
mixing board with 10 channels. 
‘They use a pair of Fender Twin 
Reverbs for each guitar with 
cross channel amplifiers, an 
Acoustic 361 bass amp, and an 
Ampeg SVT amp. Their guitars 
are Gibson Les Paul, a Hofner 
bass, a Fender Stratacaster, a 
jazz bass and a Telecaster that 
has a tendency to feedback, 
according to Paul Lirange, 
singer and guitar player, 

At home, Lirange has a 
Toshiba power amplifier and 
receiver, a Dual 1219 turntable 
and a pair of JBL B 130 15-inch 
speakers. Their bass guitar 
player has a Harmon-Kardon 
amp with OHM B speakers, 
Elac turntable, and ADC 100 Q 
cartridge and a Sony 
Quadraphonic tape deck. 

Larry Carsman Band 


The Larry Carsman band uses 
three Thunder concert 
amplifiers and speakers, four 
Thunder super reverb amplifiers 
and a rebuilt Thunder 
Showman, two cabinets with 
two 15-inch speakers, a Leslie 
speaker, a Fender Rhodes piano 
with a small Acoustic amp head 
and Bandmaster speaker. Their 
P.A. system is a Bogen 
Challenger with four columns 
that have six eight-inch 
speakers. 


Blues Current 


Blues Current, a rhythm, 


_ blues and jazz band, uses a 


Fender Pro Reverb amplifier 
with two 12-inch speakers. “I 
love it to death,” said Bobby 
MacVeety, member. “It has 
SRO’s in it so it’s better speaker 
with a life guarantee.’’ The 
group also uses a Fender 
Bandmaster Reverb amplifier 
with Kustom cabinets and four 
10-inch speakers, a Fender 
Precision, and a Kustom 200 


‘amplifier with two 10-inch 


speakers.

note that much of the distortion 
blamed on mistracking and poor 
recording is often actually the 
preamp telling you it doesn’t 
much care for high level signals. 
As a practical matter, an 
overload capability of 70 mV or 
greater is essential in even a 
medium quality preamp section, 
while 200 mV or more is not 
unreasonable to ask for in 
expensive separate units. 

A point which is related to the 
question of overload has to do 
with the lower cutoff point of the 
phono stage. There is no 
practical point in designing a 
preamp which is flat to very-low 
subsonic frequencies. There is 
no useful information on records 
below 20 Hz. What is present is 
very low frequency mechanical 
noise from the turntable 
(rumble) and noise from the disc 
itself (disc ripple, grain noise, 
etc.). None of this extraneous 
information contributes to the 
music, and if it is allowed to 
pass unimpeded through the 
preamp, it wastes amplifier 
power, causes excessive motion 
in the woofer cones of your 
speakers, increasing the risk of 
mechanical and electrical 
damage, and generally 
contributes to the total noise 
and distortion all along the line. 


In addition it supplies the 
speakers with a signal too low in 
frequency to be heard, The 
presence of a filter below say 20 
or 30: Hz is something we 


consider almost essential. You'll 


signal is essential. The higher 
this ratio, the better. It really 
doesn’t cost much more to 
design a preamp right in this 
respect. Be very suspicious if 
you cannot get an unweighted

present in the listening room.

The noise level present in the 
total system should be low 
enough so as not to interfere 
with the music.

Power amplifiers should (and 
usually do) have signal to noise 
ratios in excess of 85 or so.dB, 
many actually are greater than 
100 dB.

Howard Behrbom, age 29, shoe 
clerk.

I guess 
that’s my dream stereo. Does 
that answer your question? 


This is a very hostile woman, 
and though her hostility is 
deeply repressed, it is evident in 
several things she says. First, 
and most obviously, the fact 
that she prefers a stereo whose 
trademark was a dog while she 
lives with two cats indicates that

her life has been one of 
contradictions.

From her 
father she moves to a husband 
who keeps her chained to the 
house cooking and having 
children while he has all the fun 
taking greasy, oily things apart 
and putting them together 
again, i.e., her allusion to the 
fact that ‘‘He was... 
mechanically inclined.’”’ The 
very fact that she collects toy 
trains, ostensibly for her 
grandchildren, and that she 
wants a stereo from her 
childhood, are just ways of 
saying, “If I had it to do all over 
again, -you rotten bastards (her

This girl has everything she 
wants except one thing: respect.

Dream Stereo and What Means 
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State the Art: The Perfect Speaker 


Quest

If Thomas Edison had had his 
way, the phonograph would 
never have become more than a 
dictation machine for efficiency- 
conscious businessmen. 

“I don’t want the phonograph 
sold for amusement purposes,” 
the wizard of Menlo Park 
declared. “‘It is not a toy.” 

We are fortunate that persons 
with less starch in the collar 
than Thomas Edison and with 
just a little more imagination 
than those progressive 
businessmen were able to 
perceive where the greatness of 
the phonograph really lay. 

Early musical phonographs 
were primitive affairs. The 
Morning Glory Horn, for 
example, introduced by the 
Victor Talking Machine 
Company in 1906, was just what 
its name implies... a big horn 
with a spring-wound motor 
rotating a turntable. It had little 
to offer in the way of even 
passable fidelity, but its ability 
to play your favorite tune 
whenever you cared to listen to 
it more than compensated for 
this minor technological flaw. A 
music-hungry public responded 
enthusiastically to these early 
efforts and thus provided the 
momentum for the development 
of the modern hifi. 

Phonographic equipment has 
become fantastically 
sophisticated since those early 
days but, in comparison to 
electronic amplifiers, tuners and 
other associated high fidelity 
equipment where distortion 
levels are well below the audible, 
loudspeakers leave quite a bit to 
be desired as music reproducers. 
This is critical when considering 
that loudspeakers contribute 
more to the quality of sound 
than any other component in a 
music system. The conventional 
air suspension-type 
loudspeaker, which is’ by far 
today’s most popular type, does 
a pretty good job when 
considering its relatively 
compact cabinet size. 
Unfortunately, air suspension- 
type loudspeakers cannot 
reproduce sound without adding 
audible distortions. They also 
tend to beam the full range of 
musical sounds only in a limited 
field coming straight out from 
the front of the speakers. This 
severely limits the effective 
listening area. Bass notes are 
often unconvincingly 
reproduced, and phase 
relationships between high and 
low notes are more often than 
not atrociously out of whack. 
These are serious accusations, 
but are only a few of the 
complaints repeated numerous 
times every day in the 
thousands of hifi stores around 
the world. 

The events of the past 70 odd 
years since the invention of the 
phonograph indicate that if 
improvements in the art of high 
fidelity music reproduction can 
be made, they will be made. 
When considering the proven 
resourcefulness of the human 
technological mind, it should 
come as no surprise that several 
radical and exciting new designs 
have emerged in the quest for a 
more perfect loudspeaker. 

The Bose 901 
Direct/Reflecting 
Loudspeaker 

Comparing most loudspeakers 
is like comparing ice cream. Just 
as peoples’ tastes in ice cream 
differ, so do their tastes in 
loudspeakers, but while 
different flavors of ice cream 
have distinctly different tastes, 
the audible differences between 
the better air suspension type 
loudspeakers are more difficult 
to perceive. It took a 
loudspeaker that incorporates 
four major advances in acoustic 
design to really sound “better” 
to a substantial number of 
people, including many audio 
experts, and musicians 


themselves. This is the Bose 901 
direct/reflecting loudspeaker. 
Unlike ordinary loudspeakers, 
most of the sound comes out of 
the back of Bose 901’s. When the 
pentagonal enclosures are 
placed about a foot infront of a 
wall, the eight rear-facing 4-inch 
drivers bounce the music off 
that wall. A single 4-inch driver 
on the front of each enclosure 
prevents the formation of dead 
spots directly in front of the 
speaker. As it would in a live 


performance, the music we hear- 


coming from these loudspeakers 
has been reflected off the room’s 
surfaces. The music surrounds 
us as in the concert hall. 

With less innovative 
loudspeakers, if you don’t 
happen to be located where the 
two beams of sound intersect, 
you lose any semblance of stereo 
separation, as well as a great 
percentage of the high frequency 
notes which tend to disperse in a 
severely limited pattern coming 
straight out from the front of the 
speaker. With nine individual 
drivers in each Bose enclosure 
reflecting the high notes to all 
corners of a room, high 
frequency dispersion is no longer 
a problem. 

Many purists object to the 
sensation that the music is 
emanating from an entire wall 
while in a real concert hall the 
individual instruments clearly 
emanate from well-defined 
positions on the stage. The 
preference for the extremely 
directional qualities of ordinary 
loudspeakers over the increased 


spatial qualities of the Bose is. 


obviously a personal matter, but 
there is more to the Bose 901 

Excellent reproduction of bass 
notes is their next most obvious 
quality. All those uniform sized, 
high compliance cone drivers in 
each Bose, working in unison 
and in such close proximity to 
each other, can move 
considerably more air than the 
single large cone woofer found in 
ordinary speakers. The more air 
that can be moved, the more 


bass you'll hear. It’s very simple 


but it took 12 years of research 
by Dr. Amar Bose to make it 
practical. 

Another unorthodox feature of 
the Bose 901 is the active 
equalizer that accompanies each 
pair of speakers. An active 
equalizer is an electronic console 
that ““equalizes” deviations from 
a flat frequency response. A 
“flat” frequency response means 
that bass, treble, and midrange 
notes are projected with equal 
intensity so that music will 
sound natural to our ears. This 
is also referred to as 
‘‘smoothness’’ of response. 
Controls on the Bose equalizer 
allow you to compensate for 
varying room acoustics and 
source materials. 

The use of nine full ranged 
drivers (as opposed to large 
woofers, small tweeters, and in- 
between sized midrange drivers) 
gives the Bose a strong 
advantage when it comes to 
smoothness of response because 
it is the disparity in efficiency 
between the woofers and 
tweeters of conventional 
loudspeakers that makes a flat 
frequency response so difficult 
to achieve (tweeters require far 
less power than woofers to 
produce the same level of: 
acoustic output). 


The use of multiple drivers, 
mounted as they are, also works 
to negate the tendency of 
speakers to resonate at specific 
frequencies. This is an 
objectional effect not totally 
overcome in most speaker 
designs. 


Virtually unchanged since its 
introduction in 1969, the Bose 
901 was recently updated with 
improved drivers and equalizer 
and is now known as the Bose 
901 series II. You can buy a pair 


i The Bose 901 


in any good hifi store for $525 
(up from $476). This includes 
the active equalizer. Be -sure 
that your amplifier or receiver 
puts out at least 40 watts rms 
per channel, because the Bose 
are rather inefficient and you 
may be disappointed with less 
power than that. 

Although any one of the 
technological advances built 
into the Bose 901 would 
probably make for a better 
sounding loudspeaker, it is the 
successful integration of these 
advances in a single product 
that makes the Bose’s 
superiority conventional 
speakers so audibly apparent. 

Possibly the most important 
contribution made by the Bose 
901 was the shift in emphasis 
that it produced. Previously, it 
was the rectangular, drivers- 


facing- forward design pioneered 


by Bell Laboratories technicians 
in the 1940’s that had been 
continuously modified in the 
hopes of improved loudspeaker 
performance. The Bose are solid 
evidence that it is the unusual, 
that will be the key to future 
improvements in loudspeaker 
design. 
The KLH9 
Electrostatic 
Loudspeaker 

If the Bose 901 appears 
implausible at first sight as a 
loudspeaker, the KLH 9 is even 
more so. More than anything 
else, it looks like a tastefully 
designed modern room divider 
— the kind that people with 
expensive apartments would use 
to break up too-large room 
areas. 

Like the Bose 901, the KLH 9 
electrostatic loudspeaker has

been around for a number of 
years. In some respects, such as 
overall accuracy and smooth 
response, the KLH 9 comes close 
to being the perfect loudspeaker 
than any other. Unfortunately, 
the problems inherent to the 
electrostatic principle make it 
highly impractical for any but 
the most devoted and well-off 
audio enthusiast. 

There are other electrostatic 
speakers available such as the 
Crown and Janzen, but here the 
electrostatic element is only 
employed to reproduce the 
higher frequencies with . 
conventional cone woofers used 
to reproduce the bass notes. The 
British Quad loudspeaker is 
another full range design but it’s 
bass performance isn’t up to 
that of the KLH. 

The KLH 9 is a “push-pull” 
electrostatic design, meaning 
that three metal plates form a 
sandwich with the thin middle 
plate serving as the diaphram. 
The two exterior plates are 
electrodes that push and pull 
the moving diaphram in 
response to a polarizing voltage 
which is modulated by the audio 
signal. 

Unlike cone-type loud- 
speakers, the electrostatic 
design is inherently an accurate 
one because the cone doesn’t 
break up trying to vibrate faster 
than it is capable of. But 
electrostatics lack the acoustic 
output (volume) offered by 
drivers. To compensate for this, 
the KLH 9 offers a relatively 
immense radiating area — 28 
square feet of it from a stereo 
pair. The sound emanates 
equally from the front and the 
back of each assembly, 
necessitating placement of at 
least three feet from a wall 
running parallel to the speakers. 
With 50 percent of the sound 
radiating backward to reflect off 
of a wall, the KLH 9 can lend a 
nice sense of “spatiality” to 
music, but not to the degree of 
the Bose 901 which radiates 
approximately 90 percent 
backwards (this is one of the 
only comparisons that can be 
made between these two 
speakers as the KLH produces 
much cleaner and more accurate 
sound than do the Bose). 

A small area near the middle 
of one edge of each panel serves 
as the high frequency radiator. 
High frequency dispersion is a 
serious problem with the KLH 9 
and the panels must be carefully 
arranged to achieve satsifactory 
dispersion through a reasonably 
sized listening area. Actually, to 
achieve satisfactory stereo 
separation and high frequency 
dispersion, most rooms would 
have to be totally rearranged 
around the speakers. 

In an electrostatic speaker, 
the low frequencies are produced 
by long plates and the longer the 
plates, the lower the response. 
Most of the KLH 9’s radiating 
surface must therefore be 
devoted to the task of producing 
bass notes. An elaborate 
crossover network divides the 
music signal into high and low 
notes. 

In larger rooms it may be 
necessary to use two stereo 
pairs, each attached together 
with metal bands, to produce 
satisfactory levels of volume, 
even though with two pairs you 
still can’t expect to bring down 
the ceiling. This dual 
arrangement greatly enhances 
the overall performance, but at 
$1395 a pair, two pairs become a 
fantastic financial investment. 
In addition to the initial expense 
of the speakers themselves, the 
KLH 9’s require an amplifier 
that can deliver a minimum of 
30 watts rms per channel into a 
16 ohm load. Not just any 
powerful amplifier will suffice. 
Unlike cone-type speakers that 
require the hardness of

transistorized amplifiers to 
produce adequate musical 
detail, this hardness can 
produce undesirable’ effects 
with the KLH 9, so great care 
must be taken to assure 
compatability. Distortion 
should be extremely low, even 
by modern standards, because 
you’ll hear just about any hint of 
distortion that the amplifier 
feeds into these loudspeakers 
and noises that would be 
acceptable through ordinary 
loudspeakers will be atrocious 
through the KLH 9. 

In addition to the electronic 
amplifier, each panel utilizes its 
own 6,000 volt polarizing supply 
located in a heavy sealed metal 
box that doubles as a base prop 
for the panel. The polarizing 
supplies run off of AC house 
current (drawing 5 watts each at 
115 volts) and come equipped 
with their own 15 foot AC cords. 
In a time when we should be 
concerned with electrical 
overindulgence, the KLH 9’s 
consume considerably more 
electricity than their cone driven 
counterparts (which certainly 
aren’t fine examples of 
efficiency). 

There’s something magical 
about the way all concern for the 
problems imposed by these 
speakers immediately 
dissappears when you listen to 
music throwgh a pair (or two 
pair if necessary) that are well 
set up. The impression is that 
the music is coming from 
somewhere behind the speakers. 
The clarity of sound, the sheer 
musical accuracy provided by a 
pair of KLH 9’s is especially 
exhilarating when viewing them 


as a product of an industry 
where near-clarity, and near- 
accuracy are generally 
misrepresented as superlatives 


because we want so very much © 


to believe in our competence 4s 
masters of technology. 

Surely if you can afford nearly 
$3,000 for two pair of KLH 9’s 
(or even $1,400 for one), and if 
you don’t mind drastically 
rearranging your living room, 
and if your landlord pays your 
utilities, there’s little reason for 
you not to own some of these 
loudspeakers. But it may be 
easier and less expensive to go to 
a lot of concerts. 

The Ess AMT 1 Loudspeaker - 

A far more recent 
development than electrostatics 
is the Air Motion Transformer 
invented by Dr. Oskar Heil and 
incorporated into the ESS amt 1 
loudspeaker. As employed by 
the amt 1, the Heil Air Motion 
Transformer serves exclusively 
as the medium and high 
frequency radiator. A ten inch 
conventional cone woofer 
reproduces the bass frequencies 
below 600Hz. The amt 1 lists for 
$300 each; a sizeable sum to be 
sure, but not outrageous. 

The Heil unit is a totally new 
concept in musical reproducers. 
It’s diaphram consists of close 
tolerance folds in a lightweight 
and very thin, self-dampening 
plastic material. The folds are 
formed into multiple interfacing 
cavities that occupy a total area 
of only two inches by five inches. 
This is the entire high and mid 
frequency radiating surface with 
only the equivalent of 3/4 of a 
linear inch ever coming into 
contact with the air. Rather 
than ‘“‘pushing” air to produce 
sound, the plastic diaphram 
squeezes it. ESS claims that this 
results in five times more air 
motion than is produced by cone 
drivers. 
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ESS uses the “cherry pit” 
analogy in their literature to 
simplify this principle for the 
general public. Pushing a cherry 
pit with the palm of your hand 
results in a poor transfer of 
kinetic energy. The cherry pit, a 
low mass object, can never move 
faster than yourhand which is a 
relatively high mass object. 
Squeezing the cherry pit 
between two fingers results in a 
far more effective transfer of 
energy as the cherry pit goes 
further and faster. “Squeezing” 
air between close tolerance folds 
in plastic also proves to be a 
more effective way to create 
sound than “pushing” air with a 
cumbersome paper cone. 
Overall efficiency is still poor, as 
the amt 1 requires around 30 
watts rms (into 4 ohms) as a 


‘minimum of input power. 


The primary advantage 
offered by the Heil unit is 
unusual accuracy, somewhat 
along the lines of the KLH 9. 
The plastic folds can respond to, 
and then recover from, the audio 
signal far more rapidly than a 
cone transducer, whose greater 
mass means inherently sluggish 
response, especially in regards to 
transients (abrupt changes in 
sound level). But here we have 


unusually high accuracy 


accompanied by high acoustic 
output — a much more practical 
arrangement than is offered by 
electrostatics. 

The amt 1’s dispersion of high 
frequencies is commendably 
uniform. Weak spots occur only 
at right angels to the forward 
axis (The ‘‘front’’ of this 
loudspeaker is determined when 
the fabric top is removed, 
exposing the forward-facing 
woofer.). The good high 
frequency dispersion simplifies 
placement of these speakers in 
your listening area. Although 
these pleasing-to-look -a

speakers require floor placement 

— they take up less floor space 
than a large conventional 
loudspeaker. The cabinets are 
finished very nicely in natural 
walnut. 

With musical material 
predominated by high and 
middle frequency notes, the 
ESS amt 1 provides a level of 
realism that can barely be 
believed. You hear the human 
voice through these speakers, 
not just a rough approximation 
of it (several disc jockeys have 
commented that they’ve never 
heard a speaker that reproduces 
the human voice as well). Each 
musical note is distinct from 
that which preceeds and follows 
it. Musical instruments retain 
their true characters instead of 
becoming the blur that you often 
hear through ordinary 
loudspeakers. Here is a musical 
reproducer as opposed to merely 
a sound reproducer. 

The weakness of the amt 1 lies 
in its conventional cone woofer 
which is pretty good as cone 
woofers go, but doesn’t really 
belong in the same cabinet as 
the sophisticated Heil unit. 
Overall bass reproduction is 
mediocre. An awful lot of 
contemporary, as well as 
classical music loses its power 
when the bass is 
underemphasized as it is by the 
amt 1. To make the situation 
even worse, corresponding high 
notes and lew notes are 
noticeably out of phase with 
each other. Phase distortion can 
result in almost instantaneous 
listener fatigue. Most modern 
loudspeakers produce phase 
distortion but it is unfortunate 
to discover it in a speaker that 
shows such fantastic potential. 

The ESS engineers are 
working full speed on a Heil low 


frequency radiator which will be

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Schooling for the Stereo Consumer

Jim Michmerhuizen is one of 
the few audiophiles in Boston 
who dares to state publicly that 
‘*nobody ever heard a sine 
wave.” In his former lives, Jim 
was a hi-fi and stereo 
salesperson and at one time 
operated a successful small 
recording studio in New Haven . 
He now lives in a kitchen next to 
the Boston School of Electronic 
Music, a venture which in the 
past two years has taken over his 
formerly spacious apartment 
above the Spanish Consulate at 
326 Dartmouth St., Boston. 
Greeting someone who has just 
followed the purple wall-to-wall 
past the brass cage elevator, 
Michmerhuizen apologizes, ‘‘We 
really didn’t pick this building 
because it’s the setting for a 
Hitchcock movie.” 

Consulate Victorian 
surroundings notwithstanding, 
the Boston School of Electronic 
Music houses a very up-to-date 
assemblage of synthesizer and 
recording equipment. The 
school’s prime function is to 
offer introductory and technical 
courses in electronic music and 
synthesizer use to musicians 
seeking to get in on the ground 
floor of what Michmerhuizen 
considers the single most 
important advance in modern 
music. BSEM is the first school 
of its kind in the country. It is an 
independent non-academic 
“technical school’ with the 
avowed purpose of “raising the 
appallingly low level of 
competence displayed by most 
synthesizer users today.” As a 
sideline, the school sells Arp and 
Synthi synthesizer equipment — 
mostly to former students, — 
but Michmerhuizen cautions, 
“this is not just the ’70’s version 
of the 1940’s corner guitar and 
accordion studio.” 


Spinning off their principal 
focus somewhat in an attempt to 
expand and bring in some extra 
funds, the BSEM offers two 
courses aimed not at musicians 
or modern composers, but at 
modern consumers — 
specifically stereo equipment 
consumers. 


Halderman and 
Rosemary Woods might be in 
better shape today if they'd 
bothered to spend two weeks 
sitting in on “Getting the Most 
Out of Your Tape Recorder,” a 
$50 BSEM course which in 10 
one hour sessions takes the 
novice from the level of barely 
discerning playback from erase 
into the basics of semi- 
professional four track 
recording. Without suggesting 
that anyone could leave this 
course and step into a job at 
CBS Recording Studios, 
Michmerhuizen draws on his 
own professional background in 
small studio and location 
recording to present the hows 
and why fors of clean mixing 
necessary to produce a quality 
demo tape in somebody’s 
basement — a skill much in 
demand by fledgling rock groups 
and. their suburbanite 
counterparts the sing-a-long 
freaks. 


Aimed at a less specialized 
group, the course, ‘Getting the 
Most Out of Your Stereo” could 
be considered $50 well spent for 
anyone about to make the 
investment in ‘‘a system.*’ 
Under the all times 
knowledgeable and oft times 
whimsical tutelage of Jim 
Michmerhuizen, students in this 
course are prepared to go forth 
to meet the component 
merchandisers armed with 
confidence and knowledge equal

to any fast talk or pontificating 
likely to be thrown at them by 
stereo salespeople. 

While there’s nothing 
inherently wrong with deferring 
to the superior knowledge and 
experience of an expert, 
Michmerhuizen remembers 
from his own days selling 
equipment, that an informed 
buyer is easier to deal with and 
more likely to walk away with 
something that satisfies him 
than one who dumps the choices 
and decisions on the person in 
the showroom. While there is a 
good deal of built-in confusion 
regarding the physics and 
capabilities of sound 
reproduction, the problem as it 
relates specifically to any given 
consumer’s needs is far from 
beyond understanding. 


BSEM’s course is designed to 
familiarize customers with the 
technical aspects of amplified 
sound and stereo machinery, but 
more importantly Mich- 
merhuizen seeks to imbue his 
studerits with the confidence to 
believe that technology isn’t an 
end in itself. The course 
provides basic defense against 


intimidation by charts and. 


graphs. The heavier material 
covered in the class sessions 
headed “A Little Physics Never 
Hurt Anybody,” and “Nobody 
Ever Heard a Sine Wave,” is, if 
undiluted at least made 
palatable to people with phobias 
about technology by 
Michmerhuizén’s presentations 
which according to the course 
outline include readings from 
the I Ching and the 1973 
Consumer. Reports Annual. 
Approached with humor and an 
understanding that people who 
want to listen to quality music

are not born acoustical 
physicists, the darkest secrets 
about wiggling lines and power 
ratings are revealed, lightly 
sugar coated perhaps, but 
thoroughly and_ professionally 
explained. 


What people don't 
understand, explains 
Michmerhuizen, is that there 
are two ways of evaluating 
. sound reproduction, and these 
two approaches, namely 
objective and subjective, are 
equally valid and in equal 
contention even within the 
industry that manufactures the 
components. Traditionally, 
Eastern manufacturers like AR, 
KLH and EPI lean toward 
objective evaluation, which is to 
say they design equipment to 
produce what is called a flat 
response. Simply stated that 
means the sound is divided 
down the middle so that the hi’s 
and low’s are given equal value 
— or you hear as much of one as 
the other. If you have the right 
test equipment this is a tangible 
standard which can be 
translated onto a graph which is 
the point of all those charts they 
show you in the salesroom. 


There is another way of 
looking at it. It can be argued 
that such measurable response 
is itself an artificial standard, 
and that to design a system 
based on the way it will check 
out on the tests is a 
technological fallacy that causes 
people to approach things 
backwards. Again as a 
generality, West Coast 
manufacturers such as JBL 
apply subjective evaluation to 
designing their systems. They 
are obviously dealing with more 
nebulous concepts since the 
objective of their design is not

accuracy as regards. electronic 
testing but whether or not the 
system sounds good. 


Within a context of mutual 
respect, one side regards the 
other as a group of anal 
technicians and in turn is 
thought of as a bunch of sloppy 
hippies. Nevertheless, without 
advocating either approach, the 
consumer is best forewarned 
that shopping for stereo 
equipment drops us into the 
middle of this apples and 
oranges argument. One sales 
person will demonstrate two 
systems and say enigmatically, 
‘See, hear the difference?”’ 
while another will pull out the 
piles of paper and explain that 
one sounds 
other. Michmerhuizen says

The BSEM stereo course 
doesn’t hand out any easy 
Michmerhuizen 
refrains from simply rating

what he considers the all 
important question, ‘‘What is 
satisfaction?”

The Rectilinear Xla 
speakers rate among the best 
of the smaller bookshelf 
speakers.

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WGBH’s “Adventures in Sound”’ 


By David Moran 

Anyone who gets very deeply 
into classical music 
reproduction — buying and 
comparing first-rate equipment, 
listening critically at home, and 
so on — becomes quickly aware 
that the best playback systems 
are superior to the material fed 
to them. In fact, to get to that 
point where one’s audio system 
surpasses most of the available 
software (source material) only a 
modest outlay of money is 
required. Some new records are 
worthy of the best super- 
tracking cartridges and the 
direct-drive turntables of 
extremely low rumble; some 
Dolbyized pre-recorded tapes 
take advantage of the widest- 
range, flat, low-distortion 
speakers and electronics. But 
most of the gritty super-warp 
American-made recordings that 
currently dominate the market 
are unplayable, or at least 
unlistenable, over a fine system. 

FM broadcasting, potentially 
the highest-fidelity medium, 
usually sounds worse than 
anything. Boston has four first- 
rate classical music stations, but 
WBUR’s signal is filthy with 
noise and distortion, and 
WCRB’s clean signal always has 
the sound of frying bacon behind 
it, (because they are also 
broadcasting piped-in music to 
offices on another channel.) 
WHRB’s signal is fairly clean, 
but it’s weak and off during the 
summer. 

This leaves WGBH. A few 
years ago I wrote that they were 
the best FM station in the 
country, and that their music 
programming all by itself made 
“owning a good tuner and tape 
recorder worthwhile.’’ Both 
statements are even truer now 
than they were _ and one of: 


the reasons for that situation is a 
new WGBH program that 
features the best recorded sonics 
you will ever hear from any 


source: “Adventures in Sound,” 


one year old this week. 

“Adventures in Sound” is on 
Monday evenings from 8 to 11. It 
is the baby of C. Victor Campos, 
who also hosts it. Campos is a 
big honcho at KLH, a 
consultant to several record 
companies, and technical 
advisor to the Marlboro Music 
Festival. (KLH underwrites the 
show to the tune of $1000 a 
month). Knowledgeable friend 
of most of the record industry’s 
outstanding engineers, Campos 
has arranged with them to have 
made a second-generation 
Dolbyized tape of their 
companies’ classical masters, 
which he then plays through a 
completely Dolbyized circuit at 
the station (see diagram). The 
signal that your tuner receives 
isn’t itself Dolbyized, and 
requires nothing in its decoding 
other than care in your antenna 
set-up. You get it in stunning 
silence, since all of WGBH’s 
pads, compressors, limiters and 
so on have been bypassed 
(including even gain controls), 
and the entire loop is enclosed in 
the Dolby A system. The sound 
is strikingly superior to the 
records made from the masters, 
of course, though one still can 
hear a touch of rumble every so 
often. 

Campos is a native New 
Yorker, come to Boston 
attracted by Acoustic Research 
many years ago. A drop-out 
from several colleges, he has an 
encyclopedic knowledge of 
engineering and audio matters. 
His goal on this show is simply 
to “show the potential of FM.” 


Its potential is greater than 
discs’, as mentioned, but the 
FCC doesn’t require very 
rigorous standards of stations, 
and many of them make those 


- standards only barely anyway. 


Campos, on his show, even goes 
so far as to compensate his tapes 
for GBH’s only compromise, 
being down 5 db at 30 Hz from 
the 50 Hz level. That’s why the 
timpani whacks in the 
program’s ‘theme, Copland’s 
‘Fanfare for the common man”’, 
are so satisfyingly deep. 

The show gets WGBH-FM’s 
second largest volume of mail 
(after Morning Pro Musica), 
which should surprise no one 
familiar with Boston’s vigorous 
listening community. I rather 
suspect that the show’s biggest 
fans are audiophiles with the 
new super-tuners (Herman- 
Kardon, Pioneer, etc.) and other 
appropriately superb 
equipment, rather than music 
lovers who wish to savor a 
compositional spectrum from 
Rimsky-Korsakov to Cage, 
from Karg-Elert to Penderecki, 
from Mozart to Webern. Mostly 
it’s the big labels that are 
represented (Columbia, RCA, 
DG) but there’s a lot of 
Nonesuch’s library, and 
anyway, those are the 
companies who have the best 
producers, Campos’s friends — 
Aubor, Mowrey, Wilcox, 
Solomon, McClure, 


Culshaw, 


etc., who often mix down a 
special copy for Campos when 
the master itself gets made. 
(Thus one often is hearing a 
genuine master-tape.) 

This unique program, then, 
will make one’s stereo bloom like 
a hot-house plant, as it gets fed 
incredibly high-fidelity music in 
(usually) fine performances. But 
let me register a few objections. 
For one thing, with every Karel 
Husa quartet or Bernstein 


Carmen, we get great gobs of . 


mediocre Eugene Ormandy 
performances of the most 
standard, pedestrian repertory. 
Second, the miking of much of 
the material (especially 
orchestral) is grotesquely 
unnatural, a characteristic of 
much American producing (it’s 
to Campos’s credit that he tries 
to avoid the worst of this, but 


still what one hears frequently 


isn’t close to what one would 
hear live.) Whether records 
should be more spectacular than 
the real thing is an issue too 
large to take up here, but 
listeners should be warned that 
if they find many American 
records too hot, bright, oddly 
spot-lighted in solo passages, 
and giving an impossibly full 
and rich musical perspective, 
they may not take to 
“Adventures in Sound.” 

The most disconcerting thing 
about the show, however, is the 
voice of Victor Campos, and this

is no minor complaint, nor 
peculiar to me. Campos has a 
stupefying New York accent, 
which by his enunciation and 
rhythms he seems almost to 
cultivate, and his syntax is often 
utterly fractured. He makes 
Howard Cosell sound like David 
Frost. Also, his lack of any 
musical training is often 
painfully apparent; he has 
catholic taste, to be sure, but 
his opinions about modern 
music, his pronunciation of 
difficult names and foreign 
phrases, and his historically 
comparative musical statements 
will send you diving for that 
volume control you set so high 
during the flawless sound. 
Campos is obviously a lively, 
colorful personality, aware of his 
persona, and easier to take then 
deKoven, but watch out when 
he comes booming in after that 
final cadence. 

A final note: taping these 
programs (or any musical 
recordings) is technically 
against the copyright law, but 
it’s a temptation too strong to be 
resisted by most audiophiles 
who have the equipment, and 
it’s highly unlikely anyone 
would ever be prosecuted for 
doing so unless he started 
pressing Guarneri Quartet 
cheap bootlegs from his own 
high-quality copy. Still, anyone 
who tapes from a radio station is 
at least morally obligated to 
support it as much as he can, so 
checks should go to WGBH, as 
well as letters of support, 
comments, suggestions, (I’d like 
to hear Vanguard’s Anton 
Heiller Bach organ tapes), 
praise and so on, to Victor 
Campos, who has given Boston’s 
musical and audio community a 
large, generous, unique gift.

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Another Year Sound Coming 


By Peter W. Mitchell 
This is an appropriate time to 
make some predictions about 
what will happen in the rapidly- 
evolving hi-fi scene during 1974. 
For starters, we can go out on a 
limb and say that no truly 
radical innovation will appear 
on the consumer market this 
year. Some radical 
developments will occur in gear 
marketed for professional use 
(for instance the pulse-code- 
modulation tape recorder, 
effectively eliminating wow, 
flutter, tape hiss, distortion, and 
frequency-response aber- 
rations). But in equipment 
designed for home use it is likely 
that the 1974 market will evolve 
logically from the 1973 scene. 

A case in point: although 
optimistic predictions have been 
made annually since 1969-70 
that the cassette recorder would 
supplant the open-reel stereo 
tape recorder, open-reel 
machines continued to offer 
a better mix of perforraancé, 
price, and reliability in the 


view of most consumers, until 
mid-1973. During 1973 the 
number of truly high-quality 
cassette recorders on the market 
increased from one or two to 
nearly a dozen, and sales took 
off like a rocket. This trend will 
continue during 1974; cassette 
recorders will almost completely 
supplant open-reel machines in 
the under-$500 price class. Only 
a few under-$500 open-reel 
machines will continue to be 
marketed. Integrated-circuit 
(IC) Dolby-B noise-suppression 
circuits will appear in all but the 
very cheapest cassette recorders. 
Manufacturers will also act to 
minimize the phasing errors in 
recorders, in order to enable 
accurate reproduction of 
matrixed (SQ or QS) 
quadrophonic recordings. In 
other respects the actual sonic 
performance of the best 1974 
cassette recorders will not be 
noticeably better than that of 
the best 1973 machines, -but an 
increase in the variety of gadgets 


and accessories supplied will 
raise both market confusion and 
price. 

In FM tuners ond receivers, 
the use of phase-locked-loop 
(PLL) stereo multiplex decoder 
IC chips will become nearly 
universal in units at all price 
levels, so that for the first time, 
negligible distortion and perfect 
channel separation will become 
as unremarkable in stereo tuners 
as they are in amplifiers. The 
Dolby IC chip will also become 
increasingly common in FM 
tuners, together with a switch to 
alter the audio equalization 
curve. But this trend will be 
gradual, since FM broadcasters 
will not begin widespread use of 
Dolby and altered equalization 
before 1975. The broadcasting of 
matrixed 4-channel recordings 
(SQ and QS) will become 
routine during 1974, but the 
FCC will not authorize a method 
of discrete 4-channel 
broadcasting until late in the 
year or early 1975. Since any 


discrete quad broadcasting 
technique will add noise to the 
received sound field, quad 
broadcasting will probably be 
combined with Dolby noise 
reduction. Appropriately 
equipped tuners and tuner- 
adaptors will not be widely 
available until 1975-76.

Of the 4-channel 
receivers available during the 
early part of the year, those 
offering CD-4 playback will 
contain only primitive SQ 
circuits, and those offering SQ 
with full-logic restoration of 
channel separation will lack CD- 
4 facilities. All three varieties 
of quadraphonic records (SQ, 


QS, and CD-4) will be marketed . 


in quantity by the record 
companies, and none of the 
three will “win” the 4-channel 
battle for at least two or three 
years, if then. Fortunately the 
use of IC chips will enable the 
production, late in 1974, of 
receivers, amplifiers, and 
adapters containing -in -one 
chassis complete facilities for all 
available varieties of 4-channel 
sound. These will be the first 
quadraphonic systems 
recommendable without 
reservation. 

The tentative character of the 
early-1974 quad receivers is 
evident in their advertising, 
which stresses not their 
quadraphonic capabilities but 
their supposed stereo 
compatibility. In most brands 
the most-advertised feature is 
the “bridging” circuit, which 
permits switching off the rear 
speakers and doubles the power 
available for delivery to the 
front speakers in playback of 
conventional stereo records. 
This is a sales gimmick designed 
to reassure the customer that he 
is not venturing into uncharted 
territory with his money. But 
bridging is actually of little or no 
value; once you have a good 4- 
channel system you will always 
use all four channels, even when 
playing stereo records, because 
the matrix decoder enhances the 
vividness and spaciousness of 
your stereo recordings. 

The principal change in 
loudspeakers in 1974 will be a 
continuing increase in the 
variety of designs worth 
considering. During the past 
decade, acoustic-suspension 
speakers have dominated 
the marketplace because they 
clearly provided the best 
performance per dollar, 

Recent theoretical advances 
in the rational design of speakers 
of other types are making these 
other approaches competitive 
with acoustic-suspension in 
terms of both performance and 
price, so the acoustic-suspension 
design will lose dominance of the 
field. 

Disc-playing. equipment will 
change only superficially in 
1974, and higher prices will be 
charged for performance 


improvements which are 


measurable but inaudible. 
Serious engineering attention to 
the two principal limitations in 
present record players (arm- 
cartridge compatibility, and 
susceptibility to acoustic 
feedback) will again be 
postponed. And as more people 
are exposed to the sound of 
Dolbyized cassettes and 
cartridges, there will be pressure 
for the industry to apply noise- 
reduction to disc records. 

Finally, after several years of 
Japanese dominance of the hi-fi 
equipment field, 1974 will see a 
major resurgence of American 
manufactureres of hi-fi gear, 
not only in the- premium class 
but in moderate-priced 
components as well.

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The Next Step — Video Discs - 


By Vince Canzoneri 


Your sense of sound and 
space, like your linkage of eves 
and ears, has always been a 
complimentary one. Bird calls 
over water speak distance — the 
medium broached — no less 
than instrument — the vocal 
chords a’twang. A’ hugely 
amplified rock band can jam 
even a space like the Cyclorama 
with thickening walls of sound, 
so that even its giant openness 
can come to feel like 
entombment in lead, We 
experience sound in relation to 
space, and hence visually as 
well. 

Quadraphenics seem to imply 
a broadening of the home 
listening environs — as if we 
want to close our. eyes and feel 
the living room walls dissolve 
into that timeless 3- 
dimensionality of 2001. We seem 
to be willing to pay big bucks for 
this preferred sense of 
dislocation in space, a feeling 
that obliterates perspective and 
focus in the concrete world of 
visible orientations with the 
triumph of a sense of motion in 
the more abstract and 
imaginative world of limitless 
sound. 

But now, they say, the next 
step is toward video discs, 


phonograph records that play 
pictures into your TV set as well 
as sounds into your amp and 
speakers. What happens to that 
limitless imaginative landscape 
when your attention is called to 
the tube-screen, eyes open and 
looking out rather than eyes 
closed and looking in? Here is an 
intersting potential for reversing 
that psycho-spatial sense of 
broadening, or at least for 
placing it in tension with 
another sense-direction, one 
that focuses emotional energy 
toward a well-located window on 
things/people/places rather than 
that infinity of shapes coming 
from your own shuttered 
imagination. 

Many aesthetic questions 
arise, But first, some technical 
background. And some 
economics. 

The video disc recording, so 
far as content is concerned, 
differs no more from a video tape 
recording than a phonograph 
record differs from an audio 
tape. But you are more likely to 
get sounds-with-pictures via 


discs (and sooner) on. the’ 


consumer market than via 

tapes, for a number of reasons: 
1.)The clumbsiest aspect of 

video tape machines centers on 


the mechanics of the spinning 
heads. Their electronics are 
comparatively cheap and 
durable — whether you speak of 
reel-to-reel or cassette decks — 
but the mechanics cost a lot and 
they break down often. The 
mechanics for disc machines are 
much simplier, tricky in their 
design (to hold and transmit 
that vast amount of information 
needed to assemble a video 
image) but more on a scale of 
complexity with your basic 
Garrard turntable. 

2.) Discs can be pirated onto 
tape, but not onto other disc 
machines. So, the recording 
companies want to encourage a 
general use of disc machines, 
figuring that’s the best way to 
keep you from distributing their 
expensive software (perfor- 
mances on disc or tape) 
underground. 

Marketwise, two big thrusts 
are being made into the home or 
consumer video-player market. 
One, in Europe, is tied to a 


software catalogue of audio- :

The other, 
in America, is pushed by 
hardware manufacturers and 
gears itself to selling the more

The lead in America has fallen 
to the Japanese. Sony (and later 
Panasonic) wiped out most 
American competition in the 
small-format home-video 
market — across the board, in 
cameras and everything, 
including the playback systems. 
Ampex almost went under 
because of huge losses in its 
consumer department — mock- 
ups of their portapaks got 
around to insiders but they were 
awful and never made the stores. 
The upshot: Ampex has 
liquidated its consumer 
department. Same with Avco- 
Embassy, which wrote off one of 
the largest losses — $45 million 
— in American corporate history 
when it left the audio-visual race 
just last year.

Now 
that could have been 
interesting, if it had worked, for 
Columbia has a huge library of 
recordings to peddle and hence 
could have gotten America onto 
the right track — one that weds 
hardware development with 
software development. It didn’t, 
or at least not well, and 
Columbia Records’ missed the 
boat. Goldmark, incidentally, 
left CBS Labs to go into 
business for himself recently; 
and what has he been working 
on? You guessed it, a video disc 
machine. 

So our field was left to the 
Sony three-quarter inch cassette 
and the Panasonic half inch 
cartridge machines.

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What They Play Is WhatY ou Hear? 


By Michael Bloom 

Among tne many 
disappointments likely to hit 
anyone who attends a rock 
concert these days is the 
wretched condition of the sound. 
As a reviewer, I place muddy 
vibes chief among concert 
bummers, beyond even hecklers 
and their quieter but no less 
wasted colleagues in the 
audience. The habitual sludge 
one hears at Boston’s premier 
events is doubtless sometimes 
due to the incompetence of the 
group and roadies, but more 
often arises from the 
amplification system going three 
rounds — and losing — with a 
hostile hall. 

The same conditions which 
govern the acoustical behavior 
of your listening room also 
pertain to Boston’s concert 
halls, with room dimensions, 
wattage and audience all 
multiplied hundredsfold. And 
architectural acoustics hinge 
solely on one factor: reflection. 
Sound is reflected (or absorbed, 


which is the direct opposite of 


reflection) by the walls, ceiling, 
draperies, doorways and 
audiences of an auditorium, and 
it is the pattern of this reflection 
and absorption that determines 
whether a listener will hear the 
music or not. 


If sound is reflected too much, 
the reverberation'time (which is 
the time it takes for a sound to 
die out to one-millionth of its 
original intensity) becomes too 
great to hear individual notes 
clearly. Anyone who attended 
Emerson Lake and Palmer’s 
recent Boston Garden concert 
may have noticed that 
Emerson’s nimble fingers would 
have played the fifth or sixth 
note of a run before the echoes of 
the first had completely died 
away. The walls of the Garden 
are composed of hard masonry, 
an excellent reflector of sound. 

However, the solution is not to 
avoid all reflections. The 
Orpheum (Aquarius) Theatre is 
choked with sound-absorbing 
materials and configurations; 
the plush of the seats and the 
funnel-like doorways gobble up 
ambient sound mercilessly. As a 
result, even high volume levels 
of music sound very distant, 
because the reverberations and 
the high frequencies that 
contribute to the presence are 
squelched. In addition, the 
Orpheum makes P.A. systems 
terribly energy inefficient. The 
proper auditorium maintains a 
balance between absorbing and 
reflecting surfaces. 

Another feature of bad hall 


acoustics is the possibility of 
destructive interference in 
reflections, where the reflected 
wave is just enough out of phase 
to cancel out part of the signal 
from the stage. Again the 
Garden is the classic bad 
example. The waves of sound 
emanate out from the P.A. 
toward the nearly circular walls 
of the hall, where they are 
reflected back in a crisscross 
pattern. Where the waves 
intersect the sound is reinforced 
and the listeners are blasted out 
of their seats. Where the waves 
cancel, the listener hears 
nothing but a rumble. (It gave 
us quite a chuckle to learn that 
the Dylan tickets marked 
“Obstructed View” had the best 
sound in the house.) 

Of course, all these 
considerations may be mitigated 
or severely aggravated, by 
speaker placement. A 
loudspeaker doesn’t just speak 
loud, it also produces a beam. 
Jethro Tull proved in their 
Garden engagement that proper 
speaker placement can account 
for any hall defect; their sound 
was crystalline. We wish every 
band that heard they were to 
play the Garden would contact 
Tull’s engineers and’ achieve the 
same pellucid sound. They 


suspended their P-A. drivers 15 
feet from the floor and aimed 
them in such a way that the 
worst of the echoes were 
squelched. They also ran the 
sound through an equalizer so as 
to avoid the natural resonances 
of the airplane hanger of a 
concert hall and approximate 
flat response. 

It is on the principle of 
speaker placement that the new 
Performance Center is based. A 
network of Bose speakers, 
placed by Bose engineers and 
the staff of E.U. Wurlitzer’s of 
Boston, point out towards all 
corners of the facility, insuring 
audibility everywhere in the 
hall. Unfortunately, the 
Performance Center holds 650, 
and its little brother about half 
that, so not many concertgoers 
will be able to take advantage of 
the best sound in Boston. 

Symphony Hall is 
occassionally used as a rock 
venue, and contrary to popular 
opinion, its acoustics are not all 
that splendid. The orchestra 
makes itself heard only by dint 
of the hanging microphones and 
hidden speakers. However, the 
volumes of even the mildest rock 
act will overcome the slight 
defects of this hall, or of the 
similar Jordan Hall. Better for 
rock purposes, however, is the 
old faithful Music Hall, in which 
almost every one of over 4,000 
people can hear an adequate 
concert — as soon as one gets 
booked there.

Continued from page 20-———_ 
some 40 discs to go with it. 

Experts throughout the 
industry agree that software — 
the recorded performances of 
sound and pictures — will 
eventually be the attraction that 
sells the hardware. But it’s a 
new mode and no one knows just 
what the software should be. 

For instance, Johnny Cash is 
OK for listening to while you 
pick up the apartment, but 
would you want to look at those 
railroad-train-a’comin’ film- 
features off his ol’ TV show more 
than once, or even once? 

And it’s not clear to me that I 
want to look at the same 
visualization, no matter how 
eloquent, every time I listen to 
FANNY HILL the book, or 
FANNY HILL the movie, I ask 
you? Mick Jagger the vocalist, 
or Maxanne’s instant analysis of 
Mick Jagger the turn-on? 

But seriously, the traditional 
dogs in your basic Schwann 
catalogue — things like great 
Shakespeare recording or even 
La Traviata — begin to make a 
little more commercial sense 
with the visuals attached. So 
also, of course, Alice Cooper and 
David Bowie. But again, the 
chance to look at their acts more 
than once might mean the end 
to their appeal rather than any 
new beginning. 

Ultimately, the discs may 
feature more Bergman than 
Presley. But even the quality 
films begin to pale. Perhaps the 
more painterly directors — like 
Antonioni, who encourages the 
viewer to look and make the 
unmade connections — or the 
more contrived and complex, 
like Bertolucci, will get more 
play as the medium allows for 
more study and concentration, 
more in the readerly mode of the 
novel rather than the motion. 
picture or recording of today. 
Perhaps the more ritualistic 
material — Pasolini’s Gospel — 
will become more valuable to 
the viewer/listener. Who knows? 

And perhaps the people who 
want to have their senses totally 
immersed — whether by rock 
bands or by TV soaps — will 
finally get what they really 
want: continuous vusak to go 
with their musak. 

But expect no revolutions 
overnight. It’s not just the 
hardware and the software that 
have to be set. Unions — of 
performers and technicians — 
have already started lengthy 
bickerings over royalties and 
futures and residuals. The 
venture capital is hardly scarce, 
of course, but reasonably scared. 

Still, the wiley creative artist 
is already (and visibly) 
embarked upon the stockpiling 
of audio-visual performances. 
Leonard Bernstein didn’t do all 
those light classics (like The 
Moldau) with the BSO (on tape 
at WGBH) or his Norton 
Lectures at Harvard out of 
abiding respect for their 
scholarly glories: that’s the kind 
of package — mstein, the 
BSO, and Smetna which can sell 
itself to rich, conservative 
consumers, the kind who are 
most likely to afford themselves 
the pleasure of vid-discs the 
soonest. 

Not to miss out on the future, 
of course, Lenny has also 
commissioned Ron Hays out at 
WGBH to start some abstract 
video works on the Paik-Abe 
video synthesizer there. I don’t 
know that these are commercial 
stirrings, but I think so. 

And ol’ Mick Jagger, never 
one to miss a lucrative boat, has 
turned to video — vis, his 
expensive experiment in an 
expensive London studio with 
expensive British TV director 
Michael Lindsay Hogg at Don 
Kirshner’s expense. 

So, it’s coming. What it will 
be, what it will feel like — 
looking at the toob while your 
walls collapse — is anyone’s 
guess. But it’s coming. 
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Car stereo set'?

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How Decide Which Tape Use 


By Alvin Foster 
If you are like most tape 
recorder enthusiasts you 
probably have become confused 
by the claims of tape 
manufacturers. Many brands 
promise the loweet possible 
noise, no print through, the 
highest possible output, and the 
fewest dropouts of any tape on 
the market. The picture 
becomes even more confusing 
when the claims within a 
manufacturer’s own line are 
escalated to the point where 
' differences as advertised are 
indistinguishable — leaving you 
to rely solely on price differences 
and guessing. 

The advertising of most tape 
manufacturers is misleading 
and does the consumer a 
disservice; it does not enable 
him to make a reasonable 
purchasing decision based upon 
his specific needs. 

Lofty claims are not confined 
solely to open reel tape but also 
are duplicated for cassettes. 
Each cassette manufacturer 
promises to do more for you than 
the other, and many iron oxide 
cassettes promise to deliver 
more than the CrO, cassettes. 

Previously I paid little 
attention to the varied claims of 
tape manufacturers but the 
recent acquisition of a high 
quality open reel tape recorder 
forced me into the breech. I had 
to decide which tape to buy in 
order to bias and adjust the 


machine for optimum record 


and playback results. 

My search started with the 
relatively new Scotch 207 from 
3M. I already knew that Scotch 
203 was said to be a superior 
tape and accepted as a 
broadcast industry standard. So 
after reading 3M’s specs and 
claims, I adjusted the bias and 
equalization for the optimum 
results with the 207. The 
record/playback response was 
adjusted to within+ 2 dB from 20 
tor20,000 Hz. 

_I was very satisfied with the 
results but still intent on finding 
the best tape for my needs. So | 
purchased one reel each of the 
various low noise tapes: Scotch 
203, BASF LP-35LH, Sony SLH- 
180, Scotch 207, Memorex 1800, 
Maxell UD35-7, and TDK 1800- 
SD. I used several techniques to 
test the various qualities of each 
tape manufacturer and 
determined at the conclusion of 
the tests to adjust my tape 
recorder for the winner. 

Each test series was repeated 
a minimum of three times and 
results averaged. Differences of 
1 dB were not considered 


significant. In any event, the 
‘relative rankings would remain 
unchanged. 

Dropout 

Dropout is defined in 3M’s 
publication ‘101 Terms,” as 
occurring during playback. It is 
“the instantaneous Joss of a 
recorded signal due to 
imperfections in the tape. 

..most commonly these 
imperfections are high spots on 
the tape surface which push the 
tape away from the magnetic 
head....’’ Since the dropouts are 
more easily heard at higher 
frequencies the audible effect 
with music will often be an 
intermittant ‘dulling’ of the 
sound for up to a second or two. 
Dropout is particularly severe in 
the first and last few feet of most 
open reel tapes due mainly to 
the mistreatment that these 
sections endure in the normal 
loading and unloading of the 
tape. This is the reason why 
some manufacturers include a 
few feet of leader tape and why a 
tape recording. perfectionist 
never records a signal on the 
first or last few feet of tape. Of 
the tapes included in these tests 
only Scotch 203 and Memorex 
were without leader tape. 

To test for dropout the author 
used a procedure similar to the 
one described by Julian Hirsch 
in Stereo Review (September

TDK, Maxell, Sony, and 
BASF, in that order, come with 
the best designed reels for 
minimal handling abuse and 
actually are easier to thread 
than the Scotch arid Memorex 
reels. 

Another procedure you can 
use to minimize the negative 
effects of handling tape is to 
record ‘backwards’ on a reel of 
tape. You simply wind a new 
reel of tape onto a well designed 
take-up reel and then record 
from that reel, meanwhile 
spooling onto the original reel. 
There is some inconvenience 
involved with this procedure in 
that you must unwind a reel 


signal usually means a higher 
signal/noise ratio — less tape 
hiss. This is because the 
recorded signal is further above 
the tape’s inherent hiss level. 
Table 3 gives the results; TDK 
and Sony win here while Scotch 
203 ranks:lowest in this test. 

I was not satisfied with this 
test procedure, which is fairly 
standard, because I do not feel a 
test tone represents the complex 
character of music or gives any 
indication of the tape’s 
sensitivity at other frequencies. 
Fortunately, I have a Scott 811- 
B Noise Generator which offers 
‘pink noise’ output. Pink noise is 
not a communist plot, rather it

procedure requires that you 
record a 10 kHz tone at 71, ips 
for three minutes on the tape 
and observe the playback results 
over an AC VTVM. The 
playback amplitude variation in 
decibels gives a rough guide to 
the dropout qualities of that 
particular tape. 

Table 1 gives the results of my 
findings using brand new tape: 
Maxell and Scotch 207 were best 
here with Sony coming in last. 
The table reflects only minor 
differences; however, the results 
change dramaically for some of 
the tapes after use. Table 2 gives 
the performance of ‘old’ tape — 
used in these tests — BASF and 
Memorex grew much worse. 


Why? My theory is that these 
two tapes deteriorated more 
rapidly because of the stiffness 
of their polyester backings and 
not because of oxide 
imperfections. The Memorex 
and BASF backings were much 
stiffer than the others and more 
easily creased or permanently 
pinched. Thus these two tapes 
could be more easily abused by 
mishandling. 

I was surprised to find such 


-noticeable deterioration 


between new and slightly used 
tapes and was convinced that 
careful handling of tape is a 
prerequisite to good recording. 
Even the type of reels one used 
affected dropout. Take up reels 
which cover the tape with only 
one or two small holes for 
threading protect it because the 
larger plastic area covering the 
tape inhibits pinching or 
creasing of tape as the reel is 
handled. The pressures exerted 
when handling the reel of tape 
are distributed more evenly over 
the tape edges. 


a tightly wound and more 
importantly an ‘evenly’ wound 
position. The even winding adds 


insurance that there will be 


fewer tape edges exposed to 
pinching when the tape is 
handled. 

Of course, avoid warped reels. 
Warped reels or reels that are 
seriously out of round are a 
prime cause of pinched tape 
edges. The procedure for 
obtaining near perfect reels will 
vary with the individual. I buy 
several reels: at a time and 
exchange the warped ones. 

The importance of dropout 
will vary. with the design of the 
recorder’s tape transport, the 
width of the tape track, and 
recording speed. A 3 dB dropout 
at 7 ips may be inaudible, 
audible at 3° ips and disturbing 
at I% ips. The speed tactor and 
-many others make cassette 
recorders more prone to dropout; 
however, cassettes have a key 


factor in their favor — the tape is 


completely enclosed in a nearly 
crush- proof container which 
minimizes the dust, dirt, and 
handling problems which plague 
open reel tapes. Most cassette 
recorders go a step further by 
completely enclosing the 
cassette transport area during 
use to keep dust from 
contributing to dropout. Still 
other cassette design factors 
may make audible dropout a 
serious problem. 
Sensitivity and Printthrough 
Tape sensitivity is the amount 
of output for a given input. The 
tape sensitivity can be measured 
easily by recording a one kHz 
tone at a fixed input level on 
each tape and afterward 
measuring the relative outputs 
on an AC VTVM. A high output 


octave. Pink noise in terms of its 
frequency and energy 
distribution closely resembles 
music. I, therefore, recorded 
pink noise at -20 VU on each 
tape and then measured the 
relative outputs. In Table 4 
TDK and Sony are still highest 
but the rankings have changed 
somewhat. Scotch 203 still is the 
least sensitive ‘of the tapes 
tested. 

Printthrough is difficult to 
measure. It is the transfer of a 


signal from one layer of tape to 


the next. No attempt was made 
to quantify it because none of 
these tapes appeared to have 
any audible printthrough. 


machine adjusted for Scotch 
207, I was less concerned about 
how flat the response was with 
the various tapes than with 
which tapes exhibited rising or 
falling levels at higher 
frequencies. A rising high 
frequency response would 
indicate which tape would have 
the lowest hiss level. As shown 
in Table 5, Maxell and BASF 
both have the desired rising 
response starting around 2,500 
Hz. Reduced hiss level using the 
Maxell or BASF tapes occurs 
because the tape machine’s high 
frequency playback de- 

emphasis can be increased. 

Increasing playback de- 

emphasis to offset rising high 
frequency response concurrently 
flattens frequency response and 
reduces hiss level of the tape by 
the same factor. 

At this point I re-adjusted my 
deck’s equalization to 
compensate for the observed 
rising response. (The service 
manual of the author’s tape 
recorder recommends the same 
bias for the 207, Maxell, and 
BASF tapes.) 

All the following tests were 
performed with the tape 
recorder adjusted for BASF and 
Maxell. Table 6 gives the 
frequency response of each tape. 
The winners here are clearly 
BASF and Maxell, which seem 
to have the greatest natural high 
frequency retention. Scotch 207 
comes in last. 

High Frequency Saturation 

A test that separates the men 
from the boys is a check of a 
tape’s retention of high 
frequencies recorded at 0 VU. 
All tapes experience high 
frequency saturation of varying 
degrees when recorded at levels 
above -20 VU. That is why tape 
recorder manufacturers 
recommend that all frequency 
response tests be run at -20 VUK 
or below. But I feel a frequency 
response test at that level 
doesn’t represent the way a 
recorder is actually used when 
recording music. When 
recording, you will probably 
permit your VU meter to-read 
slightly below 0 VU for the 
average levels and above 0 VU 
on the peaks. And when 
saturation occurs on peaks the 
recording can sound dull. 

Information gained from 
recording test tones at -20VU is 
interesting but gives you little 
indication of what really 
happens when recording music 
at higher levels. The test I 
designed to measure tape 
saturation at high frequenotes 
was to record 10 kHz; 15 kHz, 
and 18 kHz tones at 0 VU. One 
kHz was used as the reference 
frequency. In Table 7 a 
correction factor is included to 
compensate for the tape’s 
response to the same frequencies

Frequency Response 

The results of the frequency 
response and output tests ‘were 
the deciding ones for me; I 
selected the tape for which my 
machine is now biased and. 
equalized largely because of 
these results. 

Tape recorder frequency 
response is a measure of the 
recorder’s sensitivity at selected 
frequencies. To perform this test 
all tones were recorded at -20 
VU at7\ ips. Initially, with the 


at -20 VU. In other words, if 
Scotch 207 was down 2 dB at 10 
kHz when recorded at -20VU,, 2 
dB was added algebraically into 
the results for 0 VU record 
levels. 

Table 7 gives you the results 
of the saturation test. BASF and 
Maxell are clear winners here 
again while TDK and 207 are 
losers. BASF and Maxell’s 
retention of high frequencies at a 
playback level of 0 VU at 10 kHz 
and 15 kHz indicates that the 
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dulling experienced by high 
record levels may be less of a 
factor in selecting record levels. 
This means that cymbal clashes 
and the last whomp of the 
orchestra will be retained with 
little or no loss of the high 
frequency sheen. 
Out of curiosity I repeated the 
test using a +3dBVU playback 
level and with same frequencies. 
This test was designed to find 
out ‘if the differences between 
the tapes shown in Table 7 
remained and to see how much 
loss occurred at high frequencies 
at that record level. 

Table 8 shows that the 
differences between the tapes 
remain about the same; Maxell 
and BASF are still within 2 dB 
of the 207. However, high 
frequency roll-off has increased 
an average of 3 dB for all tapes

at 18 kHz while 10 kHz is down 
only about one dB. Since most 
musical energy lies below 10 
kHz, the audible effect of 


recording at levels slightly above 
0 VU should be negligible as far 
as loss of high frequencies is 
concerned. Distortion resulting 
from high record levels now is 
the main limiting factor with 
BASF and Maxell tape. 

Cost and Other Factors 

Table 9 gives the list price of 
the various tapes as listed in the 
Stereo Directory and Buying 
Guide 1973. A quick check of the 
major hi-fi retail stores in the 
Boston area indicate that none 
of these prices really apply. For 
example, Table 10 gives the 
actual purchase price at 
Tweeter, Etc. 

BASF is another winner when 
it comes to packaging. BASF 
tape comes in a hard gray plastic 
case with a hinged slot from 
which the tape is removed. It 
has two stick-on labels and a foil

strip to actuate the stop 
mechanisms of tape recorders so 
equipped.

The two 
winners for my money are 
Maxell and BASF. BASF gets 
the best buy award and Maxell 
gets the prize for the best all 
around performance. But no 
single tape had all the virtues or 
won all the tests. The ideal tape 
would have the 207’s non-slip 


backing and non-creasing— 


properties, BASF’s high 
frequency retention and 
packaging, 207’s dropout 
characteristics, the reel design of 
TDK and Maxell, the output 
level of TDK and Sony, and 
BASF’s price. 
Cassettes:Iron Oxide vs. CrO2 
I decided to run the saturation 
test on two CrO , cassettes and 


the Maxell iron oxide cassette. 
The Maxell UD C-60 cassette is 
representative of higher quality 
iron oxide cassettes. 


Table 11 shows that CrO.2 is 
the clear winner. The CrO, 
Advocate Cassette was down 
only 1.2 dB at a -5VU playback 
level. By contrast, the iron oxide 
cassette was incapable of 
recording a flat frequency 
response curve above -30VU and 
in my opinion probably would 
fail the pink noise and high level 
recording tests. 

A more detailed analysis of 
cassettes may follow but for now 
the Advocate CrO2 cassette 
seems to perform better than the 
BASF and Sony CrO , cassettes. 
The Ampex CrO, cassette’s 
performance seems identical 
with Advocate’s and usually the 
Ampex cassette sells for less. ~

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Records and Tapes The Prices Crisis 


By Rory O’Connor 


What effect does the much- 
discussed energy crisis have on 
the amount of money that you as 
consumer must fork out for your 
favorite records and tapes? A lot 
or a little, apparently, 
depending on who you talk to 
and when you talk to them. 

If you’re a modern lover of 
music in any form, then you’ve 
probably read all the printed 
rumors about the supposed one- 
to-one ratio between Henry 
Kissinger and Clive Davis, 
between the oil embargo and a 
production and prices crisis in 
the record industry. If you own a 
pair of Bose 901’s or a Garrard 
turntable, then you probably 
know that p.v.c. (a-poly-vinyl- 
chloride) is a prime ingredient in 
the production of every record 
made in the United States. 
You’re probably aware that 
p.v.c. is a petro-chemical, one 
that is derived from an oil base. 
You’ve probably seen the record 
industry described in Rolling 
Stone and other trade journals 
as a “non-essential industry.” 
And if you haven’t been stoned 
and wearing headphones for six 
months, then you definitely 
know that oil and oil derivatives 
are as scarce these days as spare 
water in the Sahara, rhubarb in 
January, or Bob Dylan’s current 
political consciousness. 

But did you know that “‘as of 
now there is no petro-shortage in 
the record industry”??? 

That’s what Kip Natiello 
says. Kip is a Warner Brothers 
production manager at the 
Columbia Record Pressing Plant 
in Pittman, New Jersey. Kip 
told the Phoenix last week that, 
contrary to popular and much- 
printed rumor, “Vinyl is coming 
in consistently. We are moved 

down from a seven to a five-day 
pressing schedule, going three 
shifts a day, but this is 
functioning mainly as a 
contingency plan, and really 
could have been just as easily 
avoided.” 


But what about William’ 


Simon and Kuwait and those 
interminable gas lines? Don’t 
you know there’s a crisis goin’ 
on? “‘Well,”’ says Kip, “All that I 
can say is that there must be 
some sort of credibility gap 
opening up in the Energy Crisis. 
To paraphrase Mark Twain, 
however, reports of the shortage 
have been greatly exaggerated. 
We did feel a bit of a pinch, but 
as I said, that only-resulted in a 
short delay. We. don’t forsee any 
real problems in record 
production for at least another 
year-and-a-half, in light of our 
stockpiles. and the consistent 
supply.” 

Hmmm. There seems to be a 
credibility gap opening up in the 
record prices crisis as well. 
Otherwise, why would a promo 
man from the same company as 


Kip tell me on the exact same. 


day that “There definitely is a 
shortage of petro-chemicals used 
in the production of records?” 
Why would the Boston sales 
manager for MCA Records say 
that he “‘wouldn’t be surprised 
to see records jump up to $6.98 
in the spring?” And, conversely, 
why does an RCA rep claim that 
his company hasn’t experienced 
any difficulty at all in 
manufacturing records and 
tapes, while the vice-president 
in charge of operations of a rival 
company says that p.v.c. has 
been “running scarce for 6-8 
months?” And why does the cost 
of records and tapes seem to be 
ever-spiralling at your local 
city of music? Is there some kind 
of sinister conspiracy at work 
here, to undermine the minds 
and ears of America’s youth? 
And why does that Abbey Road 
tape that you bought last night 
have 18 42 minutes of John 
Lennon’s humming on it? 

The answers to these and 
similar questions appear. to lie, 
as usual, somewhere in the 
middle of the sum total of 
everything that you’ve heard. 
Let George Jones, an L.A. vice- 
president at MCA explain 
further: “Basically the situation 
is this — p.v.c., which is, 
without getting into too much 
extraneous detail, a 
fundamental material in the 
production of records, has been 
rather hard to come by for about 
six to eight months. This 
situation may improve by the 
fall. However, in the cost of 
records, this is really only a 
contributing factor. One has 
also to consider the rising costs 
of labor, studio time, of the 
paper used for making record 
jackets, or corrugation for 
shipping, of the cost of the fuel 
used in the production plants, 
really of across-the-board 
increases in the sum total of the 
expenses incurred in fhaking an 
album.” 

In other words there is a price 
increase on the way at the retail 
level? All of these expenses will 
have to be passed on to the 
consumer? 

“Well, that ... conceivably 
could happen. Of course, any 
increase in already issued 
material would have to be first 
approved by the government, by 
the Cost of Living Council. But 
very frankly, I would not be 
surprised, in fact it is very likely 
that suggested retail prices of 
records will go up $1.00 in price 
by springtime.” 


“Another effect, by the way, 
that the cost spiral will probably 
have on record companies is the 
elimination of low-budget lines, 
and in general, fewer new 
releases. That means fewer new 
artists being signed, as well as, 
in many cases, a roster of artists 
being actively decreased. This 
would naturally only be 


undertaken in cases where the 
artists involved were not 
generating sales commensurate 
with the expectation quotients.” 
Naturally. 

Rich Attinson of RCA Records 
makes this same thought a bit 
more succinct. ““The one good 
effect of the so-called petro- 
shortage in the record industry 
is that it will cut back on 
garbage releases,’’ he says. 
“There will be fewer records cut 
by the vice-president’s 
daughters, for example. So 
that’s bound to help the 
industry. My prediction, at least 
as far as prices go, is that tapes 
will continue to be higher in 
price than records, by at least a 
dollar. If you talk about a petro- 
chemical crisis and its effect on 
record prices — our company 
hasn’t really had any problem. 
We haven’t experienced any 
shortage. We have enough 
supplies right now for a year-and- 
a-half. We’ve actually had at 
least as much of a problem with 
a plastics shortage involved in 
making tapes as we have had 
with this ballyhooed p.v. c. 
thing. ” 


So much for opinion. Now 
let’s look at some facts. 


Back in the sweet and hot 
summer of 1967, when you no 
doubt were half-way across the 
countzy on your way to San 
Francisco, chances are that you 
could have stopped in Topeka or 
Wichita and picked up your 
favorite Scott MacKenzie 
album for something under the 
standard manufacturer’s sug- 
gested list price of $3.98. Then 
in July of that year, riding the 
crest of the Haight-Ashbury 
craze and a guns and butter 
economy, Columbia Records 
announced that it would cease 
the manufacture of all monaural 
records. In the future, it would 
produce only stereo albums at a 
suggested list price of $4.98. All 
other major record companies 
soon followed suit, and presto! 
the mono album became a thing 
of the past. 


In the mad months that 
followed, Watts was burned to a

Expensive stereo equipment 
came into vogue and passed into 
the commonality, and much like 
the vaunted chicken, found its 
way into an intimate 
relationship with pot in most 
American homes. The Great 
Stereo Tape Craze occurred, as 
total environmental control 
within one’s automobile was 
pronounced mandatory by those 
admen from MAD Ave. And, in 
1969, the price of a standard 
issue record album quietly 
soared to $5.98. 


Today, most major acts on top 
labels list for $6.98. This is 
rapidly becoming a new 
standard for recent releases. 
MCA made this their policy as 
of January ist of this year, as 
did Warner-Electra-Atlantic. 
And the executives of these and 
most other labels are publicly 
predicting another rise in prices 
by spring of this year. Some of 
them are trying to write-off part 
of this predicted increase as a 
direct result of a raw material 
shortage that other industry 
representatives are saying does 
not exist. And at the same time, 
tapes, which are composed 
mainly of a plastic substance 
called mylar plus iron oxide, 
which do not contain any petro- 
chemicals at all, are expected to 
rise in price as well. In fact, 
tapes are expected in most 
industry quarters to remain at 
least a dollar higher than 
albums, no matter how high the 
price of ‘albums may go. 

What exactly goes on here? 
Will the record industry simply 
price itself out of existence in 
the future? Will the consumer 
rise in revolt as records and 
tapes rise in price? Again the 
industry answers are varied. 

‘*Probably. not,’’. says 
Columbia. 

“T think that there’s a real 
danger of that happening,” says 
Warner Brothers. 

“Records haven’t gone up as 
much proportionately as other 
forms of entertainment,’ says 
RCA. 

“‘There’s a much higher rate of 
return on the product today,” 
says MCA. ‘‘There’s no 
obsolescence factor to deal with 
as there was with monaural 
recordings.” 

“T can’t see prices going much 
beyond this point. This ($6.98 
records and tapes) is already 
pushing it,’”’ says Electra. 


There seems to be only one 
thing sure about the production 
and prices of records and tapes 
these days. By springtime, 
you’re going to have to be as rich 
as the Sheik of Abu Dhabi in 
order to keep your collection 
complete.

Across the display board 
of a set Marconi could never 
have conceived, 8 tiny clear 
plastic globes flashed 
sequentially from left to right. 
“That’s a district 2 report 
coming,” Harry explained when 
the light stopped on No. 6. 
Boston Police broadcasting on 
460.225 UHF from somewhere in 
Roxbury. A disembodied 
monotone nasaled through the 
airwave static: ‘‘We have 
‘gingerbread’ in view and are 
following.”’ Harry translated 
that to mean a squad was 
maintaining surveillance of a 
_ black suspect. “Maybe a dope 
bust,”” we figured. So Harry 
punched the selectable priority 
button on channel 6, turned up 
the squelch control to cut out 
the static, and fiddled with the

The Public Service Bands 


There are 3 bands in the “public service area” of the frequency spectrum. An FCC license is 
required for transmission on an assigned frequency in any of the three bands. According to 
provisions in the Communications Act, passed by Congress in 1934, anyone can listen to any signal 
transmitted on any frequency. Content of the information heard, however, cannot be used for 


“private gain”. 


Shown below is a chart of the three bands with “‘call-outs” indicating the general frequency 
areas in which various user categories are licensed by the FCC.

Then we sat back to await the 
outcome. 

With a ‘scanner radio like 
Harry’s, you needn’t be a 
feverish ‘freque’, (Frequency 
freak) spinning your tunable 
portable’s selector dial up and 
down the VHF/UHF (Police and 
Fire) Public Service Band, 
rummagging through the 
crowded airwaves for what Ra- 
dio Shack, A and W Electronics, 
and You-Do-It Electronics call 
the Action. Needlessly 
reminding you that “your town 
is teeming with action”, Radio 
Shack’s catalogue explains how 
the purchase of a scanner and 
your choice of any 8 pre-tuned 
crystals plugs you into your own 
personalized ‘news hotline.’ 

Every Boston Police District 
utilizes a unique frequency. 
Select your Favorite District, 
and it will be scanned for action 
every 10-12 seconds, until voice 
contact ‘fixes’ you to that 
channel. And after whatever 
order has been barked over the 
air, the scanner delays 2 seconds 
before resuming its dragnet. 
That way you’re not likely to 
miss any call-backs. You and 
the dispatcher will be the first 
non-combatants to know of the 
latest mugging. Keeping abreast 
of a known 10-31 (crime in 
progress) shouldn’t be 
impossible. 

And you still have seven other 
crystals to scan. The State 
Police frequency (44.74) features 
Trooper patrols (cruiser 600- 
848), the FBI (cruisers 900-902), 
the Mass. National Guard (810- 
817), the Governor’s car(S-1), 
the District Attorney of 
Middlesex County (car 758), 
and even the Suffolk County 
Prison Van. All on one channel. 
Or you can choose from the 
hundred-odd frequencies for 
local small-town fire/police 
departments. Or a news reporter 
channel. Or the coast guard. Or 
even a taxi company’s signal. 
Any ‘freque’ store carries a 
complete line of crystalware. 

“The Intercity Police Net 
(158.97) has to be best for 
thrills,’ asserts Joe ‘Chunk’ 
Ciancarelli of Walpole. 
“Intercity covers all the big high- 
speed chases out into the 
suburbs.” According to Chunk, 
the scanner board resembles a 
light show, with the flasher 
skipping back and forth to the 
10-65’s (Net Message 
Assignments) while every 
precinct and small town police 
auxiliary within hailing distance 
co-ordinates for a 10-93 
(Blockade). 

You'll have to know the codes, 
though, to enjoy the action. 
Otherwise, according to one 


watching at night without 
having done your homework on 
bird-calls.’’ The Police 
Commissioner’s office replied 
with a resounding 10- 
74( Negative) when I asked for a 
code list. But A and W 
Electronics smilingly supplied 
me with a copy of both the State 
Police’s ‘signal definitions’ and 
the B.P.D.’s number-letter 
‘incident reporting tables’. So, 
for example, an unfounded 
complaint about a noisy T.V. on 
the Hill would be — what else- 
an Adam 12. 

Boston’s Finest aren’t 
overjoyed with their new role as 
unwitting entertainers to dogged 
fans who fail to distinguish 
between ‘‘arrest and 
apprehend’’ and stand-up 
improvisation. Jack’ Webb- 


esque producers of realistic TV 


crime dramas could never have 
foreseen that once viewers 
became convinced ‘it could 
happen’, they might find 
themselves bored with fiction 
made real, and opt for a little 
“Reality” instead. But just for 
weekend evening diversion. 
“You can’t beat 460.450(South 
District) on a Saturday 
ight,”’ pressed a salesman, 
he ding’ up the thimble-sized 
crystal tor my inspection. The 
Real made Unreal. 

If BPD is feeling a bit chafed 
about having to clean up their 
chatter so as not to offend 
fireside listener’s tender ears, 
you can imagine a patrolman’s 
reaction when he encounters a 
burglar bagging the candlesticks 
while keeping an ear to his local 
precinct frequency. (That’s a 10- 
30: Illegal use of Radio). 

Enough was enough. Last 
year, Boston and Cambridge 
Police escalated their airwave to 
UHF range (450-474), rendering 
obsolete those deluxe VHF 
High/Low scanners. Although 
all three major brand-names 
(Bearcat, Regency, Radio 
Shack) now offer 
interchangeable modules for 8- 
station scanners (i.e. VHF 
High/UHF), no ‘freque’ feels 
satisfied. He’s grown too fond of 
having a full 8 channels for 
VHF/High/Low. Piggybacking 
two units is his only solution, 
unless he can afford the new- 
fangled 16-Channel set. 
Meanwhile, company profits are 
zooming. “I’d betcha there’s a 
conspiracy afoot between the 
FCC, the cops, and the 
‘manufacturers’, declared one 
irate ‘freque’. 

‘‘With so many people 
listening in, we felt a change was 
warranted,” says Pat Brady of 
the Commissioner’s Office. 
“Your real professional B. and 
E. man (breaking and entering) 


you have to figure it’s costing 
him more.’’ Not necessarily, 
Pat. A car theft ring is currently 
B.E.’ing through Somerville and 
Cambridge. Their specialty: 
stripping ‘spark’s’ (firechasers) 
vehicles of their elaborate 
‘loaded’ antennas and scanner 
systems. 

And how many ‘sparkies’ now 
pile into their cars, consult their 
Mutual Aid Handbook for the 
exact address of the fire alarm 
they just monitored, and tune in 
153.893(A seldom-used Oil 
company business band) for late- 
breaking details from other 
sparkies with 2-way radios? - 
‘“‘Hundreds of them’’, says 
Cambridge fireman Ryan. How 
many buy sets and just listen at 
home? 

Radio Shack headquarters in 
Fort Worth, Texas, isn’t telling. 
Merchandizing executive Bob 
Katz refuses to state how much 


business his company is doing in 
the crime/fire line, and will only 
refer to Sight and Sound 
Magazine’s estimated that by 
1976, $79,000,000 annually will 
be spent nationwide on Public 
Service Radios. 

Katz isn’t sure just why there 
should be a bonanza but he 
could assure me it began roughly 
about the time of 10-74’s (Riots) 
in the late ’60’s. And he’s 
equally convinced that, while 
men are the biggest buyers, 
women are the biggest listeners. 
“Women have what you might 
call a higher ‘emotional 
excitement quotient’’’, he 
thoerized. ‘“‘Now if a lady heard 
about her neighbor’s house 
being burglarized she could 

all everyone up with the news. 

he’d be the first to know; 
wouldn’t you say she’d be the 
envy of her block?” 

But rather than simply 
monitor broadcasts, she (or he) 
can also eavesdrop. A local 
retailer recalls with amazement 
how many ‘little old ladies’ have 
bought scanners crystallized 
solely for mobile telephone calls 
(152.03). But an avid male 
listener described how he’d 
become a fan of one mobile 
phone lothario. ““This guy’d call 
his wife on his car phone every 
Wednesday night, and say ‘sorry 
honey, but I gotta work late.’ 
Then, five minutes later my 
scanner’s got him on again, 
sweet-talking some chic up in 
Revere. That guy was too 
much!’’ (10.16: Domestic 
Trouble). 

Ma Bell isn’t amused by 
phone-freques who have 
transformed -her ‘private’ 
airwave into a party-line of a 
thousand-odd snoopers. But she 
can’t do a thing about it. The 
Communications Act of 1930 
gives anyone the right to listen 
to any signal transmitted on any 
frequency. So New Egland 
Telephone can only advice a 10- 
0 (Caution) to its customers. If a 
call requires discretion, it.

The ready answer to that question by a nice, 
clean-living salesman or boy-scout hi-fi expert is: 
“Tt’s a matter of taste. Whichever you prefer 
for your own listening. They’re both good.” 

We want you to know how irrespon- 
sible and misleading such blapd advice is.

A loudspeaker is a reproducer. The 
most important part of that word is the 
prefix re, meaning again.

problems only complicate the matter without chang- 
ing the basic principle. The reproduction is either 

right or wrong. Two different-sounding reproductions - 
can’t both be identical to the original. 

The common fallacy is to call the reproduction 
wrong only when it’s obviously unpleasant (fuzzy or 
shrieky highs, hollow midrange, etc..). But what 
about a pleasingly plump bass, lots of sheen on the 
high end, and that punchy or zippy overall quality 
known as “presence”? Equally wrong. And, because 
of the seductive “hi-fi” appeal, much more treacherous. 

To glamorize the original that way amounts 
to having a built-in and permanently set tone control 
in your speaker. For some program material it can be 
disastrously unsuitable. Like the funhouse mirror 
that makes everybody look tall and thin, it’s great for 
short and fat inputs only.

Mixing It Up with Four Channel 


By Martin Clifford 

“By the time stereo or two- 
channel sound had decided to be 
born back in the 1950's, 

‘ monophonic or single-channel 
sound had become firmly 
entrenched. Receivers, tuners, 
amplifiers and speakers had 
developed superb quality (for 
those days) and so hi-fi fans 
were sure that stereo was just a 
potential ripoff by hi-fi 
manufacturers. * 

Hi-fi listeners were 
understandably annoyed. They 
had made a substantial 
investment only to learn that 
stereo wasn’t a matter of simple 
arithmetic — that of multiplying 
mono by two. The stereo 
manufacturers were proposing 
the complete junking of mono 
and starting all over again. An 
amplifier or speaker might be 
salvaged, but for tuners and 
receivers there was. no 
compatability in the transition 
from mono to stereo. Some last- 
stand monophiles kept a stiff 
upper lip and contemptuously 
referred to stereo as ping-pong 
sound. _ 

Now we have quadraphonic or 
four-channel sound, but today’s 
manufacturers aren’t insisting 
on a back to the boondocks 
movement for stereo. If you have 

good stereo system, you can 

ild a completely new listening 

xperience right around it, and 
pgrade it to four channels, 
using your existing stereo 
system as your new hi-fi 
foundation. 

Stereo sound is music that is 
missing on dimension — depth. 
Stereo can give you left-right 
separation so you do get a 

ical sense of spatiality, if 
you can apply that word to two 
dimensions. But when a 
recording is made, the sound not 
only comes from the orchestra, 
but is bounced back, slightly 
delayed in time, from walls, 
floor and ceiling, and from any 
other reflective objects. The 
_ engineer in charge of recording 
can position the microphones to 
produce all sorts of enjoyable 
effects. With one technique he 
can position you (when you play 
the phono record) so you are 
sitting in the center of a hall, 
surrounded by sound. Or he can 
arrange to have you get the 
impression of sitting right in the 
center of the orchestra, an odd 
sensation what will make you 
feel an integral member of the 

p. Or, he can arrange to 

e the sounds come at you 
from the four different speakers 
supplying a sort of contrapuntal 
effect. With four-channel 
recording the engineer now 
combines artistry with technical 
ability. 

And so, to get the best out of 
your discs and tapes you have to 
move into four-channel sound. 
Theoretically; you could. have 
dozens of different technical 
approaches, but practically, 
there are only two-matrix and 
discrete. Although with four 

channel there seems to be an 


implication that you need a 
special system, yet with matrix 
we can still use just two separate 
channels and get authentic four- 
channel reproduction. 
Matrixing means mixing. 
Technically, we can combine 


four channels of sound — ° 


roughly equivalent to sound 
coming from the four corners of 


’ a room — into two channels by 


opposite of the encoder. A 
decoder separates the matrixed 
or combined sound back into 
four channels once again. 
Because this method of handling 
four-channel sound does not 
interfere with stereo 
reproduction in any way, we call 
it compatible. 
Today matrixed four-channel 
sound is available in the form of 


amplifiers, so just look on four 
channel sound ‘as an upgrading 
of what you’ve got. A decoder, a 
two-channel amplifier and 
another pair of speakers puts 
you right on a level with today’s 
more sophisticated hi-fi 
techniques. 

There are a number of 
matrixing methods, but one of 
the more popular and more

your present collection of stereo 
records, just keep right on using 
them. You can still play them in 
their existing stereo form, or 
with the help of a QS decoder 
and those two extra amps and 
speakers, you can hear.a 
synthesized form of four- 
channel sound. This won’t be 
true four-channel sound, of 
course, but your stereo records 


mixing or matrixing them. But 
once they are in two channel 
form, accomplished by a process 
called encoding, we can treat 
them as two channels. We can 
record four-channel encoded 
sound in two-channel form or on 
discs. And we can even listen to 
this software on a stereo receiver 
or on any stereo record player. 
But if we want to unmix the 
signal, we need a decoder — a 


device that does exactly the 


discs, tapes and FM broadcasts. 
These sources are played on 
ofdinary stereo record players, 
tape players or FM stereo 
tuners. So far, this is the same as 
stereo. However, we now use a 
matrix decoder, four amplifiers 
and four speakers. This gives 
you a clue as to the additional 
equipment you are going to 
néed. If you have a stereo system 
you already have two of the 
speakers and two of the

will certainly sound a lot better 
than they do now. 

Instead of using an outboard 
QS decoder, you might decide 
on a new FM MPX receiver, 
such as Sanstii’s QRX series. 
The advantage here is that 
everything is done for you and 
all you need do is connect you 
input sound sources and your 
four speakers. You don’t need to 
change your record player, or 
cartridge or the stylus. Stereo 
records do have four channel 
material cut into them, even 


‘though this may not have been 


part of the original intention. 

One of the problems with 
some of the various four-channel 
systems is crosstalk. Look on it 
as the leakage of sound from one 
channel to another. By taking 
advantage of a characteristic of 
human hearing known as 
directional masking, the QS 
circuit suppresses only the 
crosstalk of the dominant 
signals from moment to 
moment, while the original 
content of both signals is 
allowed to enter the front and 
rear channel amplifiers for 
reproduction. In this way the 
interchannel separation is 
greatly enhanced without 
affecting the original musical 
content. There is no loss or 
mislocation of any part of the 
original sound through the 
encode-decode process.

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Detours and Direct Pathsto Hi-FiSound

Perhaps the most mis-used 
descriptive adjective in modern 
English language usage is that 
hyphenated catch-all, High 
Fidelity (not to mention the 
abbreviated noun-form, as in 
“I’m going to listen to my Hi- 
Fi”). Rumor has it that small 
metal stick-on labels bearing the 
two magic words are available to 
any and all manufacturers in 
bulk quantities, suitable for 
application to such diverse 
products as lipsticks, vacuum 
cleaners, washing machines and 
home music reproducing 
equipment. 

It all started some thirty years 
ago, when a few engineers and 
other professionals involved in 
commercial sound recording and 
reproduction realized that the 
quality of sound they were 
hearing from their assorted 
home table model radios and 
phonographs left much to be 
desired — especially when 
compared with the more 
natural, life-like sound they 
were able to achieve using the 
professional equipment with 
which they were involved in 
their-daily work. They set out to 
construct components (separate 
amplifiers, loudspeakers and 
even radio tuners) capable of 
providing that better kind of 
sound in their own homes. Some 
of them, eager to spread the 
good sound to their friends, 
started small businesses and 
that’s how the high fidelity 
component industry got started. 

But there were other makers 
of home music systems around 
then — the large manufacturers 
who specialized in turning out 
impressive wood furniture 
consoles containing singularly 
unimpressive electronics and 
speakers on the inside. High- 
fidelity, the descriptive phrase 
coined by the pioneers of good 
sound, quickly became the catch 
phrase of the mass merchants 
who affixed that label to 
virtually anthing that could 
make sound in your living room 
— no matter how distorted or 
unfaithful to the original that 
sound turned out to be. 


One of the chief reasons why ~ 


the “everything in one box” 
approach is doomed to poor 
quality stems from a 
fundamental realization of how 
sound reproduced 
electronically. The loudspeakers 
that you ultimately hear in any 
sound system create sound by 
pushing or pumping air back 
and forth — vibrating in 
accordance with the electrical 
signal which guides their 
excursions. Particularly at low 
bass frequencies, this sonic 
vibration can be quite extreme, 
and if the loudspeakers are 
mounted in the same cabinet as 
the delicate record playing tone 


arm and pick-up (or even too - 


close to them), the vibrations 
from the speakers are induced 
into the cabinet structure and 
from there to the delicate tone 
arm and pick-up assembly. A 
sort of vicious cycle ensues, with 
the vibration induced in the pick- 
up reamplified and reproduced 
from the speakers until a loud 
howling sound is produced when 
you attempt to play the music at 
anything but moderate sound 


levels. 
Now, of course, MOST 
console radio-phonographs 


DON’T howl — because their 
designers have deliberately 
restricted their ability to 
reproduce deep, low bass 
frequencies in the first place. 
That rich bass, present in your 
records and FM broadcasts, is 
never reproduced at all. Super- 
high treble tones, reproduced 
with their correct relative 
intensity are also part of what 
makes high fidelity sound right 
— but unless a properly 
designed speaker system makes 
provision for those tones (few, if 
any console-product speakers

do), you will be missing that 
part of the audio spectrum of 
sound as well. So, if we need a 
starting point in our definition 
of hi-fi it would be the ability of 
the system to reproduce all tones 
in proper relationship to each 
other — and that means among 
other things, speaker systems 
that are separated from the rest 
of the equipment. This very 
separation also aids in creating 
the sense of space that is so 
much a part of stereophonic, 
and more recently, four channel 
or quadrophonic sound. 


Flexibility, Non-Obsolescence 


and Building Blocks 

Another advantage of the 
component approach to hi-fi is 
this matter of flexibility. With a 


‘console package, you are locked 


in. No matter how your listening 
tastes mature later, you cannot 
add to or change the system. 
With components, just the 
reverse is true. If you decide, for 


example, that the speakers you 


initially thought were so 
superlative sound just mediocre 
as your listening experience 
improves, you don’t throw them 
away. You might put them in a 
second listening room (a den or a 
bedroom) and add a better pair 
to your system in your primary 
listening location. Both sets of 
speakers would be operated from 
the same set of electronics and 
nothing is discarded. 


The owner of a single channel 
mono console had no choice but 
to replace it entirely if he 
wanted stereo sound in the 
1960’s. The component owner 
simply addeed a second channel 
of amplification and a second 
speaker to his initial system — 
again nothing was lost. 


With components, you can go 
right ahead and purchase a 
complete receiver and have 
facilities for FM, AM, Stereo 
FM, Phono and Tape 
reproduction all in one 
attractive component or, you 


can build your system in stages, 
starting perhaps, with an 
integrated amplifier, adding an 
FM/AM tuner component later, 
when budget or taste dictates. 


What’s more, either component. 


approach lends itself to simple 
conversion to four-channel 
sound when and if you feel you 
want that further sonic 
enhancement. 


Don’t Compact Systems 
Do The Same Things? 


In one sense, they do, but in a 
very important second sense 
they, too, fall short of the aims 
and quality of true high fidelity 
components. Compacts might 
well be thought of as a half-way, 
stepping stone to high fidelity. A 
manufacturer, or more properly 
an assembly firm, selects a 
receiver and a record changer 
and mounts them in a single 
wooden cabinet. To these, he 
generally adds a pair of minimal- 
quality speaker systems, often 
mounted in improperly designed

wooden enclosures of inadequate 
cubic volume ‘and packages the 
whole thing in a carton at what 
appears to be a “bargain price.” 
The approach does have one 
advantage. It removes the 
decision making process from 
the buyer, in that the assembler 
has tried — with varying degrees 
of success — to assemble a set of 
components that will work with 
each other. On the other hand, 
the old adage about “getting 
what you pay for’’ applies 
particularly to compacts. 
Obviously, to hit that low price, 
the assembler is going to use 
every trick available. He must 
make compromises — be they in 
the choice of record changer, 
phono pick-up, power capability 
of the amplifier portion of the 
electronics, or choice of speaker 
elements. There is no way for- 
you, the consumer, to check out 
‘these items individually. 


Buying Component Hi-Fi — 
Customizes Your Music System - 


When you decide that you 
want the uncompromised 
quality of a component system, 
half the fun is in selecting each 
component that best fits your 
needs. You’ll want to audition 
speakers first, since they are, 
after all, the only component you 
actually hear. Having found 
your dream sound in speakers, 
your audio salesman will be able 
to advise you as to the amount of 
power you'll need in an amplifier 
or receiver to adequately drive 
those speakers. Then using the 
actual components thus far 
selected, you can audition a 
variety of record changers 
equipped with an assortment of 
phono pickups or cartridges. Or, 
perhaps you’ll favor a precision, 
single-play turntable. Single 
play record players are often — 
favored by critical audiophiles 
because of their safer handling 
of records, greater speed 
accuracy (hence more accurate 
tonal pitch) and more rugged, 
durable construction. Tape 
players and recorders are other 
program source options open to 
you, either now or at any future 
date, when you can add a high- 
quality cassette deck or an open- 
reel tape recorder deck. Either of 
these is simply connected to 
play through, a record from, 
your basic electronics. 

So, next time you’re 
confronted with that High 
Fidelity label, make certain the 
product so designated is part of 
a component high fidelity 
system. Any resemblance 
between a radio-phonograph 
‘“*‘package’’ or even a 
compromise compact system 
and the real thing is not even 
coincidental — it just doesn’t 
exist.

A loudspeaker that 
disperses music to all corners of 
a listening room, with sufficient 
acoustic output to simulate the 
grand crescendoes one would 
experience in the concert hall. A 
loudspeaker that provides 
smooth sound over the entire. 
musical range of notes, from 
deepest bass to high notes 
beyond audibility. A 
loudspeaker truly worthy of the 
label “‘state of the art,” but still 
within the reach of more than a 
few members of a fortunate 
elite. 

Enter, the Ohm F coherent 
sound loudspeaker, a 
loudspeaker that fulfills all the 
above requirements and sets 
standards of its own. According 
to the vast majority of audio 


sphere” that physists have long 
projected as the theoretical ideal 
for a music reproducer. 

The Ohm F was conceived by 
Lincoln Walsh, a brilliant audio 
engineer whom a few old timers 
might recall as the inventor of 
the celebrated Brook all triode 
amplifier of the 1940’s. Lincoln 
Walsh participated in the 
original Bell Laboratories 
experiments, out of which came 
the conclusion that the only 
acceptable way to reproduce 
sounds of different frequencies, 
was to use different sized 
drivers. Crossover networks 
would channel the high 
frequencies to one or more 
tweeters and the low frequencies 
to one or more woofers, with a 
midrange driver or two thrown 
in to complicate matters even 
more. Lincoln Walsh didn’t 
accept this conclusion. He 


envisioned a full range - 


loudspeaker having only a single 


_ driver and still more capable of 


reproducing the various 
frequencies than the multiple 
driver arrangement proposed by 


‘the other participating 


engineers. 

The purpose of woofers and 
tweeters is to eliminate the cone 
breakup that would occur if a 
large driver was forced to vibrate 
fast enough to reproduce the 
higher frequencies. Instead of 
trying to use it to create a 
transmission line along which 
the mechanical “ripples” of the 
music signal could travel. As 
cones behave more like Walshs’ 
transmission line than like 
pistons, it didn’t make much 
sense to try to get them to act 
like pistons. This is how most 
modern loudspeakers work 
anyway. 

In Walshs’ proposed design, it 
was the cone breakup that 
would vibrate the air to produce 


sound and not the  --5 


simple design. 

Walshs’ idea was ignored for 
years, until Marty Gersten, then 
president of Rectilinear 
Research, saw the design for 
what it could be. Together, 


Gersten and Walsh began the 


long process of developing the 
design into a functional 
loudspeaker. Subsequently, 
Gersten was forced to leave 
Rectilinear for failure to attend 
to the practical matters of 
running a corporation. 

Requiring a home base from 
which to continue development, 
Gersten set up Ohm Acoustics, a 
loudspeaker company where 
quality and innovation were the 
primary concerns with profits 
important mainly as the means 
of continuing their work. 

And work did continue, but it 
progressed slowly as this was 
new ground. Materials had to be 
selected that would produce a 
cone of sufficient stiffness to act 
as the proposed transmission 
line. The difficult problem of 
terminating the free edge 
(preventing the ripples traveling 
down the cone from turning 
around and starting back up 
again) had to be solved. 

Two years later, the prototype 
coherent sound loudspeaker, the 
Ohm A, stood as incontestable 
proof that Lincoln Walsh had 
been right all along. Ironically, 
Walsh died just before 
completion. He never heard how 
good his ‘‘unworkable’’ 
loudspeaker really was. 

Although the prototype Model 
Ohm A (available on special 
order) has deeper bass response 
than the production model Ohm 
F, it is too large, inefficient and 
expensive for general 
distribution. The Ohm F is a far 
more practical loudspeaker but 
it also requires a lot of power — 
at least 40 watts rms per channel 
(not nearly as much power as

the A.). Its true potential is 
realized when power is in the 
area of 100 watts rms per 
channel. The Ohm F retails for 
$400 each. 


The Ohm F consists of a’ 


steeply sloped cone 16 inches 
high and 12 inches wide at the 
bottom: The cone is mounted 
face down into a tapered 
rectangular wood cabinet filled 
with sound absorbing material. 
The music waves are generated 
at the apex of the cone by a 
powerful moving coil motor. The 


-waves travel down the cone, 
creating a cylindrical wave front 


in perfect phase with the input 
audio signal — thus the term 
“coherent sound.” 


The actual performance of the 
Ohm F is beyond literal 
description although its’ 
measured performance does 


help to give an indication. 
Frequency response is from 32 to 
20,000 Hz., broader than the 
proven response of any other 
loudspeaker. Dispersion of the 
full range of audible sounds is 
360 degrees on a _ horizontal 
plane. The Ohm F produces 
virtually no audible distortions 
of the music signal fed into it. 

The only proper introduction 
to the Ohm F. is to listen to 
music through them. Any kind 
of music. All else (including the 
pages which you’ve just labored 
through) is extraneous. 

Listening to the Ohm F proves 
it to be the most advanced 
loudspeaker presently available 

. the state of the art. If he
